Journeys  Bearing  Large  Loads 

Uoder  the  Tropical  Suns. 


Timely  Report  by  Consul  General  Maratta  in 
Regard  to  New  Gold  Discover- 
ies in  Australia. 


Highest  of  all  in  Leavening  Power. — Latest  U.  S.  Gov't  Report. 


The  Navy  at  Prrsent  Suffering  From  a  Sur- 
feit of  Officers  and  Reorgani-  ■ 
zation  Is  Necessary. 


Washington,  Nov.  19. — The  state  de- 
partment has  been  calling  on  United 
States  consuls  in  Africa  for  specific  in- 
formation respecting  the  marvelous  kola 
nut  which,  by  its  peculiar  action  upon  the 
muscular  system,  enables  the  African 
negroes  to  make  long  journeys  bearing 
enormous  loads,  under  tropical  suns  and 
across  difticult  country  without  food. 
Cases  authentically  reported  prove  that 
an  old  negro  may  carry  a  176  pound  bag 
of  coffee  four  leagues  by  chewing  a 
single  nut  slowly.  Robert  P.  Porley, 
United  States  consul  at  Sierra  Leone, 
Africa,  has  sent  in  the  first  report  on  this 
snbject,  treating  of  the  means  of  grow- 
ing and  preparing  the  nuts.  He  says  that 
the  natives  eat  the  nuts  in  the  early 
morning  as  a  stay  against  the  want  of 
ordinary  food  while  traveling  and  in  the 
evening  to  induce  sleep.  Altogether 
they  consider  that  a  general  benefit  to 
the  human  system  is  derived  from  the 
consumption  of  the  kola,  say  a  single  nut 
morning  and  evening. 

Turkish  rugs  are  now  being  made  in 
considerable  numbers  in  Belgium,  ac- 
cording to  United  States  Consul  Rosevelt 
at  Brussels,  who  in  an  interesting  report 
to  the  state  department  describes  the 
method  of  manufacture  and  the  con- 
ditions under  which  one  of  the  oldest 
industries  of  Belgium  has  been  restored 
and  employment  has  been  afforded  to 
many  young  persons  between  the  ages 
of  14  and  20  years.  Men  in  the  alms- 
houses are  also  employed  in. the  work, 
for  which  they  receive  no  compensation, 
while  the  wages  of  the  girls  range  from 
20  to  35  cents  per  day.  The  latter 
necessarily  live  in  the  simplest  manner, 
their  food  consisting  of  coffee  and  bread, 
soup  made  without  meat,  vegetables  and 
on  r^ire  occasions  a  bit  of  meat. 

Very  timely,  in  view  of  the  great  rush 
of  prospectors  from  all  quarters  of  the 
globe  to  the  newly  discovered  gold 
mines  of  Australia,  is  an  exhaustive  re- 

fiort  to  the  state  department  just  pub- 
ished,  from  United  States  Consul  Gen- 
eral Maratta  at  Melbourne.  He  has 
been  besieged  with  lettersof  inquiry  from 
residents  of  California, Colorado,  Nevada 
and  other  Western  mining  states  asking 
his  advice  about  going  to  Australia,  and 
takes  this  method  of  answeiing  inquiries. 
The  report  is  very  instructive  and  goes 
so  far  into  detail  as  to  include  a  set  of 
very  practical  suggestions  drawn  up  by 
the  Australian  minister  of  mines  for  the 

f;uidance  of  people  unused  to  digging 
or  gold,  showing  where  and  how  it  is  to 
be  looked  for,  and  to  aid  those  miners 
who  want  to  get  a  little  gold  for  sub- 
sistence as  quickly  as  possible  in  easily 
worked  ground.  But  the  kernel  of  the 
report  is  the  follcwing  paragraph  : 

"There  is  a  good  opportunity  here  for 
miners  from  the  United  States  well 
versea  in  the  best  methods  of  obtaining 
gold,  but  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that 
they  come  well  provided  with  both  funds 
and  experience,  with  sufficient  of  the 
former  to  last  them  at  least  six  months, 
irrespective  of  what  gold  they  may  ob- 
tain. The  machinery  and  appliances  in 
vogue  here  are  not  altogether  the  latest 
and  best,  in  many  cases  they  are  quite 
obsolete.  If  some  of  our  large  manufac 
turers  of  mining  machinery  and  appli- 
ances woula  send  representatives  out  to 
these  colonies  it  would  in  my  opinion 
well  repay  them." 

Senator  Butler,  who  is  chairman  of  the 
joint  commiitee  of  the  two  houses  of  con- 
gress on  the  personnel  of  the  navy,  is 
making  an  effort  to  get  the  committee 
toeether  at  an  early  day  for  the  purpose 
of  getting  a  bill  in  shape  to  be  presented 
at  the  beginning  of  the  next  session,  if 
possible,  which  will  solve  the  problem  of 
navy  reorg^inization.  This  question  was 
under  consideration  by  the  joint  commit- 
tee during  a  great  deal  of  the  time  of  the 
last    session    and  a  large    mass  of  testi-

tear  tell  of  a  ptircliaser  wanting 
to  buy  an  imitation?

mony  given  by  experts  was  taken,  but  it 
would  appear  that  very  little  progress 
was  made  towards  securing  the  legisla- 
tion desired.  The  committee  went  so 
far  in  its  work,  however,  as  to  discover 
that  the  task  which  has  te.'n  set  is  a  very 
difficult  one  and  still  a  task  which  it  is 
very  necessary  should  he  performed. 

The  navy  is  at  present  suffering  from 
a  surfeit  of  officers,  and  Senator  Butler's 
committee  is  expected  to  find  a  way  to 
weed  out  the  surplus  without  doing  in- 
justice. The  tendency  of  a  navy  organ- 
ized on  the  plan  of  oars  is  to  grow  top 
heavy  at  all  times,  and  this  tendency  was 
accelerated  by  the  large  number  of 
cadets  which  entered  the  national 
academy  during  the  war.  The  officers 
who  were  thus  created  have  proved  too 
numerous  for  times  of  peace,  and  the 
time  is  now  at  hand  when  they  are 
reaching  the  higher  ranks  the  glut  is  be- 
ginning to  be  seriously  felt. 

During  the  long  session  of  the  present 
congress.  Secretary  Herbert  went  before 
the  committee  and  submitted  his  case  by 
giving  his  testimony,  and  also  embodied 
them  in  a  bill,  but  the  committee  does 
not  appear  to  have  been  pleased  with  all 
the  features  of  the  bill  and  consequently 
tailed  to  report  it  to  the  full  committee 
or  to  either  house.  Representative 
Meyer,  who  is  a  member  of  the  joint 
committee,  is  also  the  author  of  a  bill  of 
somewhat  comprehensive  terms,  but  it 
does  not  seem  to  have  received  the  ap- 
proval of  other  members  of  the  commit- 
tee. 

The  disposition  appears  to  lean  towards 
a  bill  introduced  by  Representative 
Catchings,  the  distinctive  feature  of 
which  is  the  creation  of  a  reserve  list 
This  bill  provides  for  an  active  list  of 
sixteen  rear  admirals,  sixty  captains,  100 
commanders,  seventy-four  lieutenant 
commanders,  250  lieutenants,  seventy- 
five  lieutenants  of  the  junior  grade  and 
a  sufficient  number  of  ensigns.  It  abol- 
ishes the  rank  of  commodore.  The  pro- 
vision regarding  the  proposed  reserve 
list  renders  the  change  to  it  in  a  manner 
voluntary,  but  at  the  same  time  holds 
out  so  many  inducements  and  provides 
for  bringing  such  pressure  to  bear  that 
it  is  believed  by  the  friends  of  the  meas- 
ure that  it  would  prove  effective  in  re 
ducing  the  force  10  reasonable  dimen- 
sions. It  is  stated,  as  showing  the  evil 
of  permitting  the  present  system  to  con- 
tinue in  effect,  that  the  time  will  soon 
come  under  it  where  there  will  be  106 
rear  admirals  in  service  at  once. 

Democratic  senators  who  are  at  pres- 
ent in  the  city,  decline  almost  without 
exception  to  discuss  the  probable  plans 
of  the  Demecratic  leaders  in  the  senate 
with  reference  to  the  supplemental 
tariff  bills  at  the  forthcoming  short  ses- 
sion of  congress.  The  majority  of  them 
are  content  with  saying  they  have  had 
no  opportunity  for  further  conference 
and  they  do  not  wish,  at  this  time,  to 
express  personal  opinions.  It  would 
seem  probable  from  this  that  a  general 
Democratic  conference  among  the  party 
in  the  senate  is  among  the  probabilities 
soon  after  the  convening  of  the  next  ses 
sion,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  thia 
point. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  a  faction 
of  the  Democratic  side  of  the  chamber  is 
opposed  to  any  further  efforts  at  tariff 
legislation  by  the  present  congress,  and 
it  IS  thought  that  the  result  of  the  late 
elections  may  have  influenced  others  to 
take  this  view.  Senator  Voorhees,  chair- 
man of  the  senate  committee  on  finance, 
declines  to  talk  for  publication  on  all 
subjects  connected  with  congress  or  pol- 
itics. 

Senator  Harris,  also  a  Democratic 
member  of  this  committee,  contented 
himself  with  referring  an  Associated 
Press  reporter,  who  accosted  him  on  this 
subject,  to  his  remarks  upon  the  poini 
before  the  adjournment  of  the  last  ses- 
sion. It  is  recalled  that  he  then  an- 
nounced his  purpose  of  trying  to  get  the 
supplemental  bills  up  at  the  earliest  op- 
portunity in  the  short  session.

An  Appeal  to  the  World  on  Behalf  of   Perse- 
culed  Armenians. 

Chicago,  Nov.  ig. — Men  cried  like 
children  at  the  meeting  of  Armenians  at 
Beyers  hall  last  night.  When  the  story 
of  the  atrocities  of  the  Turks  were  re- 
told the  listeners  burst  into  sobs  and 
buried  their  faces  in  their  hands.  Some 
were  there  who  may  have  lost  sisters, 
brothers  and  parents  in  the  recent 
slaughter  of  Christian  Armenians  by  the 
Turks. 

Pitiful  appeals  were  sent  up  for  the 
Christian  people  of  the  world  to  take 
cognizance  of  the  dreadful  persecution 
of  the  Armenians.  Other  speakers 
spoke  of  taking  up  arms  and 
dying  in  the  cause  of  liberty 
and  vengence.  The  meeting  was 
called  for  the  purpose  of  taking  action 
in  regard  to  the  reported  slaughter  and 
to  discuss  ways  and  means  by  which  the 
sentiment  of  the  civilized  world  can  be 
aroused  to  prevent  a  repetition  of  such 
an  outrage. 

Several  hundred  Armenians  were 
present.  The  meeting  closed  with  the 
passing  of  resolutions  thanking  the  press 
for  the  interest  taken  in  the  cause  of  Ar- 
oienia  and  others  appealing  to  the  pul- 
pit and  all  good  men  and  women  to  lifi 
up  their  voices  in  protest  of  further  per- 
secution of  Chr  stian  people.

Gibbs,  Van  Sant.  Staples  and  Shell  Are  in  the 
Race  to  Stay.

Herald.]— ^There  is  a  hot  campaign  on 
already  for  the  speakership  of  the  house 
and  the  race  is  going  to  be  a  fast  one. 
Ex-Speaker  John  L.  Gibbs  is  to  the  fore 
in  the  campaign.  He  is  on  deck  already 
and  a  member  of  the  next  house  who 
comes  to  St.  Paul  and  gets  away  without 
seeing  Gibbs  has  to  lav  very  low,  Sam 
Van  Sant,  C,  T.  Staples,  of  Dakota  county, 
and  Daniel  Shell,  of  Worthington,  are 
all  in  the  race  to  stay  and  any  one  of 
them  is  strong  enough  to  keep  the  others 
guessing  just  now,  when  there  has  not 
been  any  time  for  the  concentration  of 
sentiment.  They  are  all  putting  in  a 
good  deal  of  their  time  at  the  Windsor 
and  seem  to  have  an  agreement  among 
themselves  for  each  to  respect  the  other 
fellow's  game. 

The  minor  places  about  both  houses 
do  not  lack  for  aspirants  and  the  news- 
paper offices  are  deluged  with  cards 
soliciting  the  support  of  the  papers  and 
members  for  everything  and  anything 
from  the  basement  to  the  dome  of  the 
capital. 

Only  one  of  the  newly  selected  officials 
has  made  any  attempt  to  fill  the  sub- 
ordinate places  in  the  offices  yet,  and,  if 
the  rest  of  the  appointments  are  as 
strong  as  those  announced  bv  Hon.  R.  C. 
Dunn  last  evening,  there  will  be  no  room 
for  complaint  as  to  the  capacity  of  the 
new  clericals  in  the  capitol. 

Mr.  Dunn  has  selected  Sam  Iverson, 
deputy  state  treasurer  at  present,  for 
his  deputy.  Mr.  Iverson  is  known 
through  the  length  and  breadth  of  the 
state,  and  they  don't  make  any  more 
popular  officials  than  he  is.  The  place 
next  in  importance  to  the  deputyship  in 
the  auditor's  office  will  be  filled  by 
George  A.  Flinn,  assistant  city  editor  of 
the  Pioneer  Press,  who  will  be  land 
clerk.  Mr.  Flinn  was  a  very  active 
factor  in  the  late  campaign  and  had 
practical  charge  of  the  political  news 
columns  of  the  Pioneer  Press  during  the 
campaign.  Whether  or  no  he  did  effec- 
tive work  is  perhaps  best  shown  in  the 
result  and  the  tremendous  majority 
piled  up  for  his  friend  Bob  Dunn.  He  is 
one  of  the  brightest  newspaper  men  in 
the  state  and  his  friends  of  the  fraternity 
are  overwhelming  Mr,  Hinn  with  con- 
gratulations on  escaping  from  the  har- 
ness into  a  good  thing.  The  third  selec- 
tion made  is  that  of  Swan  B.  Molander, 
auditor  of  Kenebec  county,  for  a  clerk- 
ship.

Will  Endeavor  to  Pass  the  Bill  for  Survey  of 
a  Deep  Waterway  to  the     | 
Sea. 


Believes  a  Sufficient  Sum  Will  Be  Given  by 
Congress  to  Begin  Work  Next 
Year. 


Thinks  He  Will  Be  Able  to  Get  the 
Lake  Bill  Through  This  Con- 
gress.

Washington,  Nov,  iq.— [Special  to 
The  Herald,)— Congressmen  who  have 
returned  to  Washington  and  who  are 
deeply  interested  in  securing  additional 
appropriations  for  the  improvement  of 
the  great  lakes  are  hopeful  that  they  will 
be  able  to  accomplish  something  at  the 
coming  session  of  congress.  They  real- 
ize, of  course,  that  the  time  is  short  and 
unless  President  Cleveland  should  be 
forced  to  call  on  extra  session  ot  con- 
gress next  spring  there  would  be  little 
likelihood  of  securing  anything  of  mo- 
ment in  their  interest  before  the  regular 
session  of  the  Fifty-fourth  congress. 

One  measure  that  the  congressmen 
from  the  North  are  interested  in,  es- 
pecially those  from  Minnesota,  Wiscon- 
sin and  Michigan,  is  the  bill  introduced 
at  the  last  session  by  Representative 
Baldwin  providing  an  appropriation  of 
$100,000  for  a  preliminary  survey  of  the 
proposed  deep  waterway  from  Duluth  to 
the  Atlantic  seaboard.  Representative 
Baldwin,  father  of  this  measure,  re- 
turned to  Washington  early  in  the  week, 
and  while  not  so  sanguine  that  bis  bill 
will  pass  at  this  session,  stated  that  he 
would  do  all  that  he  could  between  now 
and  March  4  to  either  pass  the  bill  or  get 
It  reported  favorably  from  the  commit- 
tees in  both  houses  which  will  be  forced 
to  give  it  consideration. 

It  was  his  intention,  he  said,  if  re- 
elected to  the  Fifty-fourth  congress,  to 
get  the  bill  through  at  that  session. 
Having  been  deteated  he  is  now  deter- 
mined to  force  the  issue  before  his  re- 
tirement and  if  he  fails  to  get  the  §100,- 
000  appropriation  he  is  of  the  opinion 
that  a  sufficient  amount  of  money  will  be 
set  aside  by  the  present  congress  to  at 
least  begin  work  within  the  next  year. 
Ultimately  RepresentaUve  Baldwin  and 
others  interested  in  this  great  project 
believe  that  they  will  succeed. 

Maj.  Baldwin  declares  that  at  the 
coming  session  he  will  be  able  to  get 
through  the  bill  he  introduced  at  the  last 
session  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act 
for  the  relief  and  civilization  of  the  Chip- 
pewa Indians  in  Minnesota."  It  will  be 
recalled  that  this  measure  passed  the 
bouse  at  the  last  session  and  wa^s  tied 
up  in  the  senate  on  account  of  the  op- 
position of  Senator  Davis,  who  con- 
sidered that  its  provisions  would  inter- 
fere with  the  claim  of  the  state  of  Minne- 
sota to  school  sections  on  the  Red  Lake 
ind  White  Earth  Indian  reservations 
which  he  was  trying  to  establish. 

Representative  Baldwin  now  states, 
however,  that  notwithstanding  the  oppo- 
sition of  the  senior  senator  from  Min- 
nesota, he  will  be  able  before  March 
4  next  to  pass  this  bill  in  the  senate. 
The  measure  is  an  important  one,  as  is 
well  known,  and  provides  that  after  the 
survey,  examination  and  appraisal  of  at 
least  100,000  acres  of  pine  has  been 
made  on  the  White  Earth  and  Red 
Lake  reservations  tie  portion  so  sur- 
veyed, examined  and  appraised  shall  be 
proclaimed  as  in  the  market  and  i-ff^red 
for  sale  in  the  following    manner:

KILLED    BY  EARTHQUAKES. 

Heavy  Loss  ot  Life  and  Oamaga  to  Property  in 
Italy. 

Rome,  Nov.  ig.— Dispatches  from  the 
earthquake-shaken  province  of  Reggio 
di  Calabria  say  that  more  slight  shocks 
were  felt  in  that  district  yesterday  and 
last  evening.  Although  no  further  dam- 
age was  done,  the  mhabitants  continue 
terror  stricken  and  narahers  ot  people 
are  fleeing  from  the  towns  into  the  coun- 
try. Thirteen  persons  were  killed  and 
over  fifty  injured  at  the  village  of  Serai- 
nara.     This  village   is    nearly  destroyed. 

At  Palmi,  where  nearly  all  the  houses 
were  ruined,  seven  persons  were  killed 
and  fifty  injured.  Numbers  of  bouses  at 
Malochehio  and  Terranuovo  were  dam- 
aged. Although  nobody  was  killed  or  in- 
jured at  those  places,  their  populations 
are  camping  out  in  the  fields. 

The  troops  in  the  province  ot  Reggio 
di  Calabria  are  rendering  all  the  assist- 
ance possible  to  endangered  inhabitants. 
Two  violent  shocks  of  earthquake  were 
telt  last  evening  at  Milazzo,  on  the  north 
coast  ot  the  island  of  Sicily.  The  terri- 
fied inhabitants  fled  from  the  town  and 
spent  the  night  in  the  open  air.

A  VERY  CHEAP  TRIP. 

Plan  for  Taking  a  Party  to  London  and  Return 
in  June. 

Chicago,  Nov.  ig.— Lady  Henry 
Somerset  cables  that  Dr.  Henry  S.  Lunn, 
of  London,  who  has  in  charge  the  plan 
for  the  world's  trip  in  the  interest  of  the 
polyglot  petition,  proposes  to  make  ar- 
rangements for  a  party  to  atttjnd  the 
convention  of  the  World's  Woman's 
Christian  Temperance  union,  which 
meets  in  London  in  June  next. 

Dr.  Lunn  has  assured  Lady  Somerset 
that  he  will  undertake  to  bring  a  party 
to  London,  give  them  a  week  there,  a 
week  at  the  famous  Grindelwald.  confer- 
ence, three  days  at  Lucerne  and  at 
Paris,  returning  to  America  when  de- 
sired, at  a  cost  of  $200  for  each  person, 
this  to  include  all  traveling  expenses 
from  New  York  and  board  at  specified 
hotels. 

Lady  Henry  Somerset  has  cabled  this 
information  to  Miss  Willard  in  the 
earnest  hope  that  many  Americans  will 
avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  to 
visit  the  world's  convention  and  the  na- 
tional convention  of  the  British  V/omen's 
Temperance  association,  where  they  will 
be  warmly  welcomed  by  their  English 
sisters.

CONTESTS  TO  BE  FILED. 


Funeral  Service  at  Berlin  in  Honor  of  the  Late 
Czar. 

Berlin,  Nov.  ig.— An  imposing  funer- 
al ceremony  in  honor  of  the  late  czar 
Alexander  III  took  place  today  in  the 
church  of  the  Russian  embassy.  "Traffic 
about  the  neighborhood  was  suspended 
during  the  service  and  there  was  a  large 
guard  ot  honor  outside  the  church. 

Emperor  William,  in  Russian  uniform, 
accompanied  by  the  empress,  drove  to 
the  church  in  an  open  carriage  and  were 
present  throughout  the  ceremoay.  Ail 
the  diplomatic  corps,  including  the 
United  States  embassador,  Hon.  Theo- 
dore Runyon,  and  many  other  notabili- 
ties were  present.

A  Conservative  Gain. 
London.  Nov.  ig.— An  election  took 
place  in  Forfarshire,  Scotland,  on  Satur- 
day last,  for  a  member  of  parliament  to 
succeed  Sir  John  Rigby,  formerly  solici- 
tor general  and  later  attorney  general, 
recently  appointed  lord  of  appeal.  The 
result  of  the  poll  was  declared  today  and 
shows  that  the  Conservatives  have  won  a 
victory  and  gained  a  seat— Ramsay 
(Conservative)  received  5134  votes,  and 
RobsonJ( Liberal)  received  485g  votes. 

A  State  Senator  Dead. 

DOYLESTOWN,  Pa.,  Nov.  ig.— State 
Senator  George  Ross  died  at  his  resi- 
dence in  this  place  early  this  morning 
from  Btight's  disease,  aged  53.  He  was. 
the  I^eop.ocratic  candidate  for  rongress 
from  th^  Seventh  congrr^s&ional  district 
in  1884  and  188S,  but  was  defeated  by  bis 
Republican  opponent.  His  father,  Hon. 
Thomas  Ross,  represented  the  Bucks 
and  Lehigh  counties  in  congress  from 
1847  to  1853.  He  leaves  a  widow  and 
Six  children. 


Flames  from  a  Volcano.

Southern  Pacific  Company  Trying  to  Gobble 
Up  Mineral  Lands. 

Ashland,  Ore.,  Nov.  19.— The  South- 
ern Pacific  company  is  trying  to  secure 
patents  to  all  unoccupied  mineral  lands 
lyiiig  in  the  odd  sections  within  the 
limits  of  the  railroad  grant,  covering  th^ 
most  valuable  part  of  the  Southern  Ore- 
gan  mining  district.  The  railroad  has 
recently  been  making  surveys  of  land 
and  filing  lists  with  the  land  office  at 
Roseburg  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
title  from  the  government. 

Public  meetings  have  been  held  in 
several  towns  at  which  the  action  of  the 
railroad  company  was  denounced.  By 
ff  V^,T^  of  tbe  charter  of  the  Oregon 
&  California  Railroad  company  granted 
July  25,  1866,  the  government  gave  to  the 
company  all  of  the  odd  numbered  sec- 
tions of  land  within  a  strip  twenty  miles 
wide  on  each  side  of  the  railroad  but 
stipulated  that  mining  lands  be  excepted 
and  of  course  that  00  vested  rights  in 
other  lands  by  reason  of  prior  posses- 
sion or  otherwise  be  interfered  with. 

The  railroad  surveyors  have  lately 
reached  the  mining  district  west  of 
Rogue  river  valley,  and  that  is  the  cause 
of  all  the  trouble.  A  survey  is  made  of 
unoccupied  lands  and  it  is  filed  in  the 
usual  form  as  non-mineral. 

The  people  claim  that  the  land  is 
wholly  unfit  for  agricultural  uses,  and 
that  the  company  is  simply  trying  to  get 
hold  of  valuable  mineral  lands  under  the 
provisions  of  its  non-mineral  charter. 
Special  committees  of  two  men  have 
been  appointed  from  each  mining  dis- 
trict, and  they  are  directed  to  take  coun- 
sel with  those  in  their  districts  who  have 
protests  and  contests  to  file,  and  to  pro- 
cure such  information  regarding  mineral 
lands  in  their  district  as  may  be  of  use  to 
the  general  committee. 

CHARGED  WITH  FRAUD. 

A  California  Cereal  Contractor  Placed  Under 
Arrest  in  Colorado. 

Denver,  Nov.  ig.— James  W.Payne, a 
prominent  citizen  of  Los  Angeles  and  a 
contractor  of  cereal  supplies  for  the 
United  States  military  posts  west  of  the 
Mississippi  river  was  arrested  last  night 
at  a  hotel  in  this  citv  on  a  charge  of  em- 
bezzlement and  felony.  The  arrest  was 
made  at  the  telegraphic  request  of  Chief 
of  Police  Glass,  of  Los  Angeles. 

The  specific  charge  against  Payne  is 
embezzlement  of  moneys  received  on 
account  of  his  contract  from  the  chief 
quartermaster  of  the  department  of  the 
Colorado,  Maj.  E.  B.  Atwood,  with  in- 
tent to  defraud  his  bondsmen.  Payne 
has  had  a  contract  for  a  number  of  years 
to  supply  many  military  posts  in  the 
West  with  cereal  supplies.  His  present 
contract  amounts  to  over  $2o,oo3.  On 
his  bond,  to  secure  his  fulfillment  of  the 
contract,  are  two  prominent  citizens  of 
Los  Angeles. 

It  is  said  that  some  time  ago  he  bor- 
lowed  some  money  of  them,  promising 
to  pay  them  out  of  the  money  received 
from  the  war  department.  In  order  that 
they  might  be  doubly  secured  for  the 
loan  he  gave  them  power  of  attorney  to 
open  his  mail  and  hold  any  drafts  or  re- 
mittances that  it  might  contain.  This 
arrangement  seemed  perfectly  agreeable 
to  the  bondsmen. 

According  to  the  detectives  who  ar- 
rested him,  and  the  allegation  that  is  the 
basis  of  the  criminal  charges,  Payne 
shortly  afterward,  on  Nov.  12,  wrote  to 
Quartermaster  General  Atwood  that  there 
are  many  men  of  his  name  in  Los  Ange- 
les, and  in  order  that  there  might  be  no 
mistake  in  his  delivery  of  his  letters  he 
directed  that  future  drafts  might  be  sent 
to  him  at  a  new  address.  Maj.  Atwood, 
in  reply,  sent  him  a  draft  for  $1500. 

His  bondsmen  did  not  learn  of  this 
action  on  the  part  of  the  contractor  until 
their  suspicions  were  aroused  by  receiv- 
ing no  letters  addressed  to  him  bearing 
the  government  stamp.  They  inbtituted 
an  inquiry,  and  learned  that  one  of  the 
periodical  payments  on  account  of  the 
-ontracl  was  overdue  and  a  telegraphic 
inquiry  vvas  sent  to  the  military  bead- 
qiuriejs  in  the  ciiv  to  ascertain  the  ad- 
dress of  Payne.  The  answer  revealed 
bis  alleged  aupiicity  and  they  took  steps 
to  -.ecure  themselves. 

Prtyne,  in  the  meantime,  left  Califor- 
nia for  Colorado.  He  arrived  in  this  city 
on  Saturday  night.  He  denied  the 
charge  of  erabtzzlement  strenuously.  "1 
do  not  see,"  he  said,"how  they  can  charge 
me  with  embezzlement,  as  I  only  used 
my  own  money.  I  gave  my  bondsmen  a 
power  of  attorney,  but  that  did  not  pre- 
vent me  from  attending  to  my  personal 
business  nor  subjugate  my  individual 
liberties.  The  drafts  were  my  own  per- 
sonal property,  and  I  cashed  them  as 
such."

IN  A  CRITICAL  CONDITION. 

Six  Persons  Badly  Poisoned  by  Escaping  Gas 
in  a  Church. 

East  Liverpool,  Ohio,  Nov.  ig.— Six 
persons  lie  in  a  critical  condition  in  the 
east  end  of  this  city  from  the  effects  of 
escaping  natural  gas  at  the  Second 
Methodist  Episcopal  church.  Many 
more  were  overcome  but  are  expected  to 
recover.  A  new  heater  had  been  put  in 
the  church  and  a  joint  in  the  natural  gas 
pipe  under  the  floor  had  been  left  de- 
fective. 

Those  in  the  most  serious  condition 
are :  Mrs.  Marsh,  aged  widow,  will  prob- 
ably recover;  Miss  Kate  Putnam,  organ- 
ist, not  yet  resuscitated;  Mrs.  Randall, 
not  likely  to  recover;  Miss  May  Ran- 
dall recovery  doubtful;  Miss  Jessie  Ran- 
dall, recovery  doubtful;  Rev.  R.  F .  Seers, 
pastor,  recovery  doubtful.  All  of  these 
fell  unconsi-ious  before  being  able  to  es- 
cape from  the  edifice. 

TO  CREATE  A  COMMISSION. 


Chicago  Police  to  Be  Put  Under  a  Non-Parii- 
san  Body. 

Chicago,  Nov.  ig.— As  a  result  of  the 
agtiation  of  the  institution  of  police  re- 
form. Mayor  Hopkins  has  announced  bis 
determination  to  create  a  non-partisan 
commission  to  control  the  department. 

Heretofore  the  department  has  been 
under  the  absolute  control  of  the  mayor 
and  the  method  adopted  is.  Mayor  Hop- 
kins says,  the  only  one  which  could 
effectually  divorce  the  police  force  from 
politics.  He  will  appeal  to  the  legisla- 
ture for  the  enactment  of  laws  that  will 
make  the  change  permanent. 

The  War  in  the  Orient. 
Shanghai,  Nov.  ig— The  viceroy  of 
Tien  Tsin  is  placing  soldiers  around  the 
foreign  settlement  in  order  to  protect  it 
against  the  depredations  of  soldiers  from 
the  Japanese  camps.  If  the  Japanese 
take  Port  Arthur,  it  is  expected  that  they 
will  land,  en  route  to  Pekin,  forty  miles 
south  of  Taku.  Numbers  of  "Fig"  guns 
have  been  added  10  the  Chinese  war- 
ships at  Wet  Hai  Wei.

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THE  BALTIMORE  &  OHIO. 

Annual  Report  Regarded  by  the  Stockholdort 
as  Gratifying. 

Baltimore.  Nov.  ig.— At  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  the  Balti- 
more &  Ohio  railroad  today  the  old 
board  was  re  elected,  Wiliiam  T.  Dick- 
son taking  the  place  of  Charles  J.  M 
Gwynn,  decefiscd.  The  net  earnings 
and  income  for  the  year  were  $8  7ig829. 

After  the  payment  of  interest  on 
bonded  indebtedness,  rentals,  taxes  and 
other  charges,  and  twelve  months' 
dividend  on  the  common  stock,  there  re- 
mained $1,272,313.  Out  of  this  other 
payments  aggregating  $760,346  were 
made. 

The  decrease  in  the  tonnage  of  the 
company  is  entirely  in  the  transport- 
ation of  coal,  c  oke.  iron  and  lumber,  to 
which  also,  emphasized  by  the  long 
sinkes,  is  due  the  increase  in  gross 
revenue.  The  gross  earnings  decreased 
J3.715.M4;  the  expenses  decreased 
$3,48 c,2g2;  the  net  earnings  decreased 
$23o,8g2. 

In  view  of  the  unusual  depression  in 
all  classes  of  business  prevailing  through- 
out the  country  during  the  entire  fiscal 
year  of  1894,  the  stockholders  regarded 
the  annual  report  as  most  gratifying. 

ASSAULTED    BY    NEGROES. 

Brutal  Assault  on  an  Aged  White  Woman  in 
Kentuclcy. 

Louisville,  Nov.  19.— a  special  to 
the  Times,  from  Barbourville  depot,  Ky., 
says:  Jim  Patton  and  George  Colson, 
two  negroes  of  this  place,  committed  a 
brutal  assault  upon  Mrs.  Robinson,  a 
white  woman  i.bout  70  years  old,  wife  ot 
a  respectable  farmer  in  Clay  county 
yesterday. 

The  two  men  presented  pistols  in  the 
face  of  Mrs.  Robinson  and  demanded 
that  she  yield,  which  she  refused  to  do. 
Then  she  was  overpowered  and  fearfully 
injured.  The  negroes  escaped  and  re- 
turned to  Barbourville,  where  they  were 
arrested  late  hist  night  by  a  posse  of 
Clay  county  marshals. 

The  citizens  of  Clay  are  very  indignant 
and  threaten  to  lynch  the  black  brutes 
if  they  ever  get  back  to  Manchester.

They  made  a 
specialty  of  aeavy  castings,  tin  plate 
machinery  and  Holland  radiators,  and 
were  the  only  makers  ot  these  goods  in 
the  state.  A  large  business  was  done 
but  dissatisfact  ion  among  the  stockhold- 
ers caused  the  assignment.  Today  the 
radiator  factory  was  sold  to  Chicago  and 
Indianapolis  people  and  it  will  pass  into 
new  hands  in  a.  few  days.

Opinions  in  Several  Ctaos  Involving  Wijlita  of 
Indians.

heavy.  The  saving  in  goods,  which  are 
ruined  by  water  under  the  present  sys- 
tem, would  be  very  great,  and  would 
greatly  exceed  the  expense  of  the  sal- 
v  J  ije  company. 

Diiluth  is  now  a  large  city,  with  large 
wholesale  and  retail  business  houses  that 
should  be  given  the  best  prottctmu  from 
damage  by  fire,  and  a  salvage  corps  is 
necessary  in  order  to  furnish  proper  pro- 
t.-ciion.  There  is  an  unfortunate  dispo- 
sJiion  on  the  part  of  many  peiple  to  ob- 
ject to  expending  money  in  maintaining 
a  first-class  fire  dcpattment.  While  all 
extravagance  should  hi  avoided,  it  is 
not  wise  to  pursue  a  niggardly  policy 
tow.irds  this  very  important  branch  of 
the  municipal  service.  A  thoroughly 
elTtcient  department  should  be  mam 
taintd,  no  matter  what  the  cost,  and  no 
tire  dcpartratut  in  a  city  of  Duluth's 
pri;se;u  size  is  complete  without  a  saiv- 
a^'e  corps. 


The  Work  of  tf.e  Axman. 

The  report  oi  Fnurth  Assistant  Post- 
master General  Maxwell  shows  that  he 
has  fully  sustained  the  aobriq'itt  of  "ax- 
m m"  which  was  loiig  ago  conferred 
upon  the  official  having  charge  of  the 
decapitation  and  appointment  of  fourth 
class  postmasters.  His  report  includes 
the  appointment  during  the  fiscal  >ear 
ending  June  30  last  only,  and  shows  that 
during  that  time  over  one-third  of  the 
fourth  class  postoffices  of  the  country 
were  placed  in  the  hands  of    Democrati. 

Taking  the  four  months  of  the  Cleve- 
land administr.ilion  previous  to  that 
time  and  the  period  from  Jane  30  to  the 
present  time,  wtien  it  is  well  known  tb.it 
he  was  not  idle,  nearly  one  half  of  all  th« 
postmasters  of  the  couutry  drawing  a 
salary  of  less  than  $1000  per 
annum  must  now  be  Democrats. 
This  is  a  prttry  good  record 
when  it  is  considered  that  the  adminia-.ra- 
tion  has  been  in  power  but  twenty 
months  and  that  ther;j  are  ucsrly  7<i,ooo 
fourlli-class  t  ffic-  s  in  the  ccutitry.  Ar.d 
yet  they  caii  Grover  Cleveland  a  civii 
servic"  refi>rmt  r.  Hi-  iova  of  civil  serv 
ice  rcfurm  is  to  turn  the  Republicans  ou' 
and  put  the  Democrats  in,  and  then  ix 
tend  the  civil  servire  over  the  latter  and 
pieveut  the  Res.  ublicans  from  getting  in 
again. 

The  report  makes  no  feasible  recora- 
raendaions  as  to  the  enlar^etnent  of  the 
postal  service  or  its  improvement  to  bet- 
ter provide  tor  the  growing  needs  of  the 
people.  The  whole  d^  partment,  ;is  has 
been  the  case  wiih  nearly  everyihin-^'  the 
Uciuocr^iis  have  attempted  to  do  since 
they  came  into  power,  seems  to  have 
been  run  with  the  idea  of  spendi:-.g  the 
leaat  possible  amount  ct  money  at  the 
expense  of  an  efficieiu  service.  The 
new  issue  o:  postage  stamps,  300,000,00 
of  which  the  department  was  forced  to 
recall,  is  a  notable  example  of  this  pol 
icy. 

The  postcf^kc  dep?.rtment  must  be  a 
growing  institution  in  a  country  like  this 
where  there  is  such  a  steady  increase  in 
the  population.  It  must  be  constantly 
branching  out  and  affording  new  and 
increased  facilities  to  the  people.  It  was 
not  organized  as  a  money  making  insti- 
tution, but  with  the  idea  in  view  that 
whenever  there  should  be  a  surplus  in 
the  earnings  it  should  be  spent  in  im- 
proving the  service  in  localities  where  it 
was  not  efficient. 

Mr.  Maxwell  boasts  that  but  one  regis 
tcrfcd  package  has  been  lost  during  the 
pait  year  for  every  11,758  handled  and 
that  the  majority  of  these  losses  occurred 
in  the  foreign  mail  service.  He  docs 
not,  however,  suggest  that  the  govern- 
ment should  be  responsible  for  the  value 
of  registered  letters  or  packages  lost 
while  under  the  government's  care,  as 
express  companies  are.  The  govern- 
ment is  well  paid  for  carrying  registered 
matter  and  makes  a  large  annual  profit 
out  of  it;  and  if  it  was  responsible  for 
such  matter  the  business  would  be 
doubled. 

A  Salvage  Corps  Needed. 
One  of  the  recommendations  made  by 
the  new  chief  of  the  fire  department  is 
that  additional  waterproof  covers  be 
purchased  for  salvage  purposes.  The 
Herald  would  recommend  that  the  fire 
commissioners  go  farther  than  this,  and 
establish  a  fully  equipped  salvage  corps 
in  connection  with  the  department.  It 
would  not  take  a  very  large  amount  of 
snoney  to  equip  a  salvage  corps,  while 
the  coat  of  maiotenance  would  not    be 


The  Outlook  Hopeful. 
In  some  quarters  <here  is  a  disposition 
to  exaggerate  the  tflectsof  low  prices  for 
wheal  and  coiton  upon  the  agricultural  in- 
t  r.sts,  -ays  Henry  Clews  in  his  wtekly 
tiiiancial  rt  view.  It  is  overlooked  ttat 
botti  wheat  ai.d  cotton  can  be  raised 
much  more  cheaply  than  lormerl),  and 
that  it  costs  1-ss  to  handle  and  transport 
these  articles  than  ever  before.  In  seme 
portions  of  the  South  cotton  can  be  groivn 
probably  wiih  profit  even  at  the  present 
depressed  price,  and  in  other  sections 
where  low  prices  press  hanl  some  com- 
pensation is  had  from  better  fertilizers, 
and  better  tnethodsof  cultivation.  Again, 
we  have  a  great  abundance  of  these  low 
priced  commodities,  which  bnngs  their 
aggregate  value  up  to  normal  volume. 
Con>umer3  are  benelited  by  theije  low 
prices,  and  have  more  to  spend  in  other 
direction.';.  About  50,000,000  bushels  01 
wheat  have  already  been  fed  to  cattle 
with  advantage,  not  wasted,  and  good 
authorities  estimate  t^at  as  much  again 
will  be  used  before  the  next  crop. 

When  all  these  and  other  oLtsets  are 
considered,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  pre- 
s-'ut  condition  of  the  Amsrican  fanner, 
while  bad  enough,  is  no:  quite  so 
wretched  as  many  would  have  us  believe. 
^Through  all  these  long  months  of  panic 
and  distress  we  have  had  fewer  com- 
ji'ainis  from  the  farming  than  fiom  the 
maiiufaciuring  districts;  and  as  the 
f-iruiers  in  common  with  others  are 
si'.irii):,'  the  cheapened  cost  ot  living,  we 
cannot  believe  that  they  are  wcrse  off 
ttiaii  other  divisions  of  labor.  Mr. 
Clews  also  finds  that  the  mduitiial  situ- 
a;  ion  is  hopeful.  While  our  textile  mills 
are  not  fully  employed,  they  are  turnin? 
out  a  l.tr;jer  product  at  beltt'r  profits 
th^n  six  months  ago.  The  boot  and 
shoe  trade  has  been  very  active  in  low- 
priccd  goods  for  several  months.  The 
iron  trade  revives  very  slowly;  still  theie 
IS  an  uausual  degree  of  co.itidcnce  in 
ihe  future,  and  miioy  ot  the  Western 
trstablishmeuts  which  are  most  favorably 
circumstanced  as  to  locahtv  and  plant 
are  ruiiamg  close  to  their  full    capacity.

Kay's Dressmaking  Establishment 
and  Spread  Upward. 


Chief  Black  received  his  initiation 
Saturday  night.  Fire  started  in  the 
dressmakini;  rooms  of  Miss  McKay,  on 
the  second  tlooi  of  the  Metropolitan 
block.  When  discovered  the  whole 
room  was  afire  and  the  blaze  had  worked 
out  into  the  hallway.  It  soon  worked 
into  the  rooms  above  on  the  third  floor. 
The  ab- in  called  out  Engines  i  and  2 
and  Chemicals  i  and  4.  Chief  Black 
worked  inside  and  placed  Assistants 
Jackson  and  Randall  at  the  front  and 
back. 

The  fire  spread  no  further  and  was 
under  control  in  a  very  short  lime.  The 
damage  by  hre  to  the  building  was  about 
?iooo.  Miss  McKay's  stock,  valued  at 
$500,  with  $300  insurance,  was  an  entire 
loss.  Parker's  hairdressing  parlors  were 
slightly  damaged  bv  water.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Charles  Campbell  and  the  Mull- 
arkey  boys  lost  most  of  their  furniture. 
Other  roomers  received  slight  damage 
from  smoke  and  water. 

Down  stairs  Heller  &  Loeb's  fixtures 
were  slightly  damaged  by  water.  The 
DuluthCash  Cirocery  stock suEfeied some 
from  the  water  and  Freimuth  received 
some  little  damage  from  smoke. 

Charles  Nowak,  a  tireman,  had  his 
wrist  cut  with  broken  glass,  and  John 
Lyon  had  his  hand  seriously  crushed 
while  taking  down  the  extension  ladder. 
John  Currie,  who  rooms  in  the  block, 
jumped  from  a  window  and  had  his 
ankle  strained. 

DThe  building  is  owned  by  the  Ameri- 
can Exchange  bank.  The  loss  is  about 
Siooo  or  thereabouts  and  there  is  $32,500 
insurance.

CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE. 


Uhiel  Black  Wants  a  Salvage  Company  in  the 
Fire  Department. 
At  a  special  meeting  held  Saturday 
afternoon  by  the  fire  commissioners  the 
contract  for  furnishing  the  winter's  sup- 
ply of  horse  feed  was  awarded  to  Prosser 

&  Co. 

Chief  Black  favors  a  sort  of  salvage 
company  tor  the  fire  department.  There 
are  now  on    hand  a    dozen   large  water 

f)roof  covers  for  goods.  The  chief  has 
ound  that  more  covers,  14  by  14  feet, 
can  be  secured  at  §12  apiece.  He  re- 
commends that  two  dozen  of  these  be 
kept  on  hand  and  that  thev  be  spread 
over  goods  in  a  burning  building  to  keep 
off  the  Water.  The  department  has  a 
wagon  suitable  for  carrying  these  covers 
but  one  new  horse  would  be  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  plan.  Mr.  Black  thinks 
that  his  scheme  would  save  many  times 
the  cost  of  extra  apparatus  at  one  fire  in 
a  big  business  house.  Commissioner 
McGregor  and  Chief  Black  will  present 
the  matter  to  the  council  this    evening. 

A  discussion  on  the  purchase  of  furni- 
ture and  material  needed  in  the  new 
Central  fire  hall  was  discussed  and  the 
commissioners  decided  to  inspect  the 
building  Tuesday. 

Chief  Black  has  an  idea  that  many 
hydrants  freeze  in  the  winter  because 
water  is  left  in  ihem  after  they  are 
tested.  He  suggests  that  the  hydrant 
inspectors  be  required  to  pump  out  the 
hydrants  after  each  test. 

Until  lurlher  notice  the  electrician  and 
veterinary  surgeon  will  report  directly 
to  the  chief  and  receive  their  orders  from 
him.

Will  Build  an  Addition. 
It  was  decided  at  a  meeting  held  Sat- 
urday night  by  the  board  of  education 
to  order  plans  for  an  addition  to  the 
Jackson  school  to  cost  $30,000.  Bids  for 
the  plumbing  of  the  Irving  building 
will  also  be  called  for.  The  bond  of  the 
American  Exchange  bank  in  the  sum  of 
$200,000  as  a  depository  was  approved. 
The  drawing  up  of  a  bill  establishing  a 
uniform  policy  on  the  truancy  question 
to  be  introduced  in  the  next  legislature 
has  been  postponed  indefinitely.  The 
November  pay  rolls,  amounting  to  $23,- 
i;oo  were  passed.  An  executive  meeting 
closed  the  session.

Resolutions  Favoring  Establishment  of  Hydro- 
graphic  Station  Passed. 

At  Saturday's  meeting  of  the  chamber 
of  commerce  the  committee  having  in 
charge  the  matter  of  establishing  a  hy- 
drographic  station  in  Duluth,  after  care- 
ful investigation,  made  its  report.  A  set 
of  resolutions  in  favor  of  the  establish- 
ment of  such  an  office  was  submitted  and 
among  the  reasons  given  was  the  im- 
mense growth  of  the  commerce  at  the 
head  of  the  lakes  and  the  distance  of  this 
port  from  any  harbour  of  refuge.  The 
resolution  was  passed,  and  copies  will  be 
sent  to  the  congressman  from  this  dis- 
trict, to  the  branch  offices  at  Cleveland 
and  Chicago,  and  to  all  who  may  be  able 
to  aid  the  chamber  in  securing  the  office. 

William  Craig  wa«  elected  fourth  dele- 
gate to  the  trans-Mississippi  commercial 
congress  in  St.  Louis,  Nov.  26.  On  mo- 
tion of  H.  C.  Spalding,  the  Duluth  dele- 
gation was  instructed  to  try  to  secure  the 
convention  for  Duluth  or  Minnesota  next 
year. 

A  communication  from  fhe  Jobbers 
and  Manufacturer's  union,  of  Minne- 
apolis, suggested  changes  in  the  bank- 
ruptcy laws  so  that  an  insolvent  would 
not  be  released  from  indebtedness  upon 
payment  of  less  that  50  rents  on  the 
dollar.  It  was  also  proposed  to  have 
the  receiver  appointed  at  the  request  of 
the  creditor  and  not  of  the  assignor. 
The  chamber  approved  the  last  section, 
but  not  the  first,  and  referred  the  matter 
to  the  legislative  committee. 

Chairman  Hugo  reported  suggestions 
as  to  the  manner  in  which  aid  could  be 
extended  to  the  establishers  of  the  Du- 
luth and  Owen  Sound  steamship  line. 
The  postage  reform  matter  was  referred 
to  Messrs.  Spalding,  Hirsch  and  John- 
son. 

The  annual  election  is  to  be  held  on 
the  first  Tuesday  in  December,  and 
President  Hugo  stated  that  he  would 
not  be  a  candidate  for  re-election.  T.  \V. 
Hugo  was  favorably  mentioned  as  his 
successor. 

President  Gridley  and  Secretary  John- 
son were  delegated  to  ask  the  clearing 
house  to  resume  the  publication  of  its 
reports.

Wonderful  Exhibition  ol  Billiards  Ended  the  | 
Big  Match. 
New  Yokk,  Nov.  iq— The  stormy 
weather  had  a  damaging  effect  on  the 
attendance  Saturday  night  at  Madison 
Square  Garden  concert  hall,  when  the 
billiard  match  between  Jacob  Schaefer 
and  Frank  C.  Ives  was  resumed  for  the 
sixth  and  last  time.  Ives  commenced 
the  play  where  he  left  off  the  night  be- 
fore, when  he  reached  3000  points,  the 
limit  of  the  fifih  block  of  600  points. 
The  game  was  for  3600  points,  i|- inch 
balk  line,  anchor  shot  barred,  and  was 
for  a  stake  of  §5000  and  the  net  door 
receipts. 

The  chances  of  victory  were  greatly 
in  favor  of  Ives  when  play  began,  as  he 
had  only  600  points  to  go,  while  Schaefer 
had  to  make  105 1  in  order  to  win.  The 
game  was  opened  in  a  dashing  manner 
by  Ives,  who  look  up  the  unfinished 
sixty-fifth  inning  and  placed  twenty- 
eight  points  to  his  credit.  Schaefer  wtnt 
in  and  by  handling  the  cue  in  a  masterly 
manner  made  a  run  of  ninety-three.  Ives 
then  made  a  run  of  331  points,  breaking 
all  previous  records  and  making  a  record 
of  sixty  points  more  than  Schaefer's  old 
one  of  271,  made  in  a  game  against  Ives 
in  Boston.  Some  of  the  shots  were  mar- 
velous and,  as  Schaefer  said,  one  or  two 
of  them  looked  almost  impossible.  The 
spectators  became  wildly  enthusiastic 
over  the  magnificent  play  and  it  was  sev- 
eral minutes  before  they  quieted  down. 
It  unnerved  Schaeter  completely  and  he 
fell  down  on  an  easy  shot  after  a  run  of 
thirteen. 

This  was  followed  by  a  miss  by  Ives 
and  another  by  Schaefer.  Then  Ives 
pulled  himself  together  and  placed  thir- 
ty-nine to  his  credit.  Schaefer  followed 
with  thirty -six  and  Ives  came  back  at 
him  with  twenty-nine.  In  Schaefer's 
fifth  inning  of  the  night  and  seventieth  of 
the  game  he  placed  but  twenty-four  to 
his  credit,  while  Ives  responded  with  a 
run  of  sixty-nine.  This  put  Schaeter  on 
his  mettle,  and  in  the  next  inning  he  d;d 
some  fine  work,  placed  loi  to  his  credit. 
Ives  missed  after  a  run  of  fourteen,  which 
left  hitn  but  ninety  points  more  to  go. 

Schaefer  made  the  best  of  his  time 
and  by  the  most  careful  playing  made  a 
run  of  235,  falling  down  on  a  draw  on 
his  236th  shot.  Ives  slipped  up  after  a 
run  of  twenty-three.  The  "Wizard" 
missed  a  very  easy  shot  after  running 
up  the  235  points,  and  in  the  next  inning 
made  but  twenty-one,  falling  on  an  easy 
draw,  leaving  the  ivories  in  good  posi- 
tion for  Ives,  who  took  anvantage  of  the 
set-up  and  made  a  run  of  twenty-six  and 
then  scored  a  bad  miss.  Schaefer  went 
to  pieces  in  his  next  and  final  try,  mak- 
ing only  two  points.  Ives  then  got  the 
ivories  together  and  made  a  run  of 
forty-one  which  gave  him  the  game  and 
match.

Aw.arded 
Highest  Honors— World's  Fair. 


Tomorrow  the  appeals  of  Lucy  A. 
Hulett  from  orders  of  the  probate  court 
wdl  come  up  in  district  court  aud  it  wii! 
probably  make  one  of  the  most  interest- 
ing trials  ever  heard  in  the  county.  It 
win  be  remembered  that  in  the  early 
summer  of  i8q2  Neheraiah  Hulett,  an 
old  resident  of  Duluth  who  was  possessed 
of  considerable  valuable  property,  dieo 
at  his  home  at  Stony  Point. 

The  only  will  found  was  a  rather  ec- 
centric one  dating  about  thirty  years 
back,  distributing  his  prope/tv  among 
an  immense  number  ct  relatives.  Mri. 
Lucy  A.  Pomtroy,  who  had  been  Piu- 
lett's.  housekeeper  for  a  year  or  two,  put 
in  a  claim  as  Hulett'a  widow  for  the 
homestead,  and  asked  that  the  will  be 
set  aside.  She  claimed  to  have  been 
Hulett's  wife  by  a  common  law  mar- 
riage, and  she  tried  to  show  in  the  pro- 
bate court  trial  that  she  had  been  so  re- 
garded by  Hulett.  An  important  part 
of  her  case  was  a  bit  of  paper  purport- 
ing to  be  signed  by  Hulett  in  which  an 
agreement  of  marriage  was  se»  forth. 

Alter  a  long  trial  Judge  Avcr  refused 
her  claims,  though  be  aid  not  pass  upon 
the  genuineness  of  the  a-^reement.  Mrs. 
Pomuoy,  or  Hulett,  as  she  calls  herself, 
appealed  to  the  district  court  from  the 
orders  refusing  to  set  apart  the  home- 
stead to  her  use  and  refusing  to  set  aside 
the  will,  making  a  case  of  each.  The 
appeals  were  filed  last  winter,  and  have 
been  delayed  from  term  to  term,  but 
thev  will  come  up   tomorrow. 

There  was  some  ditficuity  in  framing 
issues  for  presentation  to  the  jury.  Each 
side  had  isbues  thev  wished  adopted, 
but  Judge  Lewis  deiiied  each  and  or- 
dered the  following,  which  will  be  the 
issue  in  the  case  tj  be  tried  tomorrow: 
"Was  the  paper  purporting  to  have 
been  made  at  Stony  Point  Jan.  6.  i8q2, 
in  fact  executed  by  the  late  Nehemiah 
Hulett.'"

Cmuago,  Nov.  20,— A  ('o-tcot  steel 
smoke  stack  was  torn  Irom  the  Univer- 
sity.Ciub  building  by  the  wind  today, and 
crashing  onto  the  skylight  of  the  Handy 
Abstract  buildin^j  on  Washington  street 
drove  a  shower  of  2-inch  glass  into  the 
offices  below.  daugerouslyS  injuring  two 
men  and  cutting  and  bruising  almost 
every  one  of  the  125  people  in  the  offices 
The  dangerously  hurt  are:  H.  H.  Handy, 
president  of  the  Handy  Abstract  com- 
pany; C.  O.  Bostrict,  a  clerk. 

Oihers  who  were  seriously  injured  are: 
Ex-United  States  District  Attorney 
Thora^s  Milchrist;  Taylor  H.  Snow,  a 
real  estate  dealer;  G.  A.  Tallinan,  cle»k; 
J.  O'Conner,  clerk,  and  M.  H.  Brown,  an 
attorney.  It  was  not  thought  thai  Handys 
or  Bostrict's  injurit-s  would  prove  fata.!, 
alihouiih  both  suffered  severely  from 
loss  of  biood. 

The  accident  occurred  just  before 
noon  when  every  desk  in  the  abMract 
offices  was  occupied  and  while  a  large 
number  of  attorneys  .ind  clients  were 
transacting  business  therc^.  The  bg 
skylight,  covering  a  laij^e  portion  of  the 
building,  was  proiccted  by  a  strong  and 
heavy  steel  netting  ^nd  that  alone  pre- 
vented the  heavy  smokestack  Irom  go- 
ing through  the  roof.  Had  thisoccurr-d 
a  large  lo.-s  ol  life  would  have  resulted, 
as  twenty-five  or  thirty  clerks  were 
bi-.nched  close  together  below  wheri  it 
struck. 

Ex  United  States  District  Attorney 
Milchrist  narrowly  escaped  death.  A 
large  piece  of  glass  struck  him  on  the 
i^boulder,  cutting  through  his  clothes  and 
leaviu)4  a  long  ugly  gash.  As  it  struck  be 
leaped  to  one  side  just  as  a  pijce  of  the 
skylight  three  leet  squire  crashed  down 
edgewise  on  the  spot  where  be  nad  stood. 
H.  H.  Handy,  the  millionaire  president 
of  the  company,  was  cut  m  a  dozen 
places.  A  large  fragment  of  glass  grazed 
his  head,  tearing  a  large  gash  in  the  side 
of  his  lace.  Foth  hands  and  arms  were 
cut  and  his  right  shoulder  was  cut  to  the 
Done. 

The  noise  of  the  crashing  glass  and 
the  cries  of  the  alarmed  clerks  caused  a 
small  panic  in  the  building,  the  tenauts 
j-imming  the  corridors  and  stairways  in 
their  rush  for  the  street.  Several  young 
lady  clerks  and  stenographers  fainted 
and  were  p  inlidiy  crushed  in  the  croArd 
but  none  were  dangerously  hurt.  A 
score  of  physicians  was  called  to  dress 
the  wound?,  and  carriages  and  anibu 
lane  es  were  called  out  to  carry  away  the 
injured. 

It  was  rumored  that  a  portion  of  <he 
building  had  coHapstd,  but  examination 
showed  that  the  buildir.g  was  uninjurtd 
aside  from  the  breaking  of  the  skylight. 
A  portion  of  the  falling  smokestack 
struck  the  roof  of  the  restaurant  of  Will- 
iam Boyle,  creating  a  panic  among  the 
people  at  luncaeon  there,  bnt  no  one 
was  injured. 

The  Handy  building  is  a  handsome 
structure  with  a  16-story  front  on  Wash- 
ington street,  diagonally  across  from  the 
<  ity  hall.  The  offices  of  the  abstract 
company  are  situated  in  a  broad  i-story 
addition  running  back  to  the  alley  in  the 
rear.D  I'he  University  Club  building, 
fronting  on  Dearoorn  street,  is  twelve 
stories  high  and  the  sixty  leet  of  steel 
stack,  failing  from  its  height  of  112  feet, 
struck  the  i  story  Handy  addition  with 
terrific  force.

Their  names  are  George  Rice,  August 
Thone  and  his  son  Fred  Thone.  and  two 
Italians  whose  names  are  not  known  as 
ihey  went  by  numbers.  At  noon  only 
the  remains  of  Rice  and  Fred  Thone 
had  been  taken  out.  All  were  miners 
employed  by  the  Westmoreland  Coal 
company. 

Stay  ot  Execution. 
Guthrie  O.  T.,  Nov.  20.— Judge  Scott 
has  stayed  the  execution  of  R.  J.  Phillips 
who  was  to  bang  on  Nov  23  utitil  the 
-upreme  court  meets  in  December  and 
hears  the  appeal.  He  was  convicted  of 
murder  in  the  Seminole  country. 


Her  Shaft  Broke. 
Baltimore,  Nov.  20.— The  steamer 
Lord  Londonderry,  of  Belfast,  Ireland, 
C^pt.  Arthur,  has  arrived  from' St.  John?, 
N.  F.  The  Londonderry  broke  her  tail- 
end  shaft  Oct.  7  while  bound  from  Ar- 
drossan  to  Baltimore.  The  steamer 
Maryland  succeeded  in  taking  the  Lon- 
donderry in  tow  and  on  Oct.  12  got  the 
disabled  vessel  into  port  at  St.  Johns, 
where  she  received  a  new  shaft. 


A  Sunken  Wreck. 
B.A.LTIMOUE,  Nov.  20.— The  pilot  of 
the  steamer  Bellucia  reports  that  on  Nov. 
18  at  2:40  p.  m.,  Barnegat  lighthouse, 
bearing  northwest  by  west  ten  miles  dis- 
tant, passed  a  spar  about  twenty  feet 
out  of  water  attached  to  a  sunken  wreck.

Miss  Jessie  Acherman.  Round-the-World  Mis- 
sionary. Given  a  Reception. 

Ci.KVKLAND,  Nov.  20. — There  was  a 
slightly  decreased  attendance  at  the 
convention  of  the  Woman's  Christian 
Temperance  union  today.  Immediately 
after  the  devotional  exercise;}  Mrs. 
Campbell,  of  Wisconsin,  gave  notice 
that  at  the  next  annun.1  convention  she 
would  move  to  amend  the  constitution 
by  the  substitution  of  the  words  "vice- 
president-al-Iarge"  after  the  word  "pres- 
ident." 

After  this  notice  was  given  Mrs.  B. 
Sturtevant  Peel,  of  California  roue  and 
announced  that  Miss  Jessie  Acberman, 
round-the-world  missionary  of  the  union, 
v/as  seated  with  the  California  delega- 
tion and  Mrs.  Peel  desired  that  she  be 
be  given  a  seat  on  the  platform.  Miss 
Acheiman  was,  by  vote,  made  a  member 
of  the  convention  and  was  esco.>'ted  to 
the  platform. 

W  heu  the  escorting  party  reached  the 
platform  Miss  WiiUrd  took  a  valise 
from  Miss  Acherman's  hand  and  said, 
holding  it  up:  "This  is  the  baggage 
that  has  traveled  150.000  miles  in  the 
last  seven  years.  These  are  not 
the  most  interesting  facts  in  regard 
to  it.  It  has  contained  20,000 
pledges  from  men  and  gooo  membership 
certificates  from  women  all  around  the 
world."  The  convention  applauded 
loudly  and  Miss  Willard  rapped  vigor- 
ously with  Let  gavel,  "not  for  order,"  she 
explained,  "but  lor  applau.se." 

Alter  this  little  jollification,  the  reports 
from  the  Women's  Temperance  Publish- 
ing association  were  called  for.  The 
first  given  was  that  of  Miss  Margaret 
Sudditb,  manigifig  editor  of  the  LInion 
Signal,  the  officiiil  organ  of  the  \N'.  C.  T. 
U,  and  after  she  had  finished,  Mrs 
Katherine  Lent  .Stevenson  reported  for 
"Ijooks  and  kaf.tts."  Mr.-.  Caroline  F. 
Crow  next  reported,  also  for  the  Union 
Signal. 

At  the  convention  today  Miss  Francis 
E.  Willard  was  re-elected  president,  with 
Mrs.  Stevens  vice  president  at  large. 

Then  came  the  cltction  cf  ^a  corres- 
ponding secretary.  Ot  the  "39U  votes 
cast  Mrs.  Kat.'ierine  L.  Stevenson  re- 
ceived 286,  ciud  w^s  declared  elected.

THE    BIMEFALLIC    LEAGUE. 


Treasurer  Johnson  Sees  Little  Hope  of  Free 
Coinage  at  Pri  sent. 

Denver,  Nov.  20.— Treasurer  I.  L. 
Johnson,  of  the  bimetallic  league,  looks 
forward  to  the  meeting  of  the  national 
executive  committee  of  the  leaguii  in  St. 
Louis  Nov.  27  as  an  event  of  special  im- 
portance to  the  West.  It  is  probable 
that  the  fate  of  the  league  will  be  de- 
cided at  the  meeting  If  new  life  cannot 
be  infused  into  the  organization,  its  pro- 
moters a:e  ot  the  opinicm  that  it  should 
be   aboli^hed. 

"The  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of 
silver  producing  stitts  is  the  most  dis- 
cournigi  !g  feature  about  the  work"  said 
Mr.  Johnson.  "It  is  possible  that  we 
can  arrange  at  St.  Louis  for  a  meeting 
of  silver  men  iu  Denver  to  discu.}s  the 
.situation,  but  it  depends  on  the  silver 
men  themselves.  Unless  silver  pro- 
ducers and  large  busines..  men  of  Colo- 
rado and  other  mountain  states  come  to 
the  front  at  once,  1  S:fe  little  hope  for  the 
cau-e  of  free  coinage  for  years  to  corne." 

Mr.  Johnson  says  thai  the  R'. publican 
parly  is  a  gold  monometallic  party  and 
is  bound  by  indissoluble  ties  to  the  Wall 
street  policy.  He  regards  President 
Cleveland  as  bent  on  drawing  as  large  a 
portion  ot  the  Democratic  party  as  pos- 
sible into  gold  monometallism.  Mr, 
Johnson  prophesies  th.ir,  as  a  matter  of 
salvation,  the  Demncrauc  party  v/ill  be 
ob'iged  to  declare  for  free  coinage  of 
silver  and  show  its  sincerity  by  nominat- 
ing an  out  and  out  free  coinage  man  for 
piesident. 

"There  is  no  use,"  he  said,  "to  carry 
the  free  coinage  war  into  the  East  as 
long  as  the  West  is  divided  on  thi;  best 
means  of  carrying  en  the  fight.  The 
West  demands  our  attention  now,  and 
not  until  silver  advocates  present  a 
united  front  in  this  region  can  we  hope 
for  relief  eastot  the  Mississippi."

VICTORY  FOR  THE  GERMANS. 

Hot  Fighting  With  the  Wahehe  Tribe  In  Last 
Africa. 

Berlin,  Nov.  20.— News  has  b  jen  re- 
ceived here  of  sharp  fighting  between 
the  Germans  tnd  the  Wahehe  tribj.  The 
governor  of  German  East  Africa,  Von 
Scheie,  telegraphed  from  Dares  Salam 
that  on  Oct.  30  Kuirenga,  the  capital  of 
the  Wahehe  territory,  was  stormed  and 
captured  by  the  Germans. 

In  the  eng.agement,  which  lastod  sev- 
eral hours,  Lieut.  Maass  and  eight  As- 
karis  were  killed.  The  losses  of  the 
Wahehe  were  heavy,  A  large  number 
of  cattle,  much  ivory  and  a  number  of 
guns  and  rifles  lost  by  the  Zeleweky  ex- 
pedition were  recovered.  The  Gta-mans 
also  captured  large  supplies  of  powder 
and  rescued  1500  women  and  cliildren 
who  were  held  as  prisoners  by  the 
Wahehe  tribe. 


A  Dutch    Victory. 

A.msterda.m,  Nov.  20. — Dispatches  re- 
ceived today  from  the  islands  of  L>>rabok 
announce  that  the  Dutch  troops  have 
captured  the  palace  of  the  rajah  of  Lom- 
bok  and  the  rebellious  Balinez  are  in- 
clined to  submit.  Two  Dutch  tifficers 
and  nineteen  soldiers  have  been  injured 
by  the  explosion  of  a  powder  ma^fazine.

The 
Indians,  after  co  ■  mi'ting  the  murders, 
burned  the  ran  n  buildings  and  drove  off 
several  hundred  head  of  cattle  toward 
their  rendezvous  iu  the  mountains.

The  Alleged  Interview  With  Hawaiian  Min- 
ister Thurston  Regarding  Japanese 
Laborers  is  Called  a  Fabrication.

Law  to  Protect  the  Railway 

Employes. 


Reports  of  the  Agencies  in  Montana  Show 

the  Indians  There  Are  Making 

Good  Progress. 


Washington.  Nov.  20.— Mr.  Hastings 
the  charge  d'affaires  of  the  Hawaiian  le- 
gation, believes  that  the  newspaper  in- 
terview attributed  to  Minister  Thurston 
regarding  the  intention  of  Hawaii  to  rid 
herself  of  the  Japanese  laborers,  which 
has  caused  ill-teeling  between  the  two 
governments,  was  not  a  correct  quota- 
tion. Minister  Thurston  was  in  Wash- 
ington but  a  few  days  early  in  the  fall, 
after  his  return  from  Hawaii,  and  Mr. 
Hastings  says  that  be  recollects  that  on 
that  occasion  Mr.  Thurston  remarked 
that  one  or  two  newspapers  had  fabri- 
cated interviews  with  him  out  of  whole 
cloth. 

Mr.  Hastings  was  not  surprised  at  the 
announcement  that  many  American 
laboring  men  who  bad  gone  to  Hawaii 
are  m  straits  there.  Opportunities  for 
common  laborers,  he  savs,  are  monopol- 
ized by  the  Chinese  and  Japanese,  who 
work  cheaper  than  Americans  could 
afford  to,  because  they  can  live  much 
more  cheaply.  High-class  skilled 
laborers  are  in  demand  there,  and  most 
of  the  positions,  such  as  overseers  and 
engineers,  requiring  superior  intelli- 
gence, are  held  by  Americans  or  Euro- 
peans. Skilled  classes  of  laborers  or 
men  with  small  capital  to  help  develop 
the  resources  of  the  country  are  wel- 
comed and  hnd  advantageous  oppor- 
tunities awaiting  them. 

Representative  Bellamy  Storer,  of  the 
commerce  commission  of  the  house  and 
one  of  the  leaders  in  formulating  legis- 
lation affecting  railroads  and  commerce, 
says;  "The  recommendations  of  the 
national  strike  commission  cannot  be 
embodied  into  law  at  the  coming  session, 
as  the  time  is  too  short  to  take  up  such  a 
great  question.  But  a  law  on  the  gen- 
eral lines  suggested  by  the  commission 
is  sure  to  come  at  an  early  day  and  rail- 
road men  will  consult  their  own  interests 
if  they  recognize  and  accept  the  inevit- 
able. It  was  no  experiment  for  the  fed- 
eral government  to  give  its  protection  to 
a  class  of  employes. 

"Already  the  national  shipping  laws 
protect  sailors.  The  latter  cannot  be 
hired  and  discharged  at  will,  but  must 
be  hired  for  a  definite  time,  usually  a 
voyage,  and  the  federal  law  protects 
them  in  the  execution  of  this  contract. 
The  government  has  been  so  careful  to 
guard  this  class  of  employes  that  sailors 
have  the  extteme  right  of  libeling  a  ship 
and  tying  it  up  for  the  non-payment  of 
wages. 

"It  is  rather  singular,  therefore,  to 
hear  surprise  expressed  at  the  sugges- 
tion that  railroad  and  other  interstate 
corporation  employes  should  have  the 
benefit  of  a  national  law.  The  shipping 
laws  have  demonstrated  their  useful- 
ness, and  vou  never  hear  of  a  sailor  be 
ing  unjustly  discharged.  There  are  no 
sailors'  strikes.  And  the  analogy  be- 
tween vesselmen  and  railroad  men  is  so 
close  that  what  has  proved  to  be  good 
for  one  will  undoubtedly  be  good  for  the 
other. " 

Mr.  Storer  thought  it  would  be  en- 
tirely feasible  for  the  interstate  com- 
merce commission  to  be  given  charge  of 
the  national  railroad  laws  which  would 
obviate  the  necessity  of  creating  a  new 
commission.  "The  two  great  questions 
I  am  hopeful  of  seeing  passed  at  the 
coming  session,"  said  Mr.  Storer,  "are 
the  Nicaragua  canal  bill  and  the  bill 
permitting  railway  pooling  under  cer 
tain  limitations.  There  would  be  little 
done  before  the  Christmas  holidays,  and 
after  that  January  and  February  will 
give  no  time  for  new  legislation.  But 
these  measures  are  fully  matured  and 
are  of  vast  commercial  importance,  so 
that  they  can  readily  be  disposed  of. 
There  are  no  party  considerations  in- 
volved in  either  bill,  so  that  both    sides 
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can    stand     together     in  passing 
measures  of  such  wide  importance." 

Before  the  senate  adjourned  last  Aug- 
ust it  authorized  a  committee  on  rules  to 
sit  during  the  recess  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  various  proposed  amendments 
to  the  rules,  but  no  session  of  this  com- 
mittee has  so  far  been  held  and  Senator 
Blackburn,  chairman  of  the  committee, 
said  today  that  none  would  be  held  be- 
fore the  convening  of  congress  on  Dec.  3. 
He  stated  that  it  had  been  his  purpose  to 
call  the  committee  together  on  'Nov.  10, 
but  owing  to  the  absence  of  Senator 
Aldrich,  the  senior  Republican  member 
of  the  committee,  in  Europe,  he  had  not 
done  so. 

Montana  Indians  are  not  among  those 
termed  half-civilized  even,  yet  the    re- 
ports of  the  various  agents  in  that    state 
to  the   commissioner  of    Indian    affairs 
show  that  they  are  making  progress.    It 
also  appears  that  the  army    officers  at 
these  agencies  are  not  afraid  to  do  their 
duty    no  matter    what    complaints    are 
made.      The   agricultural     pursuits   of 
these  depend  largely    upon    irrigation. 
The  government  has  recognized  this  and 
money  is  now  being  expended  for  irri- 
gation ditches  from  which  good   results 
are  expected.    Meanwhile  stockraising 
is  the  main  pursuit  of  the   Indians    who 
do  anything  for  themselves.     It  also  ap- 
pears that  considerable  attention  is  paid 
to  education    and  the   Montana    Indian 
children  are  profiting  by  it.    On    most 
reservations  it  is  reported  that  whisky  is 
sold,  causing  most  of  the  trouble. 

Capt.  L.  W.  Cook,  Third  infantry,  in 
charge  of  the  Blackfoot  agency,  has 
taken  vigorous  measures  to  suppress  the 
traffic  and  broke  up  a  small  village  to 
do  it  and  says  no  liquor  has  been  sold  at 
this  agency  since  October  1893.  He  sums 
up  the  results  in  the  following: 

"Robare  abandoned;  postoffice  dis- 
continued; store  and  saloons  closed  and 
the  proprietors  of  the  latter  sent  to  the 
penitentiary.  The  S(iuaw  men  who  are 
not  being  provided,  through  the  issuance 
of  rations  for  their  wives,  with  the  neces- 
sities of  life,  have  had  to  move  away  and 
engage  in  industrial  pursuits.  The 
benefit  to  the  Indians  as  well  as  to  the 
squaw  men  is  more  readily  imagined 
than  described.  Thus  have  I  added  re- 
cruits to  the  ranks  of  those  who  claim 
army  officers  are  arbitrary  and  cruel." 

He  has  also  made  trouble  for  squaw 
men,  informing  them  that  they  must  live 
like  civilized  people  and  get  off  the  res- 
ervation. None  of  the  agents  speak 
highly  of  the  morality  of  the  Indians,  and 
in  fact,  this  seems  to  be  one  of  the  most 
serious  questions  of  the  Indian  problem, 
though  but  little  is  spoken  in  the  general 
Indian  literature. 

Lieut.  J.  W.  Watson,  Tenth  cavalrv,  in 
charge  of  the  Crow  agency,  speaks  in 
high  terms  of  the  general  advancement 
of  the  Indians  under  his  care  and  shows 
that  whisky  selling  has  decreased  while 
he  has  been  acting  agent.  Joseph  T. 
Carter,  agent  of  the  Flatheads,  com- 
mends the  missionary  and  educational 
work  done  among  the  Indians  under  his 
care. 

Maj.  ].  M.  Kelley,  Tenth  cavalry,  .it 
Fort  Belknap,  has  recently  been  in 
Washington  with  a  delegation  of  head 
men  of  the  tribes  of  this  agency  and  re- 
ported good  progress  among  them.  The 
Indians  told  Commissioner  Browning 
that  Maj.  Kelley  was  the  best  agent  they 
ever  had  and  they  did  not  want  him 
changed. 

Capt.  H.  W.  Sprole,  Eighth  cavalrv, 
in  charge  at  Fort  Peck,  says  that  his 
Indians  have  been  disturbed  by  roving 
bands  from  North  Dakota,  and  from 
across  the  Canadian  border.

London,  Nov.  20.— In  connection  with 
the  restoration  of  life  by  d'Arsonval's 
method,  of  a  man  at  Pittsfield,  Mass., 
who  had  received  4600  volts  of  electri- 
city in  his  body,  a  corresponpendent  saw 
Dr.  d'Arsonval  and  obtained  some  parti- 
culars.

"The  man  was  dead,  no 
doubt;  that  is  to  say,  respiration  had 
ceased.  I  don't  know  who  the  doctor 
could  have  been  who  applied  my 
method.

"Take  the  case  of  a  toreador,  for  in- 
stance. He  delivers  what  appears  to  be 
a  mortal  blow  back  of  the  neck  of  the 
bull.  The  animal  falls,  and  everyone 
says  that  the  animal  is  dead.  This  is 
really  not  the  case.  What  the  toreador 
has  done  is  that  he  has  touched  the 
spinal  column,  that  is  to  say  a  point 
known  as  the  nocud  vital  de  alourens, 
so-called  from  its  discoverer.

Minneapolis,  Nov.  20.— The  recent 
massacres  in  Armenia  have  aroused  deep 
sympathy  for  the  people  of  that  country 
which  has  resulted  in  the  organisation  of 
the  Philharmonic  association  in  the 
Northwest.  The  object  of  the  society  is 
to  create  a  sympathy  and  aid  by  its  in- 
fluence the  people  of  Armenia,  The  so- 
ciety was  organized  through  the  efforts 
of  Herrant  Mesroib  Kiretchjian.  secre- 
tary of  the  Persian  exposition  commis- 
sion and  also  a  member  of  the  parlia- 
ment of  religions. 

The  society  starts  out  with  a  large 
number  of  members,  among  whom  are 
C.  A.  Pillsbury,  Senator  Washburn, 
Mayor  Eustis  and  many  of  the  most 
prominent  citizens  of  the  Northwest. 
The  following  letter  was  last  night  sent 
to  President  Cleveland: 

"Your  excellency:  It  is  not  possible 
that  your  excellency  should  not  be  in- 
tensely aroused  with  horror  and  indigna- 
tion at  the  outrages  committed  by  bar- 
barous fiends  in  Armenia  upon  the  life 
and  honor  of  an  innocent  Christian 
people.  Nor  can  your  excellency  have 
failed  to  be  filled  with  admiration,  as  a 
Christian  with  pride,  for  the  heroiC  cour- 
age with  which  young  Armenian  women 
have  stood  face  to  face  to  hideous  ruf- 
fians in  the  midst  of  carnage  and  have 
chosen  a  horrible  death  in  preference  to 
life  and  luxury,  in  order  not  to  denv 
Christ.  ' 

"It  is  the  criminal  negligence  of 
E-urope  to  enforce  the  sixty-first  article 
of  the  treaty  of  Berlin  that,  after  bringing 
awful  calamities  upon  our  people,  has 
culminated  in  these  last  horrors  that  put 
to  shame  the  blackest  pages  of  history. 
A  glance  at  that  sixty-first  article  is  suffi- 
cient to  show  the  awful  responsibility  of 
Europe. 

"Your  excellency  will  not  need  any 
prompting  to  express  to  the  signatory 
powers  of  the  Berlin  treaty  and  espec- 
ially to  Great  Britain,  your  deep  horror 
at  this  foul  and  awful  crime  against  the 
Armenian  nation  and  call  upon  them  to 
use  their  powers  for  the  iulfillnaent  of 
their  pledges  and  the  establishmeat  of  a 
regime  in  the  home  of  our  languishing 
people,  whereby  their  life,  honor  and 
property  may  be  secured  against  further 
outrage  at  the  hands  of  bloodthirsty  op- 
pressors. By  your  excellency's  ener- 
getic action  in  this  protest  and  appeal  in 
the  cause  of  humanity,  the  blessing  of 
heaven  will  descend  upon  vour  excel- 
lency in  the  prayers  and  gratitude  of  a 
stricken  nation  and  a  lasting  honor  will 
redound  to  the  name  of  the  United  States 
as  well  as  to  your  excellency's  adminis- 
tration."

Dismissed. 

San   Francisco,    Nov. 
States  Attorney  Garter  has 
structions    to    compromise 
land  cases  which  have  been 
the  courts  for  a  number  of 
sequently  the  civil  suits  against  Benson 
and  seven  others  will  be  dismissed. 

The  defendants  have  agreed  to  make 
the  surveys  in  proper  form  without  addi- 
tional expense  to  the  government,  and 
the  government  agrees  to  dismiss  the 
suits  against  the  surveyors  and  their 
bondsmen  and  settle  in  full  all  the 
claims.  Benson  with  others  were  ac- 
cused of  belonging  to  a  land  survey  ring, 
and  their  work  clouded  the  title  to  about 
3,000,000  acres  of  land  scattered  all  over 
the  state. 

Benson  tied  to  Denmark,  but  was 
brought  back  and  tried.  He  was  acquit- 
ted on  the  criminal  charge  and  the  gov- 
ernment then  brought  civil  suits  against 
him  and  his  associates.  Benson,  through 
his  position  as  United  States  surveyor, 
obtained  for  his  associates  contracts  for 
making  surveys.  The  government  paid 
out  about  $1,000,000  for  surveys  which 
were  reported  cempleted,  but  which  it 
was  charged  were  only  half  done. 

Will  Visit  Mexico. 

New  York,  Nov.  20.— The  Ward  lin  • 
steamer  Seneca,  which  arrived  here  last 
night  from  Progresso,  Mexico,  had  on 
board  A.  V.  Armour,  of  Chicago.  Mr. 
Armour  has  been  in  Yucatan  arranging 
for  the  reception  of  a  party  of  American 
tourists,  who  will  in  a  short  time  visit  the 
deserted  cities  of  Yucatan.  He  visited 
Menda,  the  capital  of  Yucatan,  and  sev- 
eral smaller  Mexican  towns,  and  is  con- 
vinced that  the  visit  of  scientists  will  re- 
sult in  interesting  discoveries.

London,  Nov.  20.— A  letter  appears 
in  the  Times  stating  that  one  of  the  best- 
known  teachers  in  St.  Paul's  institute  at 
Tarsus  and  four  students  were  seized 
and  imprisoned  Monday  in  a  horrible 
den  with  murderers  and  thieves  by  Turks 
for  no  fault  of  their  own,  but  merely  to 
spite  the  Armenian  school  and  extort 
money  from  them.

The  Celebrated  Russian  Pianist  and  Composer 
Died  Today. 

St.  Petersburg,  Nov.  20.— Anton 
Gregor  Rubinstein,  the  celebrated  Rus- 
sian pianist  and  composer,  died  today  of 
heart  disease  at  Peterbof,    near  thi$  city. 

Rubinstein  was  born  at  Weichwoty- 
netz  on  the  frontier  of  Roumania,  Nov. 
30,  1830.  As  a  child  he  was  taken  to 
Moscow  and  studied  the  piano  under 
Alexis  Villoing.  His  first  appearance  in 
public  was  made  when  he  was  only 
8  years  of  age.  At  10  Rubinstein  went 
with  his  teacher  to  Paris,  where  he  re- 
mained for  two  years,  his  performance 
at  several  concerts  winning  for  hin)  the 
advice  and  encouragement  of  Liszc. 

Rubinstein  next  visited  England, 
Sweden  and  Germany,  and  in  Berlin  he 
studied  composition  under  Dehn.  Hav- 
ing completed  his  course  of  instruction, 
Rubinstein  devoted  himself  for  some 
time  to  teaching  in  Berlin,  and  later  to 
teaching  in  Vienna.  He  reiurnad  to 
Russia  later  on  and  was  appointed 
pianist  to  the  Grand  Duchess  Htilena. 
Subsequently  he  became  director  of  the 
musical  concerts  of  the  Russian  Musical 
society.  Rubinstein  visited  the  United 
States  in  1872-73. 

Among  the  dead  composer's  ooeras 
are  "Dimitri  Donskoi,"  "Les  Chasseurs 
Siberiens,"  "La  Vengeance,"  "Tom  Le 
Fou,"  "Les  Enfants  des  Bruicers," 
"Lalla  Rookh,"  "Nero"  and  "Ivan  Kal- 
ashorikofiF."  The  jubilee  of  Rubinstein's 
public  service  was  celebrated  in  St. 
Petersburg  on  Nov.  18,  1889.  Since  1867 
Rubinstein  has  held  no  office,  spending 
his  time  in  travelinj^  and  roraposing.  In 
1869  Alexander  III  ennobled  the  com- 
poser ard  in  1877  France  decorated,  him 
with  the  cross  of  ihe  legion  of  honor.

Improvement  of  Grand  Avenue  Under  P.  R. 

McDonnell's  Contract  Is  Complete  and 

Estimates  Are  Bemg  Made. 


It  Is  the  Most  Elaborate  Improvement  Which 

Has  Been   Made  in  the  City 

This  Year. 


Bridge  Is  the  Largest  in  the  County  and 

Cost  $15,000-Great  Western 

Men  Still  Out. 


The  improvement  of  Grand  avenue 
under  the  contracts  of  P.  R.  McDonnell 
is  practically  complete  and  the  engineer- 
ing department  is  now  busy  figuring  up 
the  estimates  of  the  work.  The  contract 
is  the  largest  single  one  completed  in  the 
city  of  Duluth  this  year,  the  estimated 
cost  amounting  to  about  $42,000.  The 
bridge  alone,  which  is  the  largest 
road  bridee  in  the  county,  cost  about 
S15.000.  It  is  780  feet  long,  66  feet  wide 
and  40  feet  high.  The  foundation  rests 
on  350  piles.  The  structure  contains 
777,000  feet  of  timber. 

Grand  avenue  is  eighty  feet  wide  and 
the  street  where  this  latest  improvement 
is  made  is  macadamized  for  a  distance 
of  forty-four  feet,  wilh  stone  gutters, 
sidewalks  5  feet  4  inches,  with 
grass  plats  of  six  feet  on 
either  side.  From  the  Wheeler 
tract  at  Hazelwood  Park  where  the 
street  is  now  being  gravelled  to  Spirit 
Lake,  Grand  avenue  is  now  in  good 
condition  for  travelling,  the  ravines  all 
being  bridged  and  an  almost  perfect 
level  attained.  With  the  exception  ot 
London  road  this  thoroughfare  is  the 
prettiest  driveway  leading  out  of  the  city 
and  is  destined  some  day,  at  least  a 
portion  of  it,  to  be  one  of  the  main  busi- 
ness streets.  The  attention  of  the  park 
commissioners  is  called  to  this  street  as 
one  worthy  to  be  beautified  with  shade 
trees.

WERE  STRUCK  BY  A  TRAIN. 


A  Carriage  Struck.  Two  Persons  Killed  and 
Two  Badly  Injured. 

Philadelphia,  Nov.  20.— Two  per- 
sons were  instantly  killed,  one  fatally 
and  a  fourth  seriously  injured  by  a  wreck 
on  the  Reading  railroad  at  Washington 
Lane  crossing  about  11  o'clock  this 
morning.  The  killed  are:  JohnMeehan, 
aged  70,  of  Pulpehocken,  a  suburb  of 
this  city;  Patrick  Lacey,  flagman,  aged 
60  years,  who  lives  near  the  crossing. 
Mrs.  Meehan,  aged  65  years,  was  injured 
internally  and  had  her  skull  fractured; 
cannot  recover.  Mrs.  Smith,  aged  40 
years,  the  fourth  occupant  of  the  carriage 
was  injured  internally  but  will  probably 
recover. 

Just  how  the  accident  occurred  will 
probably  remain  a  mystery  as  the  flag- 
man, who  probably  held  the  key  to  the 
situation,  is  dead.  The  carriage  con* 
taining  the  four  occupants  was  going 
north  on  Washington  lane  and  had 
reached  the  track  before  the  driver  dis- 
covered that  the  train,  which  leaves  this 
city  at  10  o'clock,  was  almost  upon 
them. 

The  driver  struck  the  horses  with  the 
whip  which  caused  them  to  becoine 
frightened  and  rear.  An  instant  later 
they  were  struck  by  the  heavy  engine 
and  thrown  nearly  fifty  yards.  Meehan 
and  Lacey  were  dead  when  picked  up. 
Mrs.  Smith  and  Mrs.  Meehan  were  taken 
to  the  Germantown  hospital.  One  of  the 
horses  was  almost  ground  to  pieces  and 
the  wagon  totally  demolished.

TALK  WITH  BKiRtK 


Count  Herbert  Bismarck  Says  His  Father  Is 

Weak  and  Cannot  Live  Very 

IMuch  Longer. 


Would  Not  Disturb  tfie  Happy  Dream  of  an 
Understanding  Between  Princ()s  Bis- 
marck and  Hoheniohe. 


There  Will  Always  Be  Two  ChancHllors,  One 

at  Friedrichsruhe  and  the  Other 

at  Wilhelmstrasse. 


London,  Nov,  20.— The  Pall  Mall 
Gazette  publishes  an  interview  this 
afternoon  which  one  of  its  correspond- 
ents has  had  with  Count  Herbert  Bis- 
marck, in  Berlin.  Referring  to  the 
health  of  his  father.  Prince  Bismarck, 
the  count  said:  "You  should  not  forget 
that  my  father's  age  is  beyond  the  allotted 
time  of  the  Bible.  He  has  weathered 
many  storms  and  has  had  little  leisure  in 
life.  But  his  hardest  trials  have  come 
within  the  past  four  years,  and  at  a  time 
of  life  when  he  should  be  spared  every 
aggravation  of  anxiety.  Add  tc  this  his 
active,  every  busy  intellect,  his  deep  con- 
cern for  every  important  question  of  the 
day  and  more  than  all,  his  concern  for 
Germany's  prosperity,  to  which  he 
has  devoted  his  life,  to  say  nothing 
of  the  deaths  of  his  friends, 
and  I  question  if  any  other 
man  has  braved  life's  tempests  with 
better  results.  But  he  is  now  getting 
old.  He  sufifers  from  no  organic  disease. 
He  is  weakened  by  time  and  cannot, 
even  with  the  greatest  precautions,  con- 
tinue much  longer.  We,  of  course,  are 
very  anxious  about  him  and  he  ss  scarce- 
ly out  of  our  sight.  Of  necessity  we 
are  prepared  for  God's  will." 

When  questioned  in  regard  to  the 
friendship  of  Prince  Hoheniohe,  the  new 
chancellor,  for  Prince  Bismarck,  Count 
Herbert  said :  "We  are  no  nearer  a  solu- 
tion than  before.  Of  course,  the  new 
chancellor  is  a  perfect  gentlemen.  But 
there  are  factors  near  him  which  alwa\  s 
necessitate  a  difference  of  opinion." 

"Do  you  consider  the  appointments  to 
the  chancellorship  and  to  the  office  of 
stadthalter  (governor)  of  Alsace-Lorraine 
hippy  selections? "  was  the  next  question 
asked  by  the  correspondent  of  the  Pall 
Mall  Gazette.  Prince  Hohenlohe-Lan- 
genburg  was  made  governor  of  Alsace- 
Lorraine  after  the  elevation  of  his  kins- 
man. Prince  Hohenlohe-SchilLngsfurst, 
from  that  post  to  the  chancellorship. 

"Well,"  replied  Count  Bismarck  vi- 
ciously, "it  remains  in  the  family  at  ail 
events.  And,  since  it  is  a  case  similar 
to  America's  system  of  dividing  the 
spoils,  I  consider  ray  opinion  of  little  im- 
portance." 

"But  everyone  believes  that  there  is  a 
cordial  understanding  between  Prince 
Hoheniohe  and  your  father?"  continued 
the  interviewer. 

"In  thai  case,"  Count  Bismarck  re- 
marked, "I  see  no  use  for  disturbing  the 
happy  dream." 

Further,  Count  Herbert  Bismarck  is 
said  to  have  added  a  gibe  which  con- 
vinced the  interviewer  that  Prince  Bis- 
marck and  Prince  Hoheniohe  are  not  on 
friendly  terms.  Asked  about  the  new 
czar  of  Russia,  Count  Herbert  said: 

"A  new  and  particularly  youthful  mon- 
arch nearly  always  makes  chan;?es,  some 
more  startling  than  others.  'that  d  .- 
pends  upon  the  tempeiament  of  the  sove- 
reign." Then  with  a  meaning  laug  i. 
Count  Bismarck  is  reported  to  have  ad.l- 
ed:  "In  Russia's  case  there  is  every  rei- 
son  to  hope  the  best." 

"From  a  lifelong  friend  of  Prince  Bis- 
marck's, a  person  who  is  closely  con- 
nected to  the  royal  house  of  Bavaria," 
said  the  correspondent  of  the  Pail  Mall 
Gazette,"!  learn  that  so  long  as  Dr.  Vcn 
Boettcher  and  Friehierr  Von  Beberstein 
remain  influential  in  government  affair  ■;, 
cordial  relations  with  Prince  Bismarck 
are  impossible." 

To  this  Count  Herbert  Bismarck  r  - 
marked:  "We  are  still  a  go  id  way  from 
a  sincere  reconciliation.  There  will 
always  be  two  chancellors  of  Germany— 
one  at  Friedrichsruhe,  who  holds  the  kty 
to  the  heart  of  the  nation  and  one  ;<t 
Wilhelmstrasse,  who  does  his  master's 
bidding." 

The  Chinese  and  Japanese  armies  are 
not  so  well  supplied  as  our  own.

Tonnage  of  the  Great  Lakes  Shows  a  Very 
Large  Increase. 

Washington,  Nov.  20.— Eugene  T. 
Chamberlain,  a  chief  of  the  bureau  of 
navigation,  has  made  public  his  report 
which  shows  that  on  June  30,  1894,  the 
documented  merchant  marine  of  the 
United  States  comprised  23.58<)  vessels 
of  4,644,024  gross  tons.  The  g<:ograpbi- 
cal  distribution  shows:  Atlantic  and 
Gull  coast,  17,468  vessels,  2,712,544  gror,s 
tons;  Pacific  coast,  1520  vessel.s  456,356 
tons;  Northern  lakes,  3341  vessels,  1,227,- 
401  tons;  Western  rivers,  1257  vessels, 
287,325  tons;  cod  and  mackerel  fisheries, 
1606  vessels,  71,573  tons. 

During  the  decade  wooden  sailing 
vessels  have  increased  50,000  tons  each 
in  New  York,  California  and  Michigan. 
The  total  tonnage  of  the  great  lakes  has 
increased  500,000  during  the  last  decade, 
or  nearly  doubled.  Iron  ard  steel  ton- 
nage on  the  lakes  has  increased  from 
27,000  tons  in  1885  to  260,000  tons  in  1894. 
Tbe  total  tonnage  of  the  Pacific  coast 
has  increased  35  per  cent  during  the  de- 
cade. The  tonnage  of  all  descriptions 
of  San  Francisco  port  is  307,226;  Cleve- 
land, 234,734;  Huron,  Mich.,  171,629;  De- 
troit, 161,846;  St.  Louis,  122,746;  Milwau- 
kee, 93.767.

The  Armenian  Outrages. 
The  stories  which  come  from  Armenia 
concerning  the  Kurdish  atrocities  ate 
shocking  in  the  e.xtrtme.  Thousands  of 
the  Armenians  have  been  massacred  in 
cold  blood.  Even  defenseless  women 
and  children  were  not  spared.  The 
women  and  young  children  were  sub- 
jecte  1  to  the  most  brutal  treatment  and 
were  stabSed  to  death  by  the  bayonets 
ot  the  fiendish  soldiers.  Little  children 
were  slaughtered  before  their  mothers' 
eyes.  Suckling  babes  were  imp.iled 
upon  their  motheis'  breasts.  This  is  but 
a  mild  description  ot  the  awful  outrages 
that  were  commuted. 

This  is  not  the  first  time  that  such  ter- 
rible atrocities  have  been  perpetrated  in 
Armenia.    It  is  an  old  story,  which    has 
been  told  before,    and    without  any    de- 
cisive   action    being  taken    to  prevent 
the        recurrence       of       such      awful 
deeds.      Under    the    treaty    of    Berlin 
it   is  made  the  duty  of  the  European 
powers  to  see  that    the    Armenians    are 
protected  from  such  outrages,  but  so  far 
great  powers   have   failed   to    intervene 
and  compel  the  Turkish  government  to 
give  these  poor    people    the    protection 
they  require  and  to  punish  those  who  are 
guilty  ol  the  shocking    crimes.     An    ap- 
peal has  been  made  by   Armenians  resi- 
dent in  this  country  to  President   Cleve- 
land to  send  a  protest  to  tae  great    pow- 
ers regarding  their  failure  to  perform 
their  duty  according  to  the  treaty  of  Ber- 
lin.   Ii  is  to   be    hoped    that    President 
Cleveland  will  accede  to  the    request   ot 
this  appeal  and  will  make    known  to  the 
nations    of    Europe     that    America    is 
shocked  at  the  perpetration  of  such  hor- 
rible atrocities  and    surprised    that    the 
Christian  nations  ol  the  0;d  World  have 
not  taken  steps  to  prevent   their   repcti 
tion. 

The  sole  cffense  of  these  Armenians 
appears  to  be    that    they  are  Christians 
and  generally  more  civilized  than  other 
people  in  the   Orient.    The   Turk  hates 
them  because  they  are  Christians  and  he 
robs  and  murders  them  on  the   slightest 
pretext.    Article  6i  of  the  treaty  of  Ber- 
lin,   to    which    Russia,    Great     Britain. 
France,    Germany,    Italy,    Austria    and 
Turkey  were  parties,  reads  as   follows: 
"The  sublime  porte  engages  to  realize 
without   delay  those  ameliorations  and 
reforms  that  local   ueeds  require  in  the 
provinces    inhabited  by  the  Armenians, 
and  guarantees  their  security  against  the 
Circassians  and  the    Kurds.    It  under- 
takes to  make  known,  from  time  to  time, 
the  measures  taken  with  this  object  to 
the    power*,  who  will   watch    over  iheir 
application."    The  European  signatory 
powers  are  enabled  by  the  last  sentence 
to  enforce  Turkeys  guaranty  for  the  pro- 
tection of  Armenia  against  invasion  and 
massacre  by  the  Kurds.    Instead  of  pro- 
tecting     the      Armenians,     there      is 
good  reason  for  believing 

that  Turkey  has  encouraged  the 
Kurds  to  commit  these  frightful  atroci- 
ties. And  the  European  nations  have 
done  nothing  as  yet  to  call  Turkey  to 
account.  In  view  of  such  a  state  of  af- 
fairs it  is  to  be  hoped  that  President 
Cleveland  will  make  known  to  the  great 
powers  what  this  country  thinks  of 
their  inaction  and  shameless  indiffer* 
ence. 

In  discussing  this  matter,  the  Chicago 
Inter  Ocean  says:  "The  recent  out- 
rages in  Armenia  are  more  than  barbar- 
ous. They  are  inhuman.  A  joint  note 
from  all  the  signatory  powers,  or  even  a 
joint  protest  by  two  of  them,  would  bring 


The  President's  Riches. 

Grover  Cleveland  is  a  wealthy  man.  ac- 
cording to  the  stories  of  those  who  are 
thought  to  be  in  a  position  to  know 
something  about  his  possessions.  The 
declaration  of  Congressman-elect  How- 
ard, of  Alabama,  that  President  Cleve- 
land is  worth  S4,ojo,ooo  is  undoubtedly 
true,  but  the  figure  he  gives  is  believed 
to  be  too  small.  People  connected  with 
Wall  street  assert  that  he  is  worth  nearer 
$6,uoo,ooo.  Me  made  several  very  suc- 
cessful deals  in  Washington  real  estate, 
netting  $140,000  on  the  Redtop  transac- 
tion alone. 

But  all  his  wealth  nas  not  been   made 
in  real  estate.    A    Washington    corres- 
pondent says  the  bulk  of  the  rest    of  his 
wealth  is  supposed  to  have  resulted  from 
successful  speculation  in    Wall    street. 
He  has  not  speculated  in  his    own  name  I 
so  far  as  is  known,  but  according  to  re-  ' 
port  has  permitted  his  friends   to    do   so  ' 
for  him.    This  niay  or  may  not  account  \ 
for  certain    of  his    friends    knowing  of ' 
Cleveland's    intention    to  issue   another  ' 
§50,000,000    of    bonds    before   even  the 
secretary  of  the  treasury  was  aware  of  it 
himself,    it  is  not  hinted  that    President 
Cleveland  has  made  an  improper   use  of 
his  position.    It  is  simply    thought    that 
he  has  taken  the  tide  at  its    Hood   which 
leads  to  fortune.    Whatever  the  truth  of 
the  matter,  this  much  is  regarded  every- 
where   as    certain — no  public  man  eve' 
entered  into  national  life  so  poor  as  did 
Grover  Cleveland  andaccjuired  a  fortune 
of  such  great  proportions  as  he  is  said  to 
have  done  m  so  short  a  time.     And  then 
the  old  question  arises,  can  a  man  amass 
a  fortune  of  §6,000,000  honestly  in  a  few 
years .'' 


The  Tin  Plate  Industry. 

A  correspondent  of  the  Philadelphia 
Manufacturer  asked  that  journal  for  spe- 
cific information  respecting  the  condi- 
tion of  the  American  tin  plate  industry. 
He  also  asked  il  paying  deposits  of  tin 
have  been  uncovered  in  this  courtry. 
The  Manufacturer  says  the  answer  to  the 
second  question  must  be  no.  The  latest 
official  information  concerning  Americm 
tin  plate  brings  the  figures  dowa  to 
March  31,  1894  From  July  i,  1891,  to 
July  I,  1892,  the  total  production  of  tin 
and  terne  plates  in  this  country  was  13,- 
646  799  pounds.  For  the  nine  months 
ending  .March  31,  189^  'i  was  216,223,053 
pounds.  At  the  sam- ratio  the  product 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1894.  would 
have  been  about  275,000,000  pounds. 

During  the  first  year  of  the  operation 
of  the  industry  but  9,000,000  pounds  of 
dotneitic  black  plates  were  used.  Dur- 
ing the  second  year  44,000,000  pounds 
were  used.  During  the  third  year  about 
70,000,000  pounds  were  used.  During 
the  whole  period  of  two  )  ears  and  nine 
months  domestic  and  foreign  black 
plates  were  used  in  the  following  pro- 
portions: Amrrican  black  plates,  105,- 
363.135  pounds;  foreign  black  plates, 
100,859,918   pounds. 

This  is  the  record  of  an  industry  of 
which  it  was  said  that  we  could  not  make 
the  black  plates,  and  that  we  could  not 
coat  them  wiih  tin.  Had  the  higher  duty 
been  continued  no  reasonable  man  can 
doubt  that,  within  a  few  years,  we  should 
have  supplied  the  total  domestic  demand 
(three-quarters  of  all  the  tin  plate  used 
in  the  world)  from  American  mills. 
Meantime  prices  have  not  advanced.

departments  at  Washington  600  more. 
In  the  postofifice  service  the  scope  of 
the  rules  has  been  enlarged  so  as  to  in- 
clude some  1500  clerks.  Further  exten- 
sions are  proposed  by  Mr.  Cleveland, 
much  to  the  disgust  of  the  spoilsmen. 


President  Cleveland's  recent  extension 
of  the  civil  service  rules  brings  about 
3000  government  employes  under  them 
for  the  first  time.  There  are  thirty-two 
custom  houses  employing  more  than 
twenty  persons.  Eleven  of  these  are 
already  under  civil  service  rules,  and  the 


Mail  service  is  now  performed  by 
forty-seven  electric  car  lines,  and  the 
postotfice  department  is  said  to  be  well 
satisfied  with  the  results  thus  far  at- 
tained. The  service  is  limited  as  yet  to 
suburban  lines,  auxiliary  to  the  ;^team 
roads.  The  success  of  this  kind  of  mail 
service  strengthens  the  demand  for  its 
establishment  on  the  electric  line  be- 
tween Duluth  and  Superior.  The  pres- 
ent service  between  these  two  cities  is 
miserable.

The  Council  Will  Meet  Tomorrow  Afternoon 

to  Consider  the  Question  in  All 

Its  Phases. 


An  Ordinance  Accepting  the  Plant  Will  Be 

Presented  and  Will  Be  Discussed 

By  the  Aldermen. 


Amendment  to  the  Peddling  Ordinance   in- 
troduced By  Alderman  Hale— Election 
Bills  and  Expenses  Allowed. 


When  President  Howard  rapped  the 
city  council  to  order  last  evening,  a  little 
after  7:30  o'clock,  only  eleven  out  of  the 
sixteen  were  on  hand  to  answer  to  their 
names.  They  came  straggling  in  dur- 
ing the  evening  until  all  were  present 
save  Aldermen  Harwood,  Lerch  and 
Hale. 

August  Rabein,  who  claims  that  on 
Sept.  7  he  bad  some  bones  in  his  foot 
crushed  because  of  a  defect  in  the  steam 
roller  which  he  was  operating  for  the 
city,  sent  in  a  communication  saying  that 
in  consideration  of  a  speedy  settlement 
and  as  a  compromise,  be  would  accept 
$1250  damages  and  call  off  bis  suit 
against  the  city.  Referred  to  the  city 
attorney. 

Election  bills,  judges  and  clerks'  sala- 
ries, rent,  etc.,  were  passed  to  the 
amount  of  $4880.75  while  special  police 
bills    were    passed    to    the    amount    of 

§147-50. 

The  bonds  of  the  American  Exchange 
and  Security  banks,  in  the  sum  of  $50,- 
000  each,  as  local  depositories  for  city 
funds,  not  to  exceed  $25,000  at  any  one 
time,  were  approved. 

Fredin  iX:  Wilson,  contractors,  were  al- 
lowed a  tinal  estimate  of  $()Soo  on  the 
new  Central  fire  hall.  The  building  has 
been  completed  and  the  city  has  accept- 
ed it. 

The  board  of  fire  commissioners  re- 
ceived permission  to  advertise  for  bids 
for  2000  feet  of  new  hose. 

Mayor  Lewis  submitted  a  summons 
and  complaint  in  a  suit  on  sidewalk 
assessments,  instituted  by  W.  O.  Wins- 
ton et  al.    Referred  to  the  city  attorney. 

High  protection  was  endorsed  by  an 
amendment  to  the  peddlers'  ordinance, 
introduced  by  Alderman  Hale,  by  proxy, 
as  he  was  absent  in  person.  This  new 
wrinkle  imposes  an  annual  tax  of  $500 
on  all  such  temoorary  institutions  as 
fire  sales,  bankrupt  stocks.  A  six 
months'  license  will  cost  $300,  three 
months'  :^20o  and  one  day  $50.  Read 
and  referred. 

Alderman  Getty  moved  that  when  the 
council  adjourn  it  do  so  until  2  o'clock 
today.  Alderman  Patterson  amended 
by  proposing  Wednesday  evening  at  7 
o'clock  as  the  hour.  The  amendment 
was  lost  by  a  vote  of  7  to  6.  The  original 
motion  received  a  vote  of  8  to  5  and 
President  Howard,  who  apparently  had 
left  his  rules  of  order  at  home,  declared 
that  lost  too. 

Alderman  Mitchell  then  moved  that 
Thursday  at  7:30  o'clock  be  the  time  for 
the  next  meeting.  Alderman  Cox 
amended  by  naming  Tuesday  evening  at 
7:30  o'clock.  That  amendment  was  lost 
by  a  vote  of  7  to  6,  and  the  president 
also  declared  the  original  motion  lost. 

Alderman  Goldsmith  stepped  into  the 
breach  and  proposed  Tuesday  morning 
at  10  o'clock.  That  motion  was  lost  by 
a  vote  of  6  to  7. 

Alderman  Getty  moved  Wednesday 
afternoon  at  2:30  o'clock  and  his  motion 
to  that  effect  prevailed  by  a  vote  of  g 
to  4- 

The  special  meeting  will  be  devoted 
to  the  water  works    purchase    business. 

At  the  caucus  yesterday  afternoon 
Superintendent  Craig  and  Attorney 
Squires  of  the  gas  and  water  company 
were  present  and  for  two  long  hours,  the 
ordinance  accepting  Mr.  Belknap's  pro- 
position was  discussed  in  detail.  It  was 
taken  up  section  by  section  and  the  ses- 
sion did  not  close  until  6  o'clock.  That 
discussion  will  be  continued  Wednesday, 
afternoon  and  it  may  be  that  it  will  close 
with  some  definite  action  on  the  part  ot 
the  council.

SLATTERY'S  LECTURE. 


Large  Audience  at  the  Lyceum  to  Hear  Roman 
Catholicism  Attacked. 
A  large  audience  heard  John  Slattery, 
the  ex-priest,  at  the  Lyceum  last  night. 
His  subject  was  "Why  I  Left  the  Roman 
Catholic    Church    and    What      I     Saw 

There,"  and  his  talk  contained  the  usual 
charges  against  the  Roman  hierarchy 
and  the  dogmas  of  the  church.  Slattery 
has  a  Hibernian  twang  that  gives  a  go 
to  all  his  stories,  and  his  lecture  was  at 
least  heard  with  interest  by  those  who 
attended. 

His  lecture  was  largely  a  recital  of  his 
own  history.  He  told  how  he  was  edu- 
cated for  the  priesthood,  and  incidentally 
he  gave  a  roast  to  the  Roman  Catholic 
moral  theology,  which  he  said  be  was 
forced  to  study.  He  said  it  should  be 
called  immoral  theology,  and  that  it  it 
was  translated  it  would  be  suppressed  as 
obscene  literature. 

He  said  that  he  was  ordained  as  a 
priest  in  May,  1880,  and  continued  in  tb^ 
priesthood  for  eignt  years.  He  had  a 
few  words  to  say  about  the  American 
priesthood,  and  that  if  there  was  a  "taint- 
ed" body  of  men  in  the  world  it  was  tbe 
Ameiican  priests. 

As  proof  of  tbis  he  told  how  his  arch- 
bishop in  Ireland  refused  to  allow  his 
young  priests  to  go  to  America,  although 
it  had  been  the  practice  to  dispose  of  a 
superfluity  of  priests  in  that  way,  be- 
cause he  feared  the  result  of  contact 
with  American  priests. 

He  said  the  people  bad  no  voice  in  tbe 
administration  of  the  church,  and  said 
that  if  the  body  of  intelligent  men  who 
are  in  the  church  could  have  a  voice  and 
vote  in  the  matter  there  would  be  less 
tyranny. 

In  telling  of  the  reasons  that  induced 
him  to  leave  tbe  church  he  narrated 
several  experiences  which  he  said 
shocked  him.  He  told  of  his  experience 
in  a  parish  containing  a  convent  of  the 
enclosed  order  of  Carmelites,  and  said 
that  the  nuns  were  never  allowed  to  see 
the  light  or  the  faces  of  their  friends  or 
relatives.  He  said  that  tbe  people  who 
freed  the  slaves  should  rise  in  their 
might  and  demand  that  every  convent 
from  Maine  to  California  be  opened  to 
public  or  government  inspection. 

He  said  that  people  should  not  send 
their  children  to  convents  to  be 
educated  because  he  had  known  hun- 
dreds of  nuns  and  not  one  of  them  was 
educated.  He  ridiculed  the  forms  and 
dogmas  ot  tbe  church  and  showed  the 
waters  used  in  administering  commun- 
ion. At  the  close  he  donned  tbe  priest's 
vestments. 

This  afternoon  Mrs.  Slattery  spoke  to 
women  only,  and  tonight  Slattery  speaks 
to  men  only.

Fine  Musicale  Given  Last  Evening  at  the  High 
School. 

The  attendance  at  the  chamber  con- 
cert last  evening  at  the  High  School  was 
not  as  large  as  could  have  been  desired 
but  looked  smaller  than  it  really  was  be- 
cause of  the  size  of  the  auditorium.  It 
was  a  musical  treat  and  was  heard  with 
great  pleasure,  applause  being  freely  be- 
stowed. The  musicians  were  not  all  as 
free  with  encores  as  is  usual  in  home 
concerts  but  this  cannot  be  complained 
of  for  Dulutb  audiences  as  a  rule  are  al- 
together too  greedy,  they  demand  that 
every  number  be  repeated. 

J.  Armour  Galloway,  the  Chicago  basso, 
easily  carried  off  the  honors  of  the  even- 
ing. It  is  seldom  that  Duluthians  have 
the  pleasure  of  hearing  a  voice  such  as 
his,  and  it  is  to  their  great  credit  that 
they  recognized  his  worth.  He  is  an 
artist  in  every  sense  of  the  word.  His 
voice  is  naturally  rich  and  mellow  and 
above  all  sympathetic.  It  thrills  one  in 
every  fibre  and  added  to  its  natural 
beauty  is  complete  in  cultivation  and 
finish.  When  heard  here  last,  at  tbe 
singing  of  "The  Creation,"  an  idea  of 
Mr.  Galloway's  beauty  of  voice  was 
gained  but  he  was  then  confined  to  music 
of  but  one  class.

Tosti's  sere- 
nade, a  delightful  melody,  was  the  first 
number  and  "If  Laws  Severe"  from  "La 
Juive"  by  Halevy,  the  second.  The  lat- 
ter diplayed  tbe  deep  and  heavy  quali- 
ties of  his  voice  and  at  its  conclusion  a 
perfect  ovation  was  given.  The  audi- 
ence was  rewarded  by  bearing  what  was 
generally  voted  to  be  the  most  exquisite 
gem  of  the  evenlhg,  "It  Was  Not  So  To 
Be,"  by  Nessler. 

George  Tyler,  the  tenor,  made  his  first 
appearance  singing  "M'appare"  from 
"Martha."  He  has  a  finely  cultivated 
voice  of  the  robust  style  and  his  manner 
and  bearing  indicate  long  experience. 

Mrs.  Dorwin-Aspinwall  sang  "Sum- 
mer" by  Chaminade,  a  brilliant  selection 
requiring  difficult  trilling  and  perfect 
control  of  voice.

Impressions    of  Duluth  by  a  British  Agricul- 
tural Delegate. 

The  British  delegates  who  recently  vis- 
ited this  country  at  the  request  of  the  Min- 
neapolis board  of  trade,  bave  made  their 
report  to  that  body.  T.  R.  Stephenson, 
the  representative  of  the  English  agricul- 
turists, thus  speaks  of  their  visit  to  Du- 
luth and  vicinity: 

"Next  day  another  start  wa:i  made, 
northeast  this  time,  through  the  pine  re- 
gions of  Hinckley,  Carlton,  Cloquet  and 
Duluth.  The  last  named  place  is  at  the 
head  of  Lake  Superior.  On  the  hill  be- 
yond Duluth  you  have  a  splendid  view 
of  the  town  and  across  the  corner  of  tbe 
bay  is  the  city  of  Superior.  Dulath  is  a 
splendidly  built  {klace,  fine  public  build- 
ings, and  its  situation  on  the  hillside 
above  tbe  lake  gives  it  a  fine  appear- 
ance. The  price  of  building  land  here  is 
very  high,  and  only  a  few  years  ago  it 
could  have  been  had  for  the  asking.  The 
situation  of  this  town  at  tbe  head  of  this 
great  inland  sea  must  secure  its  rapid 
growth.  Passenger  boats  start  from  here 
down  the  lake.  We  saw  one  start  on 
her  journey  of  1200  miles.  Her  owners 
claim  that  she  is  the  fastest  steamer 
afloat. 

"Superior,  a  few  miles  away,  is  a  town 
where  large  quantities  of  grain  U,  stored 
and  shipped.  The  Great  Northern 
elevator  alone  has  a  capacity  for  2,000,- 
000  bushels  of  wheal  or  corn.  Ships  as 
large  as  any  of  our  ocean  going  steamers 
load  here  and  carry  loads  to  the  different 
ports.  This  is  reshipped  for  Europe. 
We  saw  one  of  their  passenger  boats 
start  from  Duluth.  This  boat  was  said 
to  be  one  of  the  fastest  in  the  world.  She 
had  a  large  number  of  passengers  and 
was  superbly  fitted.  Her  desdnation 
was  1200  miles  away.  This  is  1  fairly 
good  trip  on  an  inland  sea.  A  few  miles 
away  from  here  are  the  iron  ore  fields  of 
Minnesota.  I  say  fields  because  we 
were  told  that  tbe  ore  is  very  near  the 
surface.  We  should  have  been  glad  to 
have  visited  this  district,  but  time  would 
not  permit. 

"On  our  return  from  Duluth  wo  called 
at  Cloquet.  This  place  is  in  the  pine 
forests.  There  are  several  large  lumber 
or  timber  mills,  employing  a  large  num- 
ber of  workers.  A  good  deal  of  cleared 
land  in  this  district,  which  grows  good 
crops.  We  visited  an  Erglishman,  John 
White,  who  bad  a  farm  which  afew  years 
ago  was  all  timber.  Now  it  is  growing 
wheat,  oats,  potatoes  and  every  kind  of 
garden  produce,  including  tomatoes. 
This  produce  he  sends  to  Duluth  and 
Superior,  and  he  said  he  had  a  good 
market.  There  is  plenty  of  this  timber 
land  in. market  which  can  be  boaght  at 
30s  to  50s  per  acre.  There  is  a  large 
amount  of  labor  in  this  land  before  it  is 
ready  for  cultivation,  but  the  timber  pays 
for  this.  A  few  miles  outside  of  the 
town  is  an  Indian  reservation.  We  paid 
the  redskins  a  visit.  Many  of  the  men 
and  women  were  away  in  the  woods 
gathering  wild  fruit.  We  bad  a  peep  in 
many  of  their  houses.  They  were  fairly 
clean. 

"Both  men  and  women  had  adopted  a 
civilized  style  of  dress.  We  saw  some 
old  women.  They  must  be  loC'  years 
old.  I  wish  they  could  have  g  ven  us 
their  history.  We  were  on  tbe  lookout 
for  some  of  Longfellow's  beautiful  maid- 
ens, but  I  think  there  must  have  been 
some  poetic  imagination  in  his  descrip- 
tion of  them.  It  is  the  opinion  of  observ- 
ers of  their  habits,  etc.,  that  the  Indian 
will  soon  die  out.  This  sort  of  confined 
life  does  not  suit  them.  In  Cloquet  you 
can  buy  200  pounds  of  flour  for  18s. 
Sugar  is  2Kd  per  pound;  pork,  ^d;  but- 
ter, Qd  to  lod.  Strong,  useful  ciothing 
can  be  bought  at  prices  not  very  much 
dearer  than  ours.  Boots  and  shoes  equal 
to  ours  in  price  and  cjuality.  Journeying 
towards  Minneapolis  we  called  ot  Carl- 
ton. There  we  found  a  colony  of  Irish- 
men, a  contented,  jolly  lot.  We  found 
that  most  of  them  had  left  old  Ireland 
without  any  money  except  their  fares, 
and  most  were  now  in  good  circum- 
stances and  are  contented  and  happy, 
being  their  own  landlords."

Washington,  Nov,  21.— The  state  de- 
partment has  received  a  cable  reply 
from  Japan,  through  Minister  Dun  at 
Tokio,  to  the  United  States'  suggestion 
(if  mediation.  The  Japanese  legation  at 
Washington  has  also  Received  from  the 
foreign  ofifice  in  Japan  a  cable  gtating 
that, the  report  has  been  made  and  giv- 
ing its  terms.  Both  were  received  here 
Sunday  afternoon.  The  fact  that  they 
bad  been  sent  first  became  known 
ihrough  a  dispatch  to  the  Associated 
Press  from  Tokio.  This  much  havicg 
become  known,  the  officials  here  make 
no  luriher  concealment  of  the  details  ot 
the  reply. 

Ttie  cable  to  Secretary  Greshara  is  ac- 
companied by  unusual  dignity  and  for- 
maliiy,  in  having  the  imnerial  sanction 
of  his  majesty,  the  emperor  of  Japan.  -It 
is  r.irely  that  the  emperor  speaks  in  dip 
lomatic  negotiations,  so  that  his  action 
in  this  case  is  evidence  of  Japan's  desire 
to  express  its  appreciation  of  the  course 
of  the  United  States.  The  message  is  in 
two  parts,  the  first  giving  imperial  es- 
prcssiou  of  good  uili  and  s,tyii»g  that  the 
success  of  the  Japanese  arnir.  had  been 
such  that  China  should  approach  Jap^in 
directly.  The  second  part  is  more  di 
rectly  from  Minister  Dun,  and  expresses 
the  view  of  the  Japanese  foreign  offi.e 
that  as  China  has  no  mi.Tister  at  I'okio  to 
submit  a  direct  proposition,  it  could  be 
made  by  China  through  Minister  Dun. 

The  cable  to  Minister  Kurino  is  sub 
stantially  the  same  as  the  foregoing. 
The  fact  that  the  replies  were  reccivca 
Sunday  and  were  nut  given  lo  the  public 
until  now  is  in  part  explained  by  the  fact 
that  they  were  in  cipher  and  of  sue  h  ini 
portance  that  a  casual  summary  of  them 
was  not  deemed  advisable. 

The  repiies  were  decided  on  at  a 
•special  mcc:ing  ui  the  Japanese  cabinet 
on  Saturday  and  were  sent  from  Tokio 
Saturday  ni^ht,  but  the  transmission  de- 
layed them  until  Sunday.  The  tone  ot 
the  reply  and  the  expressions  of  imptr- 
inl  good  will  g  xve  much  saiiifactiun  to 
the  officials  here,  and  no*-  that  the  facts 
are  known  no  further  reserve  is  main- 
tained as  to  the  terms  of  the  negotia- 
tions which  have  hithe»to  been  wi  bhcld. 
h  appears  that  at  the  outset  Secre- 
tary Greshatn  consulted  Minister  K-i- 
rino,  as  there  was  no  desire  to  take  ac- 
tion whicb  would  be  otherwise  than 
igreeable  to  Japan.  At  a  conlerence 
between  the  secretary  and  the  minister, 
at  which  Secretary  Carlisle  was  present, 
the  entire  purpose  ol  this  country  was 
made  clear.  This  was  oeiore  Mr.  Gres- 
oam  had  sent  the  message  to  Japan  sug- 
gesting American  mediation. 

It  was  made  clear  that  President 
Cleveland  had  no  desire  to  mediate  the 
trouble,  but  on  the  co'itrarv  felt  that  the 
exercise  of  the  good  offices  of  the  United 
States  might  cntaii  a  serious  burden  and 
responsibility,  ai!d  possibly  excite  uJti- 
ntaie  feeling  by  one  party  or  the  other. 
Under  these  citcumsiances  no  action 
would  be  taken  if  Japan  thought  it 
would  create  an  awkward  situation.  Par- 
icular  stress  .vas  laid  oii  the  f.ict  that 
J  ipan  would  be  entirely  free  to  act  as 
ihe  saw  fif ;  that  there  was  no  pressure  to 
h^ve  her  accept  American  mediation  and 
that  the  entire  proceeding  was  due  to 
the  belief  that  this  country  was  in  a  posi- 
tion to  render  a  service  to  both  belliger- 
ents. 

These  sentiments  were  cordially  re- 
ciprocated by  Minister  Kurino.  so  that 
Mr.  Gresham  had  the  co-operation  of  the 
Japanese  minister  before  the  mess-age 
was  transmitted  to  Japan  through  Minis- 
ter Dun.  Sinc3  then  the  minister  has 
further  co  operated  with  the  secretary 
and  the  kindly  reply,  with  imperial  sanc- 
tum, was  the  result. 

A  new  and  important  situation  is  now 
presented  by  Japan's  proposition  that 
China  make  a  direct  offer 
United  States  Minister  Dun  at  TokVo 
This  makes  Mr,  Dun  the  interesting 
center  of  negotiations  from  this  time  for- 
ward, unless  the  United  States  should 
decline  to  allow  him  to  act  as  the  direct 
representative  ol  China  in  submiiting  an 
offer.  This  is  not  anticipated,  however. 
It  is  said  that  the  usual  course  wou'.d  be 
for  the  state  department  to  notify  Mr. 
Dun  and  also  Minister  Denby  at  Pekiii 
that  they  were  at  liberty  to  transmit  from 
China  to  Japan  such  direct  peace  over- 
tures as  the  former  desired  to  make. 

It  would  then  be  for  China  to  formu- 
late its  offer  to  Minister  Denby.  He  in 
turn  would  transmit  it  to  Minister  Dun 
as  China's  direct  offer  and  not  as  an  in- 
termediary offer  through  the  United 
States.  The  state  department  undoubt- 
edly would  be  apprised  of  the  action  of 
Messrs.  Denby  and  Dun,  but  would  not 
be  the  channel  of  their  communication, 
as  it  is  the  basis  of  Japan's  new  propo- 
sition that  the  offer  came  direct  from 
China  and  not  through  the  medLition  of 
the  United  States.  The  reply  of  Japan 
I  is  so  conciliatory  and  receptive  that  it  is 
I  pointed  out  that  Minister  Dun's  skill  as 
a  diplomat  has  scope  for  conspicuous 
service  in  terminating  the  war. 


THE  CHIPPEWA  INDUNS. 

Nothing  IWore  Likely  to  Be  Done  as  in  Their 
Settlement. 

Washington,  Nov.  21.— One  ot  the 
problems  which  Secretary  Smith  has  to 
deal  is  the  settlement  of  the  Chippewa 
Indians  in  Minnesota.  For  more  than 
six  years  a  commission  has  beun  con- 
stantly employed  trying  to  have  the  In- 
dians settle  in  one  plice  and  if  possible 
take  lands  in  severalty  and  become  of 
some  use  to  themselves.  The  efforts 
have  been  most  discouraging.  The  rea- 
son mav  be  explained  in  a  report  re- 
ceived from  Rot)ert  M,  Allen,  agent  of 
the  Chippewas  at  While  Earth.  He 
says: 

•'  The  Chippewas  arc  composed  of  nine 
distinct  bin'Js,  scattered  over  200  miles 
of  territory,  and  some  of  thest  bands 
have  little  or  no  communication  or  rela- 
tion with  e  ch  other.  All  now  wear  citi- 
zens drcss  and  l.ve  in  houses  of  some 
character.  When  free  from  whisky  they 
arc  generally  peaceable  and  not  hard  to 
manage,  but  aside  from  Isvmg  in  bouses 
and  wearing  clothes,  I  cannot  see  where- 
in the  lull  bloods  have  made  much  ad- 
vancement. They  are  constitutionally 
opposed  to  work  and  refuse  to  do  it,  and 
it  IS  simplv  a  question  whether  the  gov- 
ernment will  lutuish  them  with  supplies 
or  allow  them  and  their  families  to  starve. 

"During  the  long  years  of  residence  of 
this  tribe  in  this  section  of  the  country  a 
great  many  whiles  have  settled  among 
them  and  married  Indian  women,  and 
ilieir  offspring  now  comprises  a  large 
portion  of  the  population,  and  especially 
IS  this  true  on  the  White  Earth  reserva- 
tion. These  mixed  bloods  are  the  pros- 
perous Indians,  who  do  most  of  th»  work 
•  nd  luruisn  the  best  examples  of  thrift, 
making  the  good  showing  upon  this 
iigencv  in  gardening,  f.^rming  and  stock 
laising  now  to  be  seen.  Here  and  there 
a  full  blood  can  be  found  who  is  educat- 
ed, trying  to  live  right  and  prospering. 
But  this  is  the  exception,  as  most  of  the 
pure  bloods  remain  in  idleness  and  sho»v 
little  disposition  to  en^jage  m  labor  of 
any  kind,  all  the  roseate  and  sentijnental 
reports  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding." 

He  t>^en  disusses  what  he  has  tried  to 
do  in  the  way  of  farming  in  the  reserva- 
tion, offering  every  encouragement  in 
this  direction  but  the  results  are  far 
from  satisf  ictory  because  the  Indians  do 
not  want  to  work.  They  only  piirtially 
take  advantage  of  the  iumbennK'  inter- 
ests, to  try  and  earn  theirown  livelihood, 
and  althoijgh  there  are  thousands  oi 
acres  of  wild  hay  the  Indian  cattle  have 
starved  because  the  Indians  would  not 
cut  it.  The  Indians  at  White  Earth 
have  taken  their  ailoiment.s,  but  those 
from  other  reservations  refuse  every 
offer  of  the  commission  to  remove  thither. 

Secretary  Smith  iiis  di^clared  t'oat  he 
will  abolisfi  the  commission  unless  some- 
thing is  immediately  accomplished. 
F'rom  the  rep  rts  received  the  impres- 
sion prevails  that  nothing  further  can  be 
done  with  the  Chippewas.

AN  ANARCt^lST   EXECUTED. 

The   Man   Whi}  Threw  a  Bomb   in  Barcelona 
Pays  the  Penalty. 

Barcelona,  Nov.  21.— Jose  Salvador 
Kranch,  the  anarchist  who  threw  a  dyna- 
mite bomb  in  Liceo  theater  in  this  city 
on  the  night  ot  Nov,  7,  i8q3,  was  execut- 
ed this  morning. 

Jose  Salvador  Franch  was  undoubted- 
ly one  of  the  most  dangerous  anarchists 
who  has  come  under  police  notice  o' 
lecent  years.  He  first  became  gererally 
known  at  the  time  ol  his  arrest  for  con 
spirricy  in  the  Barcelona  out  rages  of  Nov. 
7,  18.J3,  by  which  over  twenty  ptc-ple 
were  killed  and  about  hfty  others  seri- 
ously injured  by  one  of  two  dynamite 
bombs  tnrown  into  the  Liceo  theater  at 
that  place.  Secret  police  artcsted 
Friinch  at  Saragossa.  Spain,  on  Jin.  i, 
i8g4,  upon  suspicion  of  having  beep  con- 
cerned in  tbss  outrage, 

Jose  Salvador  Franch  was  about  32 
years  old,  a  native  of  Castelsaras,  prov- 
ince of  Ternal.  He  was  tall,  fair  com 
plcxion  and  came  ot  a  respectable  fam 
ily,  but  his  personal  antecedents  were 
bad.  At  the  age  ot  14  he  left  home  and 
came  to  Bircelona.  where  he  did  no  reg- 
uhir  work  and  gave  himself  up  t.o  the 
plots  and  designs  of  the  anarchists, 
amon-r  whom  be  sp-iedily  btcimea  lead- 
er, 1  wice  after  his  capture  he  attempted 
suicide,  once  by  shooting  hiiusch  and 
again  by  poison. 


St.  Paul.  Nov.  21.— The  Dispatch  has 
the  following:  On  Thursday  of  last 
week  a  man  and  woman  arrived  from 
Duluih  and  registered  at  the  Merchants 
as  J.  R,  McKeuzte  and  wiic.  of  Duluth, 
The  mm  was  unknown  to  the  proprie- 
tors of  the  hotel,  but  he  appeared  toh.ive 
plenty  of  money  and  the  couple  lived  in 
good  style,  though  in  a  quiet  manner, 
until  Monday,  when  the  man  disappeared, 
leaving  the  woman  without  funds.  She 
said  nothing  of  the  matter  until  this 
morning,  when  it  became  clear  that  he 
had  deserted  her  for  good,  and  she  then 
reported  the  matter  to  tht;  proprietors. 

Detectives  were  immediately  called  in 
and  set  to  work  on  the  case,  with  the  in- 
tention of  bringing  the  man  to  justice 
without  anv  delay.  There  appeared  to 
be  no  question  but  what  he  was  either  in 
St.  Paul  or  .Minneapolis,  and  he  will  be 
landed  behind  the  bars  in  one  of  the  two 
cities  before  tomorrow  raornini»-. 

The  man  is  au  ex-conductor.  who  was 
for.nerlv  employed  on  the  Noriiiern 
Pacific  and  ttie  Gier.l  Northern  roads, 
running  out  of  St  Pau.,  aud  is  well 
known  by  s;ght  in  both  Citi.  s.  For  sonic 
time  p.ist  he  has  b^ea  located  at  Duluth, 
where  he  met  the  young  woman  whom 
he  brought  to  St,  Paiii  and  betrayed  un- 
der the  promise  of  marri,*ge. 

She  is  v/eli  connected  in  Duluth.  beir.g 
a  m  .mher  ot  a  highlv  respectable  family 
and  having  wealthy  and  influential  rel- 
atives in  the  Ziniih  City  and  other  parts 
ot  the  state.

St.  Louis,  Nov,  21.— Louis  Glyre,  of 
St.  Jacobs,  111.,  called  at  the  Four  Courts 
and  told  Chief  of  Detectives  Desmond  a 
story  of  how  he  had  been  swindled  out 
of  $4000  by  a  trio  of  three  card  monte 
men.  Until  two  weeks  ago  Glyre  owned 
a  large  farm  three  miles  from  St.  Jacobs, 
III.,  when  he  sold  out  for  $14000  and 
placed  the  amount  in  the  bank  in  High- 
land, 111.  About  ten  days  ago  he  learned 
that  he  could  purchase  a  farm  in  Ohio  at 
a  low  figure  and  he  at  once  went  to  the 
the  place. 

Last  Wednesday,  while  on  a  west 
bound  Ohio  &  Mississippi  train  just  out- 
side of  Cincinnati,  after  having  completed 
all  arrangements  to  purchase  the  farm, 
he  formed  the  acquaintance  of  three 
well  dressed  men,  one  introducing  him- 
self as  J.  E.  McDonald  and  his  friend 
Robert  Sumner,  both  traveling  salesmen. 
The  other  said  he  was  John  Wilson,  an 
actor  bound  for  Chicago. 

In  the  conversation  which  followed 
the  men  learned  from  Glyre  that  he  had 
S4000  in  the  bank  at  Highland,  which  he 
was  willing  to  invest.  Wilson  at  once 
proceed  to  work  to  gain  possession  of 
the  $4000.  He  drew  four  cards  from  bis 
pocket  and  said  he  had  just  lost  S300 
m  learning  a  new  game  and  proceeded 
to  show  how  it  worked.  An  exhibition 
of  the  three-card  monte  game  followed, 
in  which  Glyre  was  allowed  to  wm  $4000. 
Wilson  took  a  roll  of  bills  from  his 
pocket  as  if  to  pay,  and  while  counting 
out  $4000,  suddenly  asked  Glyre  what 
assurance  he  had  that  he  would  have 
paid  the  bet  had  he  lost. 

As  the  answer  was  not  satisfactory  to 
Wilson,  he  said  that  he  would  pay  Glyre 
the  amount  if  he  met  him  in  Chicago  at 
the  Palmer  house  on  Nov.  16  and  brought 
with  him  the  S4000.  On  the  day  agreed 
upon  Glyre  arrived  in  Chicago  with  his 
money.  He  was  met  at  the  Illinois  Cen- 
tral station  by  one  of  the  men  who  told 
him  that  Wilson  was  not  at  the  Palmer 
house,  but  was  at  the  home  of  a  friend  in 
the  suburbs  and  he  would  take  him 
there.  The  two  boarded  a  street  car. 
From  the  terminus  Glyre  was  compelled 
to  walk  half  a  mile.  In  a  large  vacant 
lot  not  far  from  Lake  Michigan  the  other 
two  confidence  men  were  found. 

Wilson  refused  to  pay  over  to  Glyre 
the  $4000  unless  he  was  given  another 
trial  at  the  game  and  both  put  up  their 
money.  Glyre  deposited  his  $4000  on 
the  ground.  Wilson  counted  out  an 
equal  amount  and  laid  it  next  to  the  first 
pile.  In  the  manipulation  of  the  cards 
that  followed  Glyre  lost.  Just  at  this 
time  another  man  approached  and  said 
that  he  was  a  policeman  and  informed 
the  men  that  thev  were  under  arrest  for 
gambling.  Wilson  grabbed  up  both 
piles  of  money  and  ran  off. 

The  bogus  policeman  grabbed  Glyre 
and  the  other  two  men  and  said    that  if 
they  attempted  to  off  run  he'd  shoot  them. 
This  dispute  was  finally  settled  by  the 
bogus  policeman  ordering    the    men  to 
separate.    Glyre  was  told  to  remain  until 
the  others    were    out    of  sight.    Several 
hours  later  Glyre  discovered  that  he  had 
been  swindled  and  returned  to  Highland. 
Monday  he  received  a  letter  signed  "J. 
E.  McDonald,"  in  which  the  writer,  who 
was   one    of   the  men    mixed  up  in  the 
swindle,    said    that    W.lson    was    in  St. 
Louis  and  he  would  assist  him  in  locat- 
ing  him.    This    letter    was    headed  St. 
Louis  but  had  been  posted    on  a  train  as 
It  bore  the  postmark  "Evansville  &  Al- 
ton railway    postoffice."    Glyre  at  once 
came  to  St.  Louis  to  locate  the  men. 


'BIG  GRIFF' 
A  Noted 


RUN  TO  EARTH. 


Swindler  Now  Serving  Time  in  an 
English  Prison. 
New  York,  Nov.  21.— The  World 
says:  Lord  Ashburton,  otherwise  known 
as  "William  Griffith,"  alias  "Bie  Griff," 
has  been  run  to  earth  by  Scotland  \  ard 
detectives  and  imprisoned  in  London. 

"Big  Griff"  had  managed  to  secure  an 
introduction  to  the  manager  of  a  Chan- 
cery Lane  bank  and  deposit  vault.  He 
spoke  so  much  of  his  friends.  John  W. 
Mackayand  George  Gould,  that  when  he 
deposited  a  draft  for  /i2,ooo,  the  man- 
ager cheerfully  let  him  have  a  book  of 
checks.  "Big  Griff"  promptly  filled 
them  out  and  passed  them  right  and 
left.  One  of  them  was  for  a  paltry  £2 
and  tor  this  one  he  was  placed  on  trial. 
He  pleaded  guilty  and  was  sentenced  to 
three  and  a  half  years  at  hard  labor. 

"Big  Griff"  is  a  prince  among 
swindlers.  His  criminal  career  began  in 
Chicago  when  he  was  22.  One  of  Griff's 
important  escapades  was  the  engraving 
of  Si.ooo.oooof  circular  letters  of  credit 
in  1S78.  The  work  was  marvelous  in 
execution.  Six  members  of  the  gang 
floated  the  letters  without  any  trouble. 

He  continued  his  swindling  from 
Boston  to  San  Francisco,  posing  in  the 
former  city  as  Lord  Ashburton,  and 
finally  drifted  to  England  last  year  after 
cutting  a  wide  swath  in  this  city  as  a 
Russian  prince.  "Big  Griff"  has  been 
arrested  a  number  of  times  and  served  a 
term  in  San  Quentin  prison,  near  Sah 
Francisco. 


SUPREME  COURT  DECREES. 


FATHER  OUCEY'S  CASE. 


Has  Appealed  to  Satolli  from  Archbishop  Cor- 
rigan's  Order. 
New  York,  Nov.  21.— It  is  announced 
by  the  friends  of  Father  Thomas  J. 
Ducey,  pastor  of  St.  Leo,  that  Father 
Ducey  has  appealed  to  Monsignor 
Satolli  for  liberty  to  attend  the  sessions 
of  the  Lexow  committee,  which  Arch- 
bishop Corrigan  has  forbidden  him  to 
attend.  Father  Ducev  has  confirmed 
the  story  of  his  being  forbidden  by  the 
archbishop,  and  the  situation  has  become 
grave,  in  view  of  the  probability  that 
Father  Ducey  will  rebel  against  the 
archbishop's  order. 

It  is  also  possible  that  both  the  arch- 
bishop and  Father  Ducey  will  be  sum- 
rnoned  by  the  Lexow  committee.  Arch- 
bishop Corrigan,  it  is  said,  will  be  in- 
vited to  show  a  copy  of  the  letter  which 
he  had  written  to  Father  Ducev  on  this 
subject  of  the  Lexow  committee.  It  is 
said  that  Father  Ducey  had  consulted 
with  Archbishop  Ireland  and  Dr.  Burt- 
sell  about  the  matter. 

"Do  you  recognize  that  the  archbishop 
has  any  right  to  forbid  your  presence  at 

the    committee  

Father  Ducey. 

"I  do  not  recognize  that  a  bishop  or 
any  other  man  has  the  right  to  interfere 
with  the  liberty  of  an  independent  citi- 
zen, whether  he  be  a  priest  or  a  layman, 
unless  he  is  violating  the  law  of  God, 
some  defined  law  of  the  Christian  relig- 
ion or  some  law  of  the  state  or  nation," 
replied  Father  Ducey. 


Opinions  in  Five  Cases,  One  of  Great  Impor- 
tance. Handed  Down. 

Chief  Justice  Gilfillan  wrote  the  opin- 
ions in  five  cases  made  by  the  supreme 
court  yesterday.  An  important  and  in- 
teresting case  is  that  of  Anderson  vs.  the 
Manchester.Fire  Insurance  company.and 
the  case  is  interesting  not  only  because 
the  justices  did  not  fully  agree  in  the 
conclusions  but  also  because  it  involves 
the  interpretation  of  the  terms  of  the 
Minnesota|standard  policy,  provided  for 
by  .the  laws  of  1889,  chapter  217,  and 
made  compulsory  for  insurance  commit- 
tees doing  business  in  the  state  by  that 
act. 

The  defendant  company  insured  a 
building  for  Anderson,  May  q,  for  one 
year.  The  building  was  burned  June  18. 
At  the  time  of,  and  prior  to,  the  issuance 
of  the  policy,  Anderson  had  other 
insurance  on  the  building  amounting 
to  8i;oo.  The  standard  policy  used  by 
defendant,  contains  this  condition:  "This 
entire  policy,  unless  otherwise  provided 
by  agreement  endorsed  hereon  or  added 
hereto,  shall  be  void  if  the  insured  now 
has,  or  shall  hereafter  make  or  procure 
other  contract  of  insurance.whether  valid 
or  not,  on  property  covered  in  whole  or 
in  part  by  this  policy. 

"It  is  further  provided  that  no  repre- 
sentative of  the  company  issuing  the 
policy  shall  have  power  to  waive  any  of 
its  provisions  except  as  provided  in 
writing  attached  to  the  policy  itself.  In 
the  present  case  there  was  no  such  en- 
dorsement." 

The  opinion  says:  "The  only  question 
in  the  case  is,  could  an  agent  of  the  de- 
fendant, notwithstanding  the  last  above 
quoted  provision,  waive  by  parole  or 
without  endorsement  on  the  pohcv  the 
condition  as  to  other  insurance.'*  Before 
the  enactment  of  this  law  a  similar  case 
had  been  decided  against  the  insurance 
company,  the  court  holding  that  a  con- 
tracting party  cannot  so  tie  his  own 
hands  so  as  to  restrict  his  own  legal 
capacity  for  future  action,  that  he  has 
not  the  power,  even  with  the  assent  of 
the  other  party  to  bind  or  obligate  him- 
self by  his  future  obligation  or  agree- 
ment contrary  to  the  terms  written  in  the 
policy.  The  defendant  claims  the  pre- 
sent law  changed  the  rule  in  that  par- 
ticular and  it  requires  the  standard 
policy  to  be  used,  and  it  not  only  en- 
ables but  enjoins  the  parties  to  bind 
themselves  by  its  terms." 

The  supreme  court  supports  this  claim 
and  no  other  question  is  raised  by  either 
party.  Judge  Gilfillan  says  of  the  stand- 
ard policy  that  it  is  made  compulsory, 
and  the  court  when  called  on  must  in- 
terpret it  and  its  various  conditions,  and 
generally  by  the  same  rules  as  though 
the    form  ot     policy   were  voluntarily

By  requiring  the 
condition    to    be    inserted,    the    statute 
certainly  enables  the    parties  to  make 
the  condition.    It  follows  that  the  condi- 
tions quoted  are  valid  and   binding.     In 
respect  to  the    power  of   the  parties  to 
bind  themselves  by  such  contract,  the  act 
changes  the  rule  in  the   Lambenon  case. 
Judge  Canty   dissents  on  the  ground 
that  the  law  gives  the  insurance  com- 
pany too    much    power.    Judge  Collins 
says:    "Because  of  its  importance  I  am 
o  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  advisable 
to  order  a  rearrangement  of    this    case 
upon  the  question   suggested  by  Judge 
Canty,  although  I  do  not  wish   to   be  un- 
derstood as  concurring  in  all  that  he  has 
said.     In  the  case  as  presented,  I  assent 
to  the  majority  opinion."    Below  is  the 
syllabus: 

Matt  Anderson,  respondent,  vs.  Man- 
chester Fire  Insurance  company,  ap- 
pellant. Syllabus:  The  act  of  i88g 
chapter  217,  providing  for  a  uniform 
policy  of  fire  insurance,  by  making  the 
use  of  the  standard  policy  compulsory 
enables  the  parties  to  bind  themselves 
by  the  conditions  contained  in  it.  thus 
changing  the  rule  in  Lamberton  vs.

New  York.  Nov.  21.— The  World 
publishes  a  letter  from  Robert  Fitzsim- 
mons, dated  at  Boston,  giving  an  account 
of  the  manner  in  which  Riordan  met  his 
death.  He  says:  "In  the  first  place  I 
did  not  strike  him  with  my  arm  blow, 
which  is  said  to  be  a  terrible  blow.  When 
the  time  came  for  me  to  go  on  the  stage 
that  night  I  noticed  that  Riotdan  had 
been  drinking,  but  he  seemed  to  be  able 
to  take  care  of  himself.  Capt.  Glori  in- 
troduced us  and  we  shook  hands  and 
went  to  work.  I  hustled  him  across  the 
stage,  feinting  with  one  hand  and  then 
the  other,  but  not  touching  him.  He 
made  a  pass  at  me  and  I  jumped  back. 

"Then  I  closed  with  him  again  and 
touched  him  lightly  with  my  left.  The 
glove  rested  partly  on  his  jaw  and  partly 
on  his  chest.  It  was  a  very  light  blow 
indeed.  He  reached  for  me  with  his 
right  and  left,  which  I  avoided  by  jump- 
iiig  back.  That  was  after  I  had  touched 
him.  This  is  positive  proof  th:it  it  was 
not  that  blow  that  knocked  him  out,  for 
a  man  does  not  feel  much  likij  leading 
twice  for  me  after  I  have  landed  a  knock- 
out blow. 

"After  he  had  led  for   me  I   was  first 
going  to  close  in  with    him    again  [when 
he  scowled  and  pressed  his  hatds  to  his 
chest,  at  the  same  time  doubling  over  as 
if  in  pain.     He  turned    his    head  toward 
Capt.  Glori  and  said:    'Call  time.'    I  put 
my  hands  down  in  disgust  for  I  knew  he 
was  faking.    Then   he   straightened  up 
again  and  was    putting   up    hij  hands, 
when  his  legs  began  to    wobble    and  he 
sat  down  on  the  stage  and  then  fell  over 
backwards.    He  looked    up  at    me  and 
smiled.    The    spectators    began   to  hiss 
and  yell  'fake.'    I  was    very    nriuch  dis- 
gusted and  picked    him  up    and  carried 
him  into  the   wings.    I  thought    he  was 
fooling  all  the  time  for   I  knew  I  bad  not 
hit  hard  enough  to  hurt  a  Ilea.    J  sat  him 
down  upon  a  chair  and  went  again  upon 
the  stage  and  had  a  round  with  Dunfee. 
"While  I  was  sparring    the    property 
boy  began  to  take  off   Riordan's  gloves 
but  he  shoved  him  away  saying :    'Don't 
take  them  off,  I've  got    to  go    on  again. 
Anyway  I'm  no  more  good  for  this  busi- 
ness.'   While  I  was  sparring  my  second 
round  with  Dunfee, ;  Riordan  fell  off  the 
chair  and  began  to   froth    at  the  mouth. 
He  died  five  hours  later.     He  died  from 
apoplexy.      Truly  I    can   say  that  I  was 
not  in  the    slightest   degree  responsible 
for  his  death.      1   touched  him  but  once 
and  that  lightly  with  the  back  of  my  left 
hand.      I  did  not  punch  him  at  all  and 
surely  didn't  strike    him    with   my  right 
hand.    I  feinted  with  it  once,  intending 
to  draw  him    out  and    cross  counter  but 
did  not  strike  him. 

"That  is  the  true  story  of  what  occurred 
that  night.  Since  Riordan's  death  we 
have  learned  that  he  was  drinking  at  the 
bar  ten  minutes  before  he  went  on  the 
stage.  Then  he  went  to  the  theater  and 
was  vomiting  just  before  we  were  called. 
I  didn't  know  it  at  that  time.  He  com- 
plained of  pains  in  his  heart  that  after 
noon,  and  when  he  went  on  the  stage  his 
face  had  a  bluish  tinge.  It  was  either 
heart  disease  or  apoplexy  that  caused 
his  death."

Frank  Gergel  Claims  He  Was  Shot  at  By 
the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  Bridge 
Tender. 


He  Exhibits  Bullet  Holes  in  His  Overcoat 

to  Prove   His  Statement  of  the 

Shooting. 


Great  Western  Works  May  Start  Up  Tomor- 
row  Both  the   Men  and  Company 
Being  Anxious. 


Frank  Gergel  visited  the  county  attor- 
ney today  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
the  arrest  of  William  McNaughton,  the 
St.  Paul  Cv  Duluth  bridge  tender.  Gergel 
is  employed  at  the  car  works.  He  claims 
to  have  gone  to  Superior,  spent  all  his 
money  and  returned  over  the  bridge. 

According  to  his  story,  just  after  cross- 
ing the  draw  a  man  who  was  standing  on 
the  bridge  asked  him  if  he  bad  a  pass. 
He  replied  that  he  had  not  and  went  on. 
When  he  had  w.alked  about  loo  feet 
farther  McNaughton,  whom  he  recog- 
nized as  keeper  of  the  bridge,  came  run- 
ning up,  struck  him  on  the  back  and 
immediately  commenced  tiring  at  him 
with  his  revolver.  In  proof  of  his  state- 
ment as  regards  the  shooting  Gergel  ex- 
hibits three  bullet  holes  in  his  overcoat. 
He  also  carries  a  bruise  on  his  cheek 
bone,  but  says  he  does  not  know  whether 
this  was  grazed  by  a  bullet  or  not,  as  he 
lost  his  bead  as  soon  as  the  tiring  com- 
menced and  only  knew  enough  to  run  lor 
his  life.  The  overcoat  is  burned  near 
where  the  bullets  went  through. 

Want  to  Start  Up. 
The  Great  Western  employes  were 
given  to  understand  that  they  would  re- 
ceive their  pay  today  and  that  every- 
thing would  be  fixed  up  in  a  satisfactory 
manner.  Yesterday  the  sheriff  came  up 
to  serve  an  injunction  and  stop  the  en- 
gine but  on  a  conference  with  the  men 
and  the  company  a  stay  of  proceedings 
was  granted  for  twenty-four  hours  togive 
the  company  time  to  make  a  settlement. 
It  is  stated  that  there  never  was  so  large 
an  amount  of  work  on  band  as  at  the 
present  time  and  both  the  company  and 
the  men  are  very  anxious  to  keep  the 
works  moving.  The  men  say,  however, 
that  they  must  have  money  with  which 
to  live  and  must  have  it  at  once  as  they 
have  stood  off  their  creditors  as  long  as 
possible.  There  is  no  antagonism  be- 
tween ttie  men  and  the  company  and  if 
the  money  can  be  raised  there  will  be  no 
further  trouble. 

Ran  Into  the  Bridge. 
The  first  Oneota  street  bridge  this  side 
of  the  viaduct  presented  a  rather  curious 
spectacle  this  morning  as  a  result  of  a 
collision  between  a  Northern  Pacific  box 
car  and  the  bridge.  West  of  this  struc- 
ture there  is  a  side  track  running  on  a 
dechne  towards  the  bridge,  which  is 
used  by  the  Sutphin  packing  house.  By 
some  means  the  car  got  away  last  night 
and  crashed  into  the  bridge.  It  must 
have  struck  with  great  force.  The 
bridge  is  damaged  to  the  extent  of  $25 
and  the  car  is  almost  a  total  wreck.  The 
latter  is  cut  nearly  in  two,  the  roof  lying 
on  top  of  the  bridge  while  the  trucks  and 
lower  part  are  beneath.

It  also  claims  to  have 
expended  S9400  at  the  request  of  the 
company. 

The  court  is  asked  to  order  $39,432.61; 
paid  to  the  Construction  company  out  of 
the  pro.:eeds  of  the  sale  under  the  mort- 
gage and  also  to  direct  the  receiver  to 
pay  over  $9400.

Superior  Flouring   Mill   Has  Gone   Into  the 
Hands  of  a  Receiver. 

The  Anchor  Milling  company,  of  Supe- 
rior, on  application  ot  W.  A.  Wilkins, 
passed  into  the  hands  of  H.  T.  Fowler, 
receiver,  today.  The  order  was 
issued  by  Judge  Smith,  of  the  superior 
:ourt.  Wilkins  is  secretary  and  treas- 
urer of  the  company,  and  this  action  was 
taken  to  protect  himself  and  wther  cred- 
itors. The  company  lacked  ready  cash, 
but  is  claimed  to  be  perfectly  solvent. 
The  plant  is  easily  worth  $300,000,  and 
indebtedness  will  not  exceed  $125,000, 
but  of  which  §25,000  was  due  and  press- 
ing.^ The  will  be  no  interruption  of  the 
mill's  filling  orders.  Several  mea  on  the 
Duluth  hoard  of  trade  who  had  sold 
wheat  to  the  mill  have  had  their  checks 
returned  unpaid.

The  New  Stale  Capitol. 
There  is  said  to  be  a  report  in  circula- 
tion in  political  circles  in  St.  Paul  ibai 
an  attempt  will  be  made  at  the  co  liing 
session  of  the  legislature  to  repeal  the 
state  Capitol  law,  on  the  ground  that  the 
Capitol  is  not  now  needed,  nor  will  be 
within  the  time  set,  ten  years  hence,  and 
that  the  people  of  the  state  are  too  poor 
to  go  on  with  the  expenditure  of  the  i\,- 
000,000  voted  last  session.  Had  there 
been  an  opposition  legislature  there 
would  no  doubt  have  be«;n  a  formidable 
movement  tor  repeal,  as  repeal  was  made 
an  isiue  in  some  parts  of  the  state  by 
both  Populists  and  Democrats  in  the 
legislative  districts. 

How  formidable  it  will  now  be  is  yet 
to  be  seen,  and  depends  largely  on  the 
attitude  of  some  of  the  Republican  lead- 
ers. Some  of  these  hold  that  it  will  be 
a  good  move  for  the  future,  to  get  the 
party  on  record  for  retrenchment.  A 
number  of  Republican  lay  members- 
elect  of  the  lower  house  are  enthusiasti- 
cally for  the  move,  and/  it  will  doubtless 
be  made  unless  set  down  on  very  vigor- 
ously and  very  soon  by  the  leaders. 

Senator  Eric  Sevatson,  of  the  Cotton- 
wood-Jackson distiict,  who  is  a  Popu 
list,  but  who  is  said  to  have  the  assur- 
ance of  support  from  Republican  sena- 
tors, is  the  leader  of  the  repeal  forces. 
It  IS  claimed  that  the  steps  so  far  taken 
by  the  capitol  committee  are  all  right, 
and  that  there  will  not  necessarily  be 
any  loss  by  delaying  action  for  several 
years.  Senator  Sevatson's  idea  is  said 
to  be  to  repeal  the  bill  unconditionaliy 
£0  that  work  can  be  re-co.mmenced  in 
three  or  five  years. 

It  would  be  a  cause  for  regret  if  thu 
movement  to  repeal  the  capi'.ol  law 
should  succeed.  If  it  rests  solely  upon 
the  claiin  that  the  capitol  is  not  needed 
now  it  must  inevitably  fail.  No  one  who 
is  familiar  wtih  thecroAded  condition  of 
the  present  capilol  and  with  the  difficul- 
ties under  which  the  departments  are 
working  as  a  result  of  this  crowding  will 
agree  with  the  statement  that  a  new  cap- 
itol is  not  needed.  Not  only  is  such  a 
building  needed,  but  n  is  very  badl> 
needed,  and  it  would  be  a  shame  if  the 
work  of  erecting  it  should  be  further  de- 
layed. Not  only  is  The  Herald  in  favor 
of  erecung  the  new  capitol  as  proposed 
by  the  bill  passed  two  years  ago,  but  it 
believes  that  the  coming  legislature 
should  appropriate  a  su  tficicnt  sum  to 
erect  a  building  for  the  state  historical 
society  on  the  fine  corner  lot  owned  by 
the  society  opposite  the  present  capitol 
in  St.  Paul. 

The  present  quarters  of  the  society  are 
cramped  and  inconvenient  and  positive- 
ly unsafe.  A  fire  might  at  any  time 
sweep  away  the  valuable  accumulations 
of  years,  and  many  historical  relics  that 
would  be  destroyed  could  never  be  re- 
placed. If  the  legislature  does  not  feel 
disposed  to  put  up  a  special  building  at 
this  time  for  the  historical  society,  it 
could  be  given  safe,  roomy  and  comfort- 
able quarters  in  the  new  capitol.  It  is  a 
libel  on  the  state  to  say  that  it  is  too  poor 
to  go  on  with  the  capitol  project,  Min- 
sota  can  afford  to  erect  a  hrst-class  capi- 
tol of  which  the  people  will  be  proud, 
and  it  should  do  so  without  further  need- 
less delay.

J.  L.  Washburn,  George  A.  Elder's  at- 
torney, returned  from  St.  Paul  last  night, 
and  Mrj«  Elder  was  arraigned  before 
Judge  Baxter.  He  waived  the  reading 
of  the  indictments  and  was  given  twenty- 
four  hours  in  which  to  make  a  plea.  The 
plea  will,  of  course,  be  not  guilty,  and 
Elder  will  be  admitted  to  $10,000  bail, 
which  will  be  easily  secured. 

There  are  four  indictments,  each  for 
grand  larceny  in  the  first  degree,  and  in 
them  he  is  charged  with  embezzling  va- 
rious sums  aggregating  t76.6oi;.3g.  The 
first  indictment  charges  that  in  May, 
i8g2,  while  employed  as  vice  president 
and  acting  managing  officer,  having  the 
custody  of  the  funds  of  the  company,  he 
embezzled  $5000  belonging  to  the  com- 
pany aud  appropriated  it  to  the  use  of 
himself  and  Thomas  Dowse. 

The  second  indictment  alleges  that  he 
had  in  his  possession  as  an  officer  of 
the  company  $40,000  belonging  to  the 
city  of  Duluth  which  had  been  delivered 
to  the  American  Loan  and  Trust  com- 
pany for  the  purpose  of  taking  up  cer- 
tam  matured  bonds  of  the  city.  While 
the  money  was  in  his  possession  he  is 
accused  of  converting  $14,86667  of  that 
amount  to  the  use  of  the  American 
Loan  and  Trust  company. 

The  third  indictment  charges  that  he 
appropriated  Jio,9QO  57  out  of  $20,000  of 
personal  property  belonging  to  the  Amer- 
ican Loan  and  Trust  company,  and  con- 
verted it  to  the  use  of  the  Syndicate  In- 
vestment company  and  others  unknown 
to  the  grand  jury.  Eider  was  interested 
in  the  Syndicate  company. 

The  fourth  and  last  charj^e  is  that  he 
embezzled  $36,748  15  out  of  $40,000  be- 
longing to  the  American  Loan  and  Trust 
company.

Nat  C.  Goodwin. 

That  Nat  Goodwin  is  the  most  popu- 
lar actor  who  ever  stepped  on  a  Duluth 
stage  is  an  .assertion  which  cannot  even 
be  iiuestioned.

-Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hannon  leave  for  Dan- 
ville, 111.,  tomorrow  where  they  will  re- 
side. Mr.  Hannon  is  running  a  pas<;en- 
ger  train  on  the  Chicago  &  Eastern  Illi- 
nois road.  He  was  one  of  the 
senger  conductors  on  the 
Range  road. 


The  Hulett  will  case  came  to  trial  yes- 
terday afternoon  before  Judge  Moer, 
Senator  Davis,  A.  A.  Pines,  of  Chicago, 
and  H.  S.  Mahon  appearing  lor  Mrs. 
Pomeroy  and  Judge  Spencer  for  the 
heirs.  Two  hours  were  required  to  em 
panel  the  jury,  eighteen  talesmen  being 
called  before  the  satisfactory  twelve 
were  found.  Following  is  the  complete 
jury: 

Charles  Hopewell,  A.  Terryberry, 
Charles  T.  Cash,  John  Cowling,  O.  R, 
Harris,  C.  J.  Kershaw,  F.  Maynard,  M. 
Kastriner,  C.  O.  Blanchard,  Charles 
Rigden,  Harry  Totman,  W.  W.  Black- 
shaw. 

H.  S.  Mahon  opened  the  appellant's 
case  to  the  jury.  He  stated  clearly  the 
single  issue  to  be  decided  by  the  jury- 
was  the  marriage  contract  in  fact  exe- 
cuted by  Nehcmiah  Hulett.  He  said 
that  the  contract  would  speak  for  itself, 
and  that  witnesses  would  be  produced 
who  would  testify  to  collateral  circum- 
stances going  to  establish  the  fact  of  a 
common  law  marriage.  He  oromised  to 
produce  a  letter  signed  by  'Hulett  ad- 
dressing the  appellant  as  Mrs.  Hulett. 
The  genuineness  of  the  signature  to  the 
contract  would  be  established  by  experc 
testimony. 

In  his  history  of  the  case  he  told   a  ro- 
mantic story  not  before  developed  in  the 
case.    Mrs.  Pomerov  came  to  Duiuth  in 
1872  and  settled  at  Oneota,  when    an  at-  I 
tachment  grew  up   between   Hulett  and  I 
her   which    resulted  in    an  engagement, 
afterwards  broken.     After   she   married  ! 
Mr.  Pomeroy  he  began  to  develop   signs  | 
of  insanity.     In  1890  Mr.  Hulett  and  .Mrs. 
Pomeroy  again  met,  and  the   memory  of 
their  relations  nearly    twenty    years  be- 
fore   induced    him    to    help  her  in  her 
trouble,    and    he    brought  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Pomeroy    to   the    homestead    .at    Stony 
Point,  where  she  acted  as  his  housekeep- 
er.   Mr.    Pomeroy    died    in    the  insane 
asylum  at  St.  Peter  in  1801. 

The  Marriage  Contract. 
Atter  his  death  Mr.  Hulett  again  asked 
Mrs.  Pomeroy  to  become  his  wife,  and 
she  wrote  to  her  sister  asking  her  advice. 
The  advice  was  favorable,  and  on  Jan. 
0,  1893,  the  following  contract,  on  which 
the  applicant's  claim  is  based,  was 
made:

January  6tb,  1892. 
Contract  of  marriage  between  N.  Hulett 

and  Mrs.  L.  A.  Pomeroy: 

B-:lieving  a  marriage  by  contract  to  be 
perfectly  lawful,  we  do  hereby  agree  to 
be  husband  and  wife,  and  to  hereafter 
live  together  as  such. 

In  witness  whereoi  we  have  hereunto 
set  our  hands  the  day  and  year  first 
above  written.  N.  Hulktt, 

L.  A.Po.MEROY. 

The  nrst    paragraph    is  in   Mrs.  Pum- 
eroy's    writing,  and   the    second   in   the 
same  hand  as  the  signatin-e  of  N.  Hulett. 
Judge  Carey,  the    administrator,  was  the 
only  witness  called    yesterday  and    his 
testimony  was  confined  to  the  production 
of  certain  documents  in  his  possession. 
Mrs  Pomeroy's  Story. 
This    morning    Mrs.    Pomeroy     was 
placed  on  the  stand,  and   her    examina- 
tion was  conducted    by    Senator    Davis. 
She  told  about  her  former   husband's  in- 
sanity, their  removal  to   Hulett's  farm, 
his  removal  to  the  insane   asylum   at  St! 
Peter  pursuant  to  an  order  of    the    pro- 
bate court,  and  finally  of  his  death  in  the 
asvlum.    She  said    that    Hulett    invited 
them  to  cogae  to  his  home,    and    that  he 
took    them    there.    She   assumed     the 
housekeeping  duties  and  did    nearly  all 
the  work.     She  denied  with  some  asper- 
ity that  she  did  the  washing. 

She  and  her  little  girl  remained  with 
Mr.  Hulett  after  her  husband's  death, 
occupying  rooms  on  the  upper  floor' 
while  Mr.  Hulett  lived  down  stairs'. 
She  had  no  means  of  support,  her  hus- 
barid  having  left  no  estate,  and  she  re- 
mained at  the  Hulett  homestead  until 
Hulett's  death  in  July,  1892,

The  date,  Jan.  6,  was  not  correct.  It 
should  have  been  the  7th.  It  was  early 
in  the  morning  when  the  agreement  was 
made,  and  she  took  the  date  from  a 
paper  of  the  day  before. 

Writing  of  the  Agreement.

Mrs.J  Lathrop  wanted  Miller  &  Chal- 
mers,undcrtakers,  to  direct  the  funeral  but 
Clark  &  Sessions,  having  gottt:n  posses- 
sion from  Dr.  Erwing,  coroner,  refused  to 
give  the  body  up.  Hence  the  second 
tragedy.

It  says:  "In  con- 
sequence of  the  continued  attacks 
ag4in.->t  Mexico  and  her  government 
made  by  the  official  Guatemalan  press, 
it  was  rumored  yesterday  that  this  coun- 
try would  declare  diplomatic  relations 
with  Guatemala  at  an  end."

This  plan 
will  do  away  with  branding  the  logs  and 
sorting  them  as  is  now  necessary,  and 
in  other  ways  will  save  the  lumbermen 
much  expense.

Mrs.  Davis'  claim  is  based  upon  the 
f:tct  that  she  is  sole  heir  of  her  late  hus- 
band. She  alleges  that  the  defendants 
obtained  possession  of  her  husband's  in- 
terest in  the  mine  after  his  death  by  fore- 
closing a  mortgage  without  obtaining 
permission  from  the  probate  coart  to  do 
so.

000,000  Taels  and  All  Japan's 

War  Expenses.

As  the  Japanese  Are  at  the  Walls  of  Port  Ar- 
thur, Negotiations  May  b9 
Hurried. 


Ministers  Dun  and  Denby  Have  Ben   Noti- 
fied  tp  Transmit  Any  Chinese 
Offer  to  Japan. 


Washington,  Nov.  22.— In  accord- 
ance with  the  suggestion  of  Japan,  the 
state  department  has  notified  Minister 
Dun  at  Tokio  and  Mr.  Denby  at  Pckin 
to  transmit  such  direct  information,  etc., 
as  China  may  wish  to  make  to  Japan.  As 
the  cable  directions  were  sent  Tuesday, 
sufficient  time  has  not  elapsed  to  deter- 
mine whether  China  will  consent  to 
make  an  offer-  direct  and  definite  as 
Japan  insists  must  be  done.  The  Chinese 
legation  here  has  not  been  notified  as  to 
what  course  its  government  will  take. 
An  Associa'.ed  Press  cable  from  Japan 
states,  however,  that  China  has  inti- 
mated her  willingness  to  pay  an  indem- 
nity of  100,000,000  taels  and  in  addition 
pay  all  the  war  expenses  incurred  by 
japan.  As  the  war  exoenses  are  150,000,- 
cgo  taels,  the  total  offer  of  Ciiina  wou  d 
be  250,000,000  taels.  The  tael  is  the 
Chinese  silver  coin  worth  about  71;  cents 
at  the  present  exchange,  so  that  the 
whole  payment  would  be  approximately 
gi 75.000,000  American  money. 

The  amount  is  regarded  here  as  quite 
large,  and  it  is  believed  arrangements 
between  the  two  nations  could  be  effected 
on  terms  providing  for  a  smaller  war  in- 
deninity.  Diplomats  here  say  that  under 
ordinary  circumstances  it  would  take 
some  time  for  China  to  formally  present 
Its  offer  to  Minister  Denby,  but  owinc'  to 
the  tact  that  the  Japanese  are  now  at*the 
walls  of  Pert  Arthur  about  to  make  the 
last  blow  at  China's  greatest  for'.ress,  it  is 
anticipated  that  China  may  hurry  the 
negotiations  to  a  conclusion. 

It  is  expected  that  Minister  Denby 
will  transmit  the  ofler  by  telegraph  to 
Tien  Tsin  and  Shanghai  and  thence  by 
Cable  to  Yokohama.  The  understanding 
is  that  China  and  Japan  will  pay  the  ex- 
penses of  the  American  ministers  inci- 
dent to  the  nogotiations. 

The  advance  on  Port  Arthur  is  re- 
garded as  having  an  important  bearirg 
on  the  peace  negotiations.  Lieut.  My- 
oka,  naval  attache  of  the  Jjipanese 
legation  here,  says  the  advance  move- 
ment has  been  most  cautious,  as  the 
ground  for  forty  miles  around  Port 
Arthur  has  been  found  fairlv  alive  with 
powder  mines  connected  with  electric 
wires  to  Port  Arthur.  Three  days  ago 
the  Japanese  were  within  a  day's  march 
ot  ttie  fortress,  but  it  was  necessary  to 
send  ahead  small  scouting  parties  to  pick 
a  route  away  from  the  mines  and  electric 
wires. 

The  regular  roads  could  not  be  used 
for  the  artillery,  as  it  would  have  been 
blown  up,  and  accordingly  the  big  guns 
have  had  to  be  moved  in  circuitous 
routes  through  woods  and  morass.  It  is 
regarded  as  likely  this  cautious  march 
will  have  been  completed  today,  and  the 
Japanese  legation  is  hourly  expecting 
word  that  the  decisive  blow  has  been 
struck,  though  a  long  siege  may  be  nec- 
essary as  the  fortress  has  one  of  the 
strongest  defense  ot  modern  times.  It 
is  believed  that  a  Japanese  success 
would  quickly  close  the  peace  negotia- 
tions, but  that  a  repulse  would  impel 
China  to  hold  off  further. 

Officials  an<1  diplomats  are  scanning 
the  records  of  Messrs.  Dun  and  Denby 
to  asceriain  their  capacity  to  deal  with 
the  large  question  committed  to  them. 
Mr.  Dun  has  had  unusual  experience  in 
Japan.  Gen.  Capron,  who  built  the  Jap- 
anese legation  in  Washington,  wished  to 
send  a  consignment  of  fine  merino  sheep 
to  Japan.  The  Duns  had  a  stock  farm 
in  Ohio,  and  furnished  the  sheen,  young 
Dun  going  to  look  after  them.  He  re- 
mained in  Japan  some  time  and  finally 
married  a  Japanese  lady  of  high  family, 
by  whom  he  had  a  daughter.  This  at- 
tached him  to  the  Japanese  and  made 
him  a  fixture  there. 

President  Arthur  first  appointed  him 
as  second  secretary  of  the  United  States 
legation  at  Tokio.  When  President 
Cleveland's  administration  began  two 
years  ago.  California  made  an  effort  to 
secure  the  appointment  of  the  minister 
to  Japan  for  one  of  her  favored  sons.  At 
an  opportune  time,  however.  Judge  Thur- 
man,  who  had  been  on  the  prestdential 
ticket  with  Mr.  Cleveland  four  years 
ago,  asked  the  president  as  the  only 
favor  he  had  to  request  that  Mr.  Dun 
be  promoted  to  minister.  The  request 
was  complied  with.  Mr.  Dun's  Jap- 
anese wife  is  dead,  but  his  relations 
with  the  Japanese  are  very  cordial, 
which,  with  his  long  experience,  well 
fits  him  for  the  present  negotiations. 

Minister  Denby  is  a  lawyer  of  ability^ 
who  has  served  through  three  admini- 
strations, being  appointed  during  Mr. 
Cleveland's  first  term,  retained  liv  Mr. 
Harrison  owing  to  their  personal  associ- 
ations in  Indiana  and  the  objection  of 
China  to  Senator  Blair,  and  again  re- 
tained by  Mr.  Cleveland.  He  has  an 
outward  austerity  which  has  not,  how- 
ever, prev«?nted  his  being  most  accept- 
able to  China. 

To  A'  range  Peace 
Tien  Tsin,  Nov.  22.—  The  chief  of  the 
imperial  customs  here,  DeTing,  who  was 
recently  summoned  to  Pekin  in  order  to 
confer  with  the  government  as  to  ways 
and  means  for  raising  money  for  the  war, 
has  left  for  Japan  in  order  to  arrange' 
terms  of  peace.

Annual  Report  of  Chief  Hazen  Showing  the 

Number  of  Arrests    For   Making 

Counterfeit  Money. 


Of   Those   Who    Fell     Into    Uncle   Sam's 
Clutches  Five  Hundred  Were  Con- 
victed or  Pleaded  Guilty. 


Coin  Counterfeiters  More  Numerous  Than 

Formerly  and  an  Unusual  Number 

of  Arrests  is  Reported. 


Washington,  Nov.  22.— William  P. 
Hazen,  the  chief  of  the  secret  service  of 
the  treasury  department,  in  his  annual 
report  shows  that  during  the  year  the 
total  number  of  arrests  made  was  6S7, 
nearly  all  of  which  were  for  violations  of 
the  statutes  relating  to  counterfeiting 
United  States  money.  Of  these  arrests 
about  500  were  either  convicted  or  plead- 
ed guilty,  and  i2g  are   now  awaiting  the 

action  of  grand  juries.  The  fines  col- 
lected amounted  to  $5967.  The  amount 
of  altered  or  counterfeit  notes  captured 
during  the  year  was  $21,300;  coins, 
$10,756. 

There  were  also  captured  134  plates 
from  which  counterfeit  notes  tiad  been 
printed,  thirty-three  dies,  156  molds  and 
a  large  quantity  of  tools,  melting  pots, 
etc.  Cbiet  Hazen  states  that  the  events 
of  the  last  year  furnished  evidence  of 
great  activity  among  counterfeiters,  the 
number  of  arrests  reported  for  counter- 
feiting both  notes  and  coins  largely  ex- 
ceeding that  of  any  previous  year  in  the 
history  of  the  service.  In  commenting 
upon  the  large  number  of  counterfeit 
notes  discovered,  Chief  Hazen  says: 

"The  art  of  photolithography,  although 
seemingly  in  its  infancy,  has  made  it 
cotDparatively  easv  to  imitate  the  most 
skillfully  engraved  designs  of  our  notes, 
so  that  the  danger  from  this  source  is  not 
only  very  grave,  but  increasing,  and  to 
meet  these  conditions  the  designs  and 
execution  of  government  notes  should  be 
such  as  would  make  their  reproduction 
most  difficult.  One  safeguard  still  re- 
maining, however,  is  the  secret  process 
of  making  distinctive  paper. 

"Coin  counterfeiters  are  more  numer- 
ous than  tormerly,  and  more  than  the 
usual  number  of  arrests  and  captures  of 
material  has  been  reported.  This  branch 
of  counterfeiting,  however,  is  more  seri- 
ous in  its  results  to  the  community  than 
that  of  making  spurious  notes  and  much 
less  difhcult  of  detection.  No  evidence 
of  advancement  in  the  art  of  manufac- 
turing counterfeit  coin  has  been  shown. 
Of  the  numerous  counterfeits  of  the  sil- 
ver coins  which  happened  during  the 
past  year,  none  can  he  classed  as  espe- 
cially dangerous. 

"The  figures  show  a  decided  increase 
in  the  receipt  of  altered  notes  during  the 
fiscal  year.  The  arrests  of  persons 
charged  with  altering  and  passing  notes 
are  largely  in  excess  of  any  previous 
year,  and  are  due  to  the  promptness  of 
the  agents  of  this  service  in  thoroughly 
investigating  all  cases  reported  to  them. 
"Among  the  most  important  arrests  of 
this  class  of  operators  were  M.  T.  f  aul- 
son  at  Denver,  Col.,  on  Sept.  16,  1S93. 
and  S.  J.  Freeland  and  his  wife  Belle, 
at  Chicago,  on  Nov.  15,  1893.  These 
people  were  artists  in  this  line  of  work 
and  the  community  is  to  be  congratu- 
lated that  they  are  now  serving  terms  in 
prison. 

"On.  Feb.  i,  1894,  Ijfound  the  banking 
interests  deeply  concerned  over  the 
great  number  of  lift  weight  gold  coins  m 
circulation.  These  coins  had  been  im- 
paired by  a  new  and  ingenious  method, 
namely:  The  milled  or  corrugated  rim 
of  the  coin  had  been  reaioved,  decreas- 
ing its  value  about  5  per  cent.  New 
milling  was  then  put  on  and  the  coin  to 
all  appearance  made  perfect.  I  im- 
mediately put  agents  to  work  with  the 
results  that  all  the  guilty  persons  are  now 
serving  terms  injstates  prison.  One  man 
was  arrested  in  Sioux  City,  Iowa, 
on  March  19,  1894,  and  after  trial 
was  sent  to  imprisonment  for  eighteen 
months;  another  and  nis  wife  were  sub- 
sequently arrested  in  Baltimore  and 
sentenced  to  four  years  and  six  months, 
respectively.  In  both  instances  a  lathe 
and  complete  set  of  tools  were  cap- 
tured. Since  these  arrests  were  made, 
coins  lightened  in  the  manner  above  de- 
scribed have  ceased  to  appear. 
"In  the  prosecution    of  these  cases    I 
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was  greatly  surprised  to  learn  that  there 
is  no  law  to  punish  uttering  or  passing 
such  lightened  or  debased  coins,  know- 
ing them  to  be  such.  I  therefore  earn- 
estly recommended  the  passage  of  an 
act  making  it  a  felony  to  mutilate 
United  States  coins,  or  to  utter,  pass  or 
attempt  to  pass  such  coins." 

Busts  of  \ice  Presidents  Stevenson, 
George  M.  Dallas  and  Elbridge  Gerry 
have  been  placed  in  the  vice  presi- 
dential niches  in  the  senate  gallery.  The 
Aaron  Burr  statue  has  been  placed  in 
one  of  the  gallery  corridors  preparatory 
to  the  transferring  to  its  permanent 
quarters  inside  the  senate  chamber. 

Citizens  who  apply  to  the  fish  com- 
mission for  goldhsh  will  be  doomed  to 
disappointment  in  the  future.  The  com- 
mission has  found  it  necessary  to  curtail 
the  generous  and  gratuitous  distribution 
of  these  fish,  which  has  come,  during  the 
past  five  years,  to  be  a  large  part  of  the 
institution.  In  the  future  gold  fish  will 
be  furnished  only  to  state  commissions, 
to  parks  and  for  public  uses  generally, 
and  will  not  be  given  to  private  appli- 
cants. 

This  step  has  been  forced  upon  the 
commission  by  the  steady  increase  of  the 
demand  for  goldfish,  which  has  grown 
until  it  overtaxes  the  forces  of  the  bu- 
reau, and  interferes  with  more  important 
work.  There  is  no  special  law  authoriz- 
ing or  compelling  the  commission  to 
handle  goldfish.  The  custom  of  giving 
them  away  has  grown  from  small  be- 
ginnings some  ten  years  ago  until  during 
the  past  five  seasons  the  annual  output 
has  amounted  to  about  20,000  fish. 

Congressmen  began  it  by  sending  re- 
quests to  the  commission  to  furnish 
friends  with  a  globe  of  goldfish. 
Finally  it  became  customary 
to  supply  any  applicant  on  the 
strength  of  a  letter  bearing  congression- 
al endorsement,  and  the  gold  fish  distri- 
bution became  as  well  recoeni/.ed  and 
popular  a  service  as  the  garden  seeds  to 
rural  voters  by  the  agricultural  depart- 
ment. Nearly  a  third  of  the  houses  in 
the  District  of  Columbia,  say  the  ofiicials, 
have  been  supplied  with  fresh  water 
stock  at  government  expense.  Applica- 
tions came  from  all  sections  of  the  coun- 
try and  as  the  recipients  were  com- 
pelled to  pay  the  cost  of  shipping  their 
fish  often  cost  them  more  than  they 
could  have  bought  them  from  the  near- 
est dealers. 

Many  complaints  have  been  made  by 
dealers  in  goldfish  that  the  commission 
had  ruined  their  business  by  its  de- 
structive free  competition.  As  the 
bureau  was  established  principally  for 
the  propagation  of  food  fishes,  rather 
than  to  encourage  the  esthetic  tastes  of 
the  community  by  dissemination  of 
piscatorial  specimens  merely  for  house- 
bold  ornamentation,  and  more  important 
work  was  interfered  with,  it  will  give 
away  no  more  goldfish. 


THE  NEW  BONO  ISSUE. 


Senator  Teller  Says  It  Will  Not  Keep  a  Large 
Gold  Reserve. 

Denver,  Nov.  22.— Senator  Teller  has 
started  for  Washington.  Before  his  de- 
parture he  said  regarding  the  new  bond 
issue.  "In  my  opinion  it  is  foolish  to 
suppose  that  the  issue  of  bonds  tends  to 
keep  a  large  reserve  of  gold  in  the  treas- 
ury, as  the  bonds  are  purchased  with 
gold  that  has  been  withdrawn  from  the 
treasury  a  few  days  previously.  If  Mr. 
Cleveland  would  address  himself  to  se- 
cure the  proper  amount  of  revenue  to 
meet  governmental  expenses  he  would 
be  doing  something. 

"I  don't  believe  there  is  any  system  of 
finance  that  can  bring  general  prosper- 
ity to  the  country  that  does  not  include 
the  free  use  of  silver  with  gold  at  the 
present  mint  ratio  of  16  to  1  or  at  the 
French  ratio  of  15  |i  to  i.  I  believe 
further  th.^t  the  political  party  that  will 
insure  a  return  of  that  system  will  be  the 
successful  party  in  American  politics."

Important  Convention  to  Be  Held  in  St.  Louis 
Next  Month. 

St.  Louis,  Nov.  22.— There  seems  to 
be  a  misunderstanding  throughout  the 
country  as  to  the  date  of  holding  the  sev- 
enth national  convention  of  the  Boys' 
and  Girls'  National  Home  and  Employ- 
ment association.  It  will  convene  in  this 
city  on  Dec.  11,  and  from  present  indica- 
tions there  will  be  a  good  attendance  of 
delegates. 

It  is  expected  that  each  state  will  be 
represented,  and  some  of  the  governors, 
mayors,  chiefs  of  police  and  other  state 
and  municipal  officials,  as  well  as  many 
prominent  men,  will  be  present.  Each 
railroad  and  transportation  company  has 
also  been  invited  to  send  an  employe  as 
a  delegate  for  the  purpose  of  ascertain- 
ing certain  statistics  in  regard  to  the 
tramp. 

The  direct  object  in  having  delegates 
sent  from  every  state  is  to  discuss  and 
adopt  the  most  practical  plans  of  munici- 
pal and  social  reform  and  agree  upon 
uniform  action  for  the  consideration  by 
each  state  legislature  at  its  next  session. 

ATTACKED  BY  THIEVES. 


George  Parsons  Lathrop  Defends  the  Catholic 
Church  from  Attacks. 

New  York,  Nov.  22. — George  Parsons 
Lathrop  delivered  an  address  last  night 
on  the  subject  of  religious  toleration. 
Mr.  Lathrop's  address  went  to  show  that 
the  Catholic  church  in  the  United  States 
today  stood  in  a  false  light.  There  was 
a  great  misapprehension  concerning  it 
as  there  was  in  England  in  the  days  of 
the  "no  popery"  riots  in  London  which 
were  led  by  Lord  George  Gordon. 

He  spoke  of  unjust  attacks  made  upon 
the  Catholic  church  by  the  A.  P,  A.  and 
kindred  anti-Roman  Catholic  organiza- 
tions. He  declared  the  Catholic  church 
was  not  opposed  to  the  progress  of  civili- 
zation, was  not  guilty  of  intolerance  and 
was  not  in  favor  of  a  union  of  church 
and  state. 

MILWAUKEE  GIRL  MISSING. 


Two  Muncie  Men  Assaulted  and  Robbed   and 
One  is  Missing. 

Muncie,  Ind.,  Nov.  22.— Late  last 
night  Alisha  E.  Bright  was  coming  to 
Muncie  and  two  miles  from  the  citv  on 
the  Wheeling  road  found  Peter  Wolf 
lying  along  the  roadside  unconscious, 
with  a  gash  in  his  head  and  one  arm 
mangled.  A  short  distance  away  stood 
a  Wheeling  hack  unoccupied  and  the 
driver,  David  Landers,  gone. 

Wolt  was  taken  to  the  city  hospital, 
and  when  he  regained  consciousness 
said  that  Landers  and  himself  left  Mun- 
cie together  and  both  had  a  consider- 
able amount  of  money.  The  police  are 
searching  for  Landers,  and  .believe  that 
he  has  been  robbed  and  probably  mur- 
deici.  Wolf  was  probably  knocked 
from  the  wagon  and  run  over  by  a 
wheel.  He  is  a  well  known  citizen.  It  is 
believed  that  thieves  from  Muncie  fol- 
lowed the  men.

Later— Alma  Howard  has  been  found. 
She  had  wandered  about  the  streets,  not 
knowing  where  she  was  going  and  was 
unable  to  find  her  home.  The  child 
seems  to  have  been  affected  with  tem- 
porary insanity. 


A  SCARE  FOR  THE  POLICE. 


Bomb  Lying  at  the  South  Bend  Police  Station 
For  Several  Weeks. 

South  Bend,  Ind.,  Nov.  22.— It  has 
just  come  to  light  that  a  bomb  has  been 
lying  in  the  office  of  the  chief  of  police 
for  several  weeks.  It  appeared  to  be  a 
giant  firecracker  and  was  brought  there 
by  a  German  who  found  it  near  the  Oli- 
ver chilled  plow  works. 

It  excited  so  much  comment  that  Capt. 
Cassidy  opened  it  and  found  that  it  con- 
tained powder  and  a  stick  of  dynamite 
four  inches  long.  Had  it  from  any  cause 
exploded,  it  would  have  destroyed  the 
station  and  other  property,  and  killed  a 
number  of  people.  The  intention  may 
have  been  to  blow  up  the  station,  but 
this  is  unlikely.

14,000  'rom  the  Pacific 
Express  company's  office  at  that  place 
have  been  exonerated  by  the  county 
grand  jury  on  account  of  lack  of  testi- 
mony corroborating  the  man's  confes- 
sion. They  will  be  brought  to  this  city 
to  answer  to  the  charge  of  robbing  the 
United  States  mails  previously  to  the 
express    robbery. 

An  Appeal  Granted. 

Washington,  Nov.  22.— The  court  cf 
appeals  of  the  District  of  Columbia  to- 
day granted  the  motion  of  counsel  lor 
Messrs.  Chapman  and  Macartney,  the 
indicted  recalcitrant  sugar  trust  investi- 
gation witnesses,  for  an  appeal  from  the 
recent  decision  of  Judge  Cole  holding 
that  tbey  are  liable  to  punishment  for 
refusal  to  answer  questions  put  by  the 
same  committee.  The  date  for  bearing 
arguments  on  the  appeal  has  not  yet 
been  fixed. 


A  Slap  at  Grower. 

Portland,  Ore.,  Nov.  22.— Governor 
Pennoyer,  speaking  in  reference  to 
Japan's  reply  to  the  offer  of  mediation  by 
this  government,  said:  "I  see  that  the 
Japanese  government  has  followed  my 
example  by  reminding  President  Cleve- 
land to  attend  to  his  own  business.  For 
the  sake  of  the  country,  the  president 
really  ought  not  to  have  allowed  himself 
to  be  snubbed  the  second  time." 


One  Man  Killed. 

Chicago,  Nov.  22.— A  collision  be- 
tween a  car  of  the  Cicero  &  Proviso 
electric  street  railway  and  a  lumber 
wagon  in  Austin  last  night  resulted  in 
the  instant  death  of  one  man  and  the 
serious  injury  of  another.  The  dead 
man  was  Harry  Bostron.  The  injured 
man  is  Michael  McGary. 


Six  Years  for  Perjury. 
London,    Nov.  22.— At  the  Old  B  uley 
today  H.  L.  Winter,  of  Denver,  Col.,  an 
organist,   was   sentenced    to   six   years 
penal  servitude  for  perjury. 


Muskogee,  I.  T„  Nov.  22.— Last  night 
a  half  dozen  members  of  the  Cook  gang 
were  recognized  on  the  streets  by  citi- 
zens of  this  town.  The  news  was  quickly 
communicated  and  the  town  was  in  the 
wildest  uproar.  Citizens  came  from 
every  part  of  the  town  armed  with  Win- 
chesters, shotguns  and  revolvers.  But 
that  is  all  that  came  out  of  it.  The  out- 
laws made  themselves  scarce  and  no 
harm  came  to  them. 

About  7:30  last  night  James  French, 
widely  known  as  a  daredevil  of  the  Cook 
gang,  rode  into  Muskogee  and  put  up  at 
a  dive  for  the  night.  At  8  o'clock  Tom 
Cordy,  one  of  the  marshals  who  ban  been 
hunting  the  bandits,  organized  a  posse  of 
ten  men  and  returned  to  the  dive,  went 
through  every  room  and  outhouse  but 
Jim  bad  disappeared. 

Officers  who  followed  the  twx)  bandits 
last  night  came  in  about  dusk  and  re- 
ported that  they  had  chased  the  bandits 
to  the  bottoms  and  there  lost  their  course. 
Cherokee  Bill  was  seen  six  miles  nor.h 
of  Muskogee  today.  He  had  two  Win- 
chesters attached  to  his  saddle  and  two 
six  shooters  on  his  person. 

Lou  Cook,  the  queen  outlaw,  and  sis- 
ter to  Bill  and  Jim  Cook,  is  in  Muskogee. 
It  is  believed  she  is  hereto  plan  a  release 
for  Wade  Chamblee,  the  robber  now  in 
jail.  Extra  jail  guards  have  been  placed 
on  duty. 

The  people  are  fearful  that  owing  to 
the  propinquity  and  pbantomlike  move- 
ments of  the  bandits  some  deviltry  will 
soon  take  place  here.  United  States  At- 
torney Jackson  has  wired  Attorney  Gen- 
eral Olney  that  all  the  officers  have  re- 
turned from  the  chase,  and  that  in  his 
opinion  there  is  left  but  one  thing  to  be 
done— to  send  troops.

Minister  Mendonca  Discusses  the  Reb«l  Up- 
rising in  Brazil. 

Washington,  Nov.22.— Minister  Men- 
donca, of  Brazil,  savs  the  report  that  the 
rebel  admiral,  Soldena  da  Gama,  has  as- 
sumed the  leadership  of  7003  rebels 
against  the  new  government  of  Presi- 
dent Moraes  is  the  last  expiring  g;isp  of 
the  monarchists  in  Brazil.  The  minister 
has  not  received  official  confirmation  of 
the  report  but  he  says  if  it  is  true  it  will 
be  a  ^ood  thing  for  the  government:. 

The  lattet-  bad  been  disposed  to  treat 
da  Gama  and  other  rebels  with  leniency, 
and  there  was  prospect  of  general  am- 
nesty to  them.  In  that  case  they  would 
have  returned  to  Rio  Janeiro  to  resume 
their  monarchial  plots.  But  with  da 
Gama  an  open  rebel,  he  can  be  more 
easily  dealt  with  than  as  a  secret  plotter. 
Minister  Mendonca  says  the  govern- 
ment will  make  quick  work  ot  the  da 
Gama  rebellion,  it  it  proves  to  be  true, 
and  will  thereby  exterminate  the  last 
vestige  of  monarchy  in  Brazil. 

The  Rockefeller  Indictments. 
New  York,  Nov.  22.— Regarding  the 
indictment  of  Flagler,  Rockefeller  and 
others  by  the  grand  jury  of  McLennan 
county,  Tex.,  yesterday,  S.  C.  T.  Dodd, 
attorney  for  the  Standard  Oil  company, 
said  to  a  newspaper  correspondent:  "The 
same  thing  has  been  done  before  and  the 
indictment  was  dismissed,  as  it  undoubt- 
edly will  be  in  this  case.  The  Standard 
Oil  company  does  no  business  in  Texas 
anyway,  but  sells  to  St.  Louis  parties, 
who  supply  the  trade  in  the    Southwest."

217  members.  We  worship  in  a  taber- 
nacle seating  about  500.  We  will  enlarge 
first,  for  we  are  now  full  practically, 
and  then  build  a  handsome  chuich 
later.  We  are  all  very  well  and  almost 
settled  in  our  bouse.  I  presume  that 
business  will  call  me  to  Duluth  on 
March  10  or  thereabouts  for  a  day  or 
two." 

Dr.  Ringland's  new  charge  is  the  Col- 
lingwood  avenue  church  in  Toledo.

THE  IRON  TRADE  REVIEW. 

Elements  That  Enter  Into  a  Forecast  of  the 
Situation. 

Cleveland,  Nov.  22.— The  Iron 
Trade  Review  this  week  says:  The 
probability,  amounting  almost  to  a  cer- 
tainty, that  higher  prices  will  be  paid  in 
1895  fof  coke  and  for  Bessemer  ores;  the 
fact  that  up  to  Nov.  i,  stocks  of  pig  iron 
bad  been  decreasing  slightly  in  the  face 
of  a  steadily  increasing  .output  that 
reached  a  yearly  rate  of  nearly  8.500,000 
tons  on  that  date;  the  further  fact  that 
any  noticeable  increase  of  Bessemer  pig 
iron  consumption  will  call  into  activity 
furnaces  which  must  have  a  higher  price 
for  their  iron  than  that  ruling  today — 
these  are  the  prime  elements  in  any 
forecast  of  the  iron  and  steel  situation 
that  reaches  into  the  coming  year. 

Related  to  these  facts  is  another  one— 
the  country's  consumption  of  steel  in  the 
past  few  months  has  been  at  a  rate  never 
equalled  in  its  history,  with  the  railroads, 
once  a  mainstay  of  the  steel  mills,  buy- 
ing less  than  in  the  disastrous  second 
half  of  1893. 

At  Pittsburg  there  has  been  light  buy- 
ing in  JBessemer  pig  and  steel  billets, 
with  the  weakness  attending  the  close  of 
the  year.  Some  sales  of  Bessemer 
are  reported  at  $10  Q5,  and  in  a  tew  in- 
stances S10.50  has  been  touched.  Billets 
have  sold  by  brokers  at  $15  joand  %\  5  65. 
Makers  refuse  to  sell  at  the  lowest  price 
talked  of.  Chicago  reports  a  sustained 
demand  for  Northern  foundry  iron  on 
the  low  basis  lately  prevailing;  sales  of 
Southern  iron  are  still  light.

iUI  UPRIIG  FEMIED 


Ihe  Hawaiian  Government    Has  Taken  Pre- 
cautions Against  an  Uprising  by 
the  Royalists. 


All  the  Guards  in  the  Suburbs  Doubled  and 

Close  Watch  Kept  on  Suspected 

Persons. 


Plot  to  Restore  the  ex-Queen  is  Said  to  Have 
Been  Discovered  by  the  Au- 
thorities. 


Honolulu,  Nov.  12,  per  steamer  Mar- 
iposa, via  San  Francisco,  Nov.  22. — That 
the  government  is  still  slightly  ia  fear  of 
a  Royalist  uprising  has  been  evident 
during  the  last  week.  All  the  guards  in 
the  suburbs  have  been  doubled,  and  a 
close  watch  has  been  kept  on  all  sus- 
pected persons.  The  cause  of  this  sud- 
den activity  is  alleged  to  be  the  discov- 
ery of  a  plot  to  restore  the  ex-qutien. 

The  restoring  party  was  supposed  to 
be  led  by  a  San  Francisco  newspaper 
man  who,  for  a  time  after  his  arrival 
here,  soon  after  the  recent  revolution, 
was  an  active  supporter  of  the  new  gov- 
ernment. His  house  has  been  closely 
watched  for  week-;  past,  and  some  days 
before  the  departure  of  the  steamer 
Australia  last  Saturday,  he  was  ;told  by 
Attorney  General  Smith  that  it  would  be 
much  better  to  take  that  steami'r,  than 
to  remain  here.  He  did  so,  but  the  gov- 
ernment has  not  relaxed  its  walcbfuloess 
on  account  of  his  departure. 

One  of  the  most  prominent  and  richest 
Royalists  in  the  city  said  a  few  evenings 
ago:  "People  who  think  our  cause  is 
dead  will  be  treated  to  a  surpris^i  in  the 
near  future,  which  will  make  them  open 
their  eyes.  We  have  made  many  at- 
tempts to  arouse  the  Royalists  tc  a  sense 
of  their  wrong  but  so  far  we  have  failed. 
This  time,  however,  1  think  we  have  su.- 
ceeded  and  will  accomplish  cur  end. 
Whether  we  succeed  or  not  is  diiTicult  to 
say,  but  if  we  did  not  think  we  would,  we 
would  not  attempt  a  revolution." 

It  is  known  that  a  considerable  num- 
ber of  guns  and  ammunition  have  been 
secretly  brought  here  during  the  last  few 
months,  and  the  Royalists  evidently  in- 
tend to  make  use  of  them.  No  uneasi- 
ness is  felt  by  the  government  partv, 
however,  which  seems  perfectly  well  sat- 
isfied that  it  can  hold  its  own. 


RAZORS  FLYING  IN  THE  Allt. 

Four  Negroes  Wounded,  and  at  Least  One  Will 
Die. 

Little  Rock,  Ark.,  Nov.  22.  A  free- 
for-all  fight  occurred  at  a  negro  churc'i 
festival  at  Harris  chapel,  seven  miks 
from  Augusta,  Ark.,  Monday  night,  ia 
which  pistols,  razors  and  knives  were 
used  promiscuously,  and  as  a  result  four 
negroes  were  wounded,  at  least  one  tl 
whom  will  probably  die. 

A  negro  named  Weldon  jostled 
against  another  negro  named  bratton 
and  a  quarrel  ensued,  'firatton's  six 
brothers,  who  were  engaged  m  a  game  of 
craps  just  outside  the  chapel,  were  called 
to  his  assistance.  Weldon  hastily  sum- 
moned his  forces  and  a  fieice  battle 
ensued.  Twenty-one  shots  were  fired 
and  knives  and  razors  slashed  in  a  fear- 
ful manner. 

Hudson  Crutcher  was  cut  in  the  back 
of  the  neck  and  across  the  small  of  the 
back,  shot  in  the  calf  of  the  leg  and  right 
arm  and  severely  beaten.  Will  Jackson 
was  shot  in  the  wrist,  cut  across  the  back 
very  deeply  for  he  will  probably  die.  Joe 
Bratton  was  shot,  not  dangerously.  Levi 
Bratton,  throat  cut  from  ear  to  chin,  and 
Gus  Bratton,  cut  in  the  hand.

The  plurality  given  to  Gen.  Hastings, 
the  Republican  candidate  for  governor 
of  Pennsylvania,  amounts  to  242,000,  and 
throws  into  the  shade  all  the  good  old- 
fashioned  majorities  m  that  and  all  other 
states.  It  was  expected,  of  course,  that 
Pennsylvania  would  go  Republican,  but 
no  one  expected  that  the  result  would  be 
so  overwhelming  in  that  direction.  Gen. 
Hastings  was  popular— as  all  who  heard 
his  brief  speech  in  Duluth  last  summer 
will  easily  understand— but  tn  addiiiou 
to  this  he  was  swept  on  to  still  greater 
victory  by  the  tid.1l  wave  of  Republican 
success  that  passed  over  the  whole 
country. 

A    Harrisburg    statistician,    who    has 
been  goin,'  over  the  history  and  data  of 
Pennsylvania    politics,  finds    that    Gen. 
Hastings'   plurality    is    210,000    greater 
than    that  of    Curtin  in  i860  anu  227,000 
more  than  that  of  Curttn  in  1863,  when 
he  was  a  war  governor.  The  Democratic 
Governor     Patterson's     plurality     over 
Delamater  in  1890  was  16,554,  or  226,000 
less  than  that  of  Gsn.  Hastings.    Indeed 
not  since   1S26  has  a  governor  of  Penn- 
sylvania come  within  170,000  of  touching 
the    Hastings    plurality.     In    that    year 
Governor  Schultze  led  his  rival  70,545, 
which  until  1894  was  the  record.     It  may 
be  that  Governor  Schultze's  vote  repre- 
sented a  larger  proportion  of  the  people 
than    that  of  Gen.  Hastings,  but  the  in- 
teresting fact  remains  that  the  landslide 
of  1894  attained  its  greatest  momentum 
and  velocity  in  Pennsylvania.

The 
so-called  B.tltimore  plan,  it  is  reported, 
finds  favor  in  his  eyes,    according  to  re- 
cent reports  from    Washington,    as    the 
only  project  thus  fir  presented  that  has 
symmetry  and  cohesion    and    does  not 
squint  toward  fiatism.    The  main  feature 
of  the  plan  is  to  provide  for  a  bank   cur- 
rency which  shall  be    guaranteed    and 
elastic.    These    are    the    two  essential 
requisites         of         currency— solidity 
and  elasticity.    It  is  claimed  that    both 
will  be  obtained  by  the  adoption  of  the 
Baltimore  plan.    This  is  the   verdict    of 
the  bankers  who  met  in  convention    and 
discussed  the  plan.    They  included  men 
of  all  political  parties    and    holding    di- 
verse views  on  the  silver  question.  They 
were  not  all  "goldbugs,"    neither    were 
they  all  "tree  silver  cranks."     Both    ex- 
tremes were  well   represented,  and    the 
fact  that  all  agreed  upon  this  plan  would 
indicate  that  it  possesses  a  large  degree 
of  merit  and  might   safely    be    given   a 
trial. 

The  main  features  of  the  plan  are 
these:  The  national  banks  are  not  to  be 
required  hereafter  to  deposit  bonds  to 
secure  their  circulating  notes,  but  instead 
of  that  they  are  to  be  allowed  to  issue 
their  paper  to  the  amount  of  50  per  cent 
of  their  paid-up  capital  and  to  increase 
their  paper  issues  to  75  per  cent  of  their 
paid-up  capital  whenever  they  decide 
that  the  demand  for  more  circulating 
medium  warrants  it.

A  minor  feature  of  the  "plan"  is,  that 
there  is  to  be  a  tax  on  bank  note  circula- 
tion levied  on  a  sliding  scale— one-half 
of  I  per  cent  per  annum  on  the  average 
circulation  of  the  year  up  to  the  amount 
of  50  per  cent  of  the  paid  up  capital,  and 
a  heavier  tax  on  all  bank  note  issues 
above  that  amount.  Moreover,  the  gov- 
ernment is  to  have  a  first  lien  on  all  the 
assets  of  a  failed  bank  and  also  upon  the 
individual  liability  of  the  shareholders, 
which  is  a  feature  that  will  not  recom- 
mend the  "plan"  to  depositors. 

The  currency  question  demands  a  so- 
lution, and  a  solution  must  be  provided 
at  an  early  date.  The  future  prosperity 
of  the  country  demands  it.  Of  far  more 
importance  to  the  country  is  the  currency 
than  the  tariff.  The  people  have  em- 
phatically declared  that  they  want  rest 
from  agitation  of  the  tariff  question  or 
any  threat  of  agitation.  If  the  result  of 
the  late  elections  meant  anything,  it  ex- 
pressed the  disgust  of  the  people  with 
tariff  agitation  and  an  emphatic  demand 
that  it  cease.  This  is  particularly  true 
of  the  state  of  feeling  among  the  busi- 
ness men.  There  is  a  disposition  on  the 
part  of  the  politicians  to  take  this  view 
of  the  case— to  accept  the  popular  ver- 
diet  and  let  the  tariff  question  severely 
alone.

Aldermen  Talked  Over  the  Water  Purchase 
Ordinance  for  Several  Hours  Yester- 
day Afternoon  and  Evening.

Had  Gained  the  Idea  that  the  Com- 
pany Had  Agreed  to  Refund 
the  Bonds. 


Time  of  Making  the  Cash  Payment  Was  the 

Only  Other  Important  Matter  Which

AMUSEHENTS. 


The  special  session  of  the  council 
meeting  held  yesterday  afternoon  to 
make  an  attempt  to  close  the  deal  for 
Mr.  Belknap's  water  works  in  Duluth, 
hung  on  like  the  toothache  and  was 
abo\it  as  interesting. 

President  Howard  called  the  body  to 
order  at  2:45  o'clock.  Of  course.  Super- 
intendent Craig  was  there.  With  him, 
was  President  Belknap  himself  and  he 
had  about  his  person  a  smile  that  looked 
suspiciously  like  one  loaned  him  for  the 
occasion  by  Mr.  Craig.  All  the  city 
fathers  were  there  save  Aldermen  Lerch, 
French  and  Mitchell.  A  few  citizens 
and  patriots  formed  a  shadowy  back- 
ground outside  the  railing. 

The  regular  order  of  business  was  fol- 
lowed and  after  a  few  committee  reports, 
came  resolutions.  That  opened  up  the 
ball,  for  the  water  works  question  came 
up  in  the  form  of  a  resolution  acceptmg 
Mr.  Belknap's  proposition  to  sell  the 
plant.  The  meeting,  on  the  whole  was 
good  natured.  but  several  times,  the 
aldermen  got  badly  tangled  up  and 
apparently  did  not  know  "where  they 
were  at.''  Several  jnsignihcant  points, 
through  the  obtuseness  of  some  of  the 
aldermanic  minds,  were  given  a  needless 
amount  of  time  and  attention.  But,  on 
the  whole,  the  meeting  was  governed  by 
a  spirit  of  fairness  and  a  desire  to  do 
just  what  was  right  and  fair  to  the  city 
and  to  the  company. 

At  the  afternoon  session  thechiefhitch 
was  over  the  clause  in  the  resolution  re- 
quiring the  company  to  refund  $750,000 
of  its  5  per  cent  bonds  for  4  per  cent 
bonds. 

Wanted  to  Compel  Refunding. 

Some  had  the  idea  that  Mr.  Belknap 
had  agreed  to  do  that  in  his  own  propo- 
sition. Others  took  the  position  that  he 
had  simply  indicated  that  a  saving  could 
be  made  to  the  city  by  funding  the  bonds 
and  that  he  would  do  all  in  his  power  to 
assist  to  that  end.  It  was  finally  shown 
to  the  satisfaction  of  all  that  Mr.  Bel- 
knap's proposition  did  not  mclude  that 
agreement,  but  that  it  was  simply  a  little 
free  advice  and  information  gratuitously 
written  on  a  separate  sheet  and  un- 
signed. 

Some  held  that  if  the  company  should 
be  required  to  fund  §750,000  worth  of 
bonds,  something  impossible  would  be 
required,  for  as  soon  as  such  a  resolution 
should  pass,  the  holders  of  the  txjnds 
would  put  a  price  on  them  that  would  be 
cither  exorbitant  or  even  beyond  the 
reach  of  the  company.  Those  holding 
that  belief  also  expressed  a  belief  that 
were  the  clause  left  out,  Mr.  Belknap 
would  r?iieiously  and  honestly  try  to 
bring  about  such  =»  funding  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  city. 

Alderman  Howard's  motion,  however, 
to  strike  out  that  clause  was  defeated. 
The  Cash  Payment. 

The  original  resolution  introduced  yes- 
terday afternoon  provided  that  the  cash 
payment  to  the  water  company  should 
not  be  made  until  extension  bonds  in  the 
sum  of  $300,000  had  been  accepted  by 
purchasers.  That  was  open  to  the  objec- 
tion that  the  city  would  either  have  to 
sell  all  of  the  $300,000  and  begin  payin:; 
interest  on  the  whole  amount  at  once  or 
else  the  deal  could  not  be  closed  with 
the  company  until  the  disposition  of  the 
last  installment  of  tin  bonds. 

The  clause  was  changed  so  as  to  allow 
the  deal  to  be  closed  and  the  first  moneys 
used  to  make  a  payment  after  the  coun- 
cil has  accepted  bids  for  the  first  issue, 
which  will  be  $594,000. 

A  clause  was  also  inserted  providing 
that  the  bonded  indebtedness  shall  not 
exceed  $1,808,000.  Other  changes,  were 
made,  in  fact,  at  the  session  yesterday 
afternoon  and  the  one  in  the  evening.the 
work  done  simply  amounts  to  a  revision 
of  the  resolution.  After  the  revision  has 
ended,  it  is  open  to  acceptance  or  rejec- 
tion as  a  whole. 

Last  evening's  session  closed  at  q 
o'clock  and  adjournment  was  taken  until 
2:30  this  afternoon.

The  humor  and  comedy 
of  the  play  is  not  so  much  in  the  lines  or 
situations  as  in  the  style  and  habits  of 
the  people.  In  the  hands  of  anything 
but  a  competent  company  "In  Mizzoura" 
would  be  the  broadest  of  burlesque,  but 
as  portrayed  by  Nat  Goodwin  and  his 
company  it  is  a  simple  and  natural  pic- 
ture of  one  class  of  American  people. 

As  the  quiet  and  deliberate  sheriff,  Jim 
Kadburn,  Mr.  Goodwin  is  a  great  suc- 
cess. There  is  a  touching  sympathy  and 
rough  delicacy  in  the  part  which  is  most 
admirably  emphasized  by  Mr.  Goodwin.

It  Is  at  Itasca.  Three  Miles  East  oi  Its  Old 
Superior  Depot. 

Commencing  last  Sunday  the  Omaha 
road  opened  its  new  freight  yard  at 
Itasca,  just  three  miles  east  of  its  old  Su- 
perior depot,  and  discontinued  the  run- 
ning of  freight  trains  into  Duluth  or  Su- 
perior, all  freight  lor  those  points  be- 
ing handled  by  transfer  yard  crews.  The 
entire  division  headquarters  have  been 
moved  up  from  Spoonei  and  are  now  lo- 
cated in  the  company's  new  town,  which 
they  have  platted  and  named  Itasca. 

The  new  yard  contains  ten  miles  of 
sidings  and  is  arranged  in  two  crescent- 
shaped  sections,  one  for  northbound  and 
one  for  southbound  freight.  A  handsome 
brick  roundhouse  with  twenty  stalls  has 
been  completed  and  the  com- 
pany's expenditure  at  that  point 
by  Jan.  I  will  not  tail 
far  short  of  $250,000.  The  yard  is  abso- 
lutely level  and  all  parts  of  it  can  be 
seen  from  any  point  ot  obiervation. 

Division  Superintendent  A.  W.  Tren- 
holm  with  his  force  of  clerks  and  dis- 
patchers have  very  comfcnable  quar- 
ters, and  the  new  arrangement  will 
greatly  facilitate  the  handling  of  freight. 
The  population  of  Itasca  has  increased 
five  or  six  times  over  since  the  vard  was 
opened  lor  service.  Railroad  men  say 
it  is  one  of  the  most  convenient  freight 
yards  west  of  Toledo.

It  came  out  yesterday  that  nearly  all 
of  the  Hulett  heirs  have  settled  with 
Mrs.  Lucy  A.  Pomeroy,  or  Hulett,  and 
that  the  only  ones  who  are  contesting 
her  claim  are  Miah  T.  Hulett,  who  is  rep- 
resented by  Judge  Spencer  and  the  heirs 
represented  by  J.  L.  Washburn.  It  has 
been  kept  quiet,  probably  with  the  idea 
that  it  would  injure  the  respondents' 
case. 

The  terms  of  the  agreement  are  that 
the  direct  heirs  under  the  will  quit-claim 
to  Mrs.  Hulett  one-fourth  of  their  inter- 
est and  those  holding  interests  not  affect- 
ed by  the  will  quit-claim  one-third  of 
their  interests.  In  return  Mrs.  Hulett 
gives  three-fourths  of  her  claim.  Those 
still  contesting  are  the  principal  holders, 
and  they  will  probably  make  the  best 
fight  possible.  Following  are  the  heirs 
who  have  settled  with  Mrs.  Hulett:  Mrs. 
Louise  H.  Townsend,  W.  J.  Townserd, 
Mary  Sill.  Laura  Till,  Marietta  M.  Field, 
Mason  H.  Gates.  Helen  A.  Gates,  Oscar 
J.  Gates,  Wilham  A,  Gates  and  L  M. 
Webster. 

Yesterday  afternoon  Judge  Spencer 
concluded  the  cross-examination  and 
witnesses  were  called  to  testify  to  the 
signatures  on  the  documents  introduced 
by  Mrs.  Hulett.  F.  W.  Paine,  L.  Men- 
denhall,  R.  S,  Munger,  A.  R.  Merritt.  R.' 
S.  Powell  and  Alfred  Merritt  were 
called  and  each  testified  that  he  thought 
both  signatures  genuine,  but  that  he 
could  not  positively  identify  them. 

Noted   Hand  Writing   Expert. 

The  morning  session  in  the  Hulett 
case  was  of  more  than  usual  interest, 
owing  to  the  tesdmouy  of  Henry  L. 
Tolman,  of  Chicago,  a  well  known  hand 
writing  expert.  He  stated  in  the  preli- 
minary questioning  that  he  had  been 
called  in  over  200  different  cases.  Among 
the  most  important  were  the  Davis  will 
case  in  Montana  and  the  Blaisdell  for- 
gery case  in  Minneapolis.  His  testi- 
mony was  of  much  interest,  and  the 
court  room  was  crowded  while  he  was 
on  the   stand. 

He  had  two  copies  of  the  marriage 
agreement  magnifisd  ten  diameters,  pro- 
duced by  himself,  which  he  said  were 
much  more  accurate  thaH  photographic 
copies.  I  sing  these  copies,  which  were 
fastened  against  the  wail,  he  explained 
his  reasons  for  believing  that  the  signa- 
tures are  genuine.  Every  little  peculiar- 
ity of  Mr.  Hulett's  writing  was  explained 
ana  a  very  fair  idea  of  his  character 
could  be  gathered  from  the  witness'  talk 
on  his  writing.  The  testimony  was  un- 
qualifiedly in  favor  of  Mrs.  Hulett. 

He  testified  that  the  ink  in  which  the 
two  parts  of  the  agreement  was  written 
is  the  same, although  ih^yare  apparently 
written  in  two  different  shades.  He  ex- 
plained this  by  saying  that  a  difference 
in  the  force  used  in  writing  will  cause  a 
difference  in  shade.  He  testified  that 
the  writing  on  the  agreement  purporting 
to  be  that  of  Nehemiah  Hulett  is,  in  fact, 
his. 

The  Revolver  Nole  Genuine. 
The  note  v.hich  accompanied  the  gift 
of  the  revolver  was  produced.  He  testi- 
fied that  the  writing  was  undoubtedly 
Hulett's.  "Is  the  writing  forged  or  genu- 
ine.-"' asked  Senator  Davis. 
"It  is  genuine." 

There  was  some  question  as  to  the  ad- 
dtess  on  the  back  of  the  note  to  "Mrs 
N.  Hulett,"  as  the  "Mrs."  seemed  to  be 
written  differently  from  the  remainder 
of  the  address.  Mr.  Tolman  testified 
that  the  whole  address  was  written  by 
Mr.  Hulett.  In  giving  his  reasons  he 
said  that  the  "Mrs."  wtich  was  written 
in  backhand,  showed  a  peculiarity  of 
Mr.  Hulett's,  and  was  quite  within  his 
habits.  In  writing  backhand  he  found 
twenty  instances  among  the  specimens 
submitted  it;  which  the  first  letter  was 
written  lower  than  the  rest.  That  was 
the  case  in  this  specimen.  The  fact  of 
the  difference  in  writing  he  explained 
by  saying  that  Hulett  was  more  used  to 
writing  "N,  Hulett"  than  he  was  "Mrs." 
and  he  would  naturally  write  the  former 
easier. 

He  said  that  in  his  judgment  neither  of 
the  questioned  specimens  could  be  for- 
geries, and  that  they  were  undoubtedly 
Nehemiah  Hulett's.  He  was  subjected 
to  a  searching  cross-examination  by  Mr. 
Washburn,  but  his  story  was  not 
shaken. 

The  only  points  brought  out  in  the 
cross-examination  were  that  the  two 
cases  mentioned  in  which  Mr.  Tolman 
had  testified  had  resulted  in  disagree- 
ments by  the  juries,  that  there  were 
other  experts  who  testifier!  contrary  to 
Mr.  Tolman  in  these  cases,  though  they 
were  in  the  minority,  and  that  hand- 
writing experts  ate  not  always  unani- 
mous in  their  opinions. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy's  Bravery. 
Some  amusement  was  created  by  the 
testimony  of  D.  H.  Morgan.  When 
asked  to  state  a  certain  conversation  he 
had  had  with  Hulett,  he  said:  "I  saw 
him  the  first  Thursday  after  New  Year's 
day  in  1892,  I  asked  him  what  brought 
him  up  to  town  on  such  a  cold  day,  and 
he  said  'business.'  He  told  me  that  Mrs. 
Pomeroy  had  chased  a  tramp  off  the 
farm  the  day  before.  Says  I,  'the  deuce, 
she  did.'  I  didn't  know  her  to  be  so 
brave,  that's  tbe  reason  I  said  that. 

"I  saw  him  again  the  week  before  the 
Republican  convention.  As  we  were 
ulking  he  said:  'Let's  go  and  get  a 
drink.'  Well,  that  took  medo  vn  a  good 
deal, for  I  never  before  had  heard  him  of- 
ing  anybody  a  drink.  [Laughter.]  Says 
I,  'you're  getting  generous  in  your  old 
age.'  He  said  that  'talking  about  my 
old  age,  I'll  give  some  of  you  old  fellows 
a  surprise  one  of  these  days.'  " 

J.  C.Carey  testified  that  he  met  Hulett 
on  First  street  one  day  and  asked  him 
how  his  wife  was.  He  said  she  was  well 
and  asked  how  that  came  to  his  eats. 
W  itness  told  him  that  he  couldn't  keep 
such  things  secret. 

The  appellant  rested  her  case  here 
and  court  adjourned  to  2:30  to  allow  the 
respondents  more  time  to  prepare  their 
case.

St.  Paul,  Nov,  23.— A  Mandan,  N.  D., 
special  to  the  Dispatch  says:  Early  this 
morning  the  jury  in  the  Kent  murder 
case  brought  in  a  verdict  of  guilty  and 
and  they  decided  that  the  defendant 
should  be  punished  by  death.  In  this 
state  the  punishment  is  fixed  by  the  jury 
when  they  find  a  verdict  of  guilty.  The 
defendant  heard  the  verdict  apparently 
unmoved.  Sentence  will  be  paired  to- 
morrow. 

Kent  was  accused  of  wife  murder  hav- 
ing offered  a  big  sum  to  an  accomplice 
to  commit  the  crime.  His  wife  belonged 
to  a  prominent  Minneapolis  family. 

CELEBRATED  DIVORCE  CASE. 


Aaron  Hirshrield,  the  Plaintifi,  on  the  Stand  at 
Fargo  Today. 

Minneapolis,  Nov.  23.— A  Journal 
special  from  Fargo,  N.  D.,  says:  In  the 
Hirshfield  Hogan  divorce  case  tdday  the 
plaintiff,  Aaron  Hirshfield,  was  on  the 
stand.  He  testified  to  havmg  been  over- 
worked as  cashier  at  Helena  dufing  and 
sincdthe  panic  of  1893,  and  that  he  could 
not  concentrate  his  thoughts  upon  any 
one  subject. 

He  told  of  the  defendant's  visiting  him 
at  the  bank,  having  a  check  cashed,  and 
asking  bim  to  obtain  a  situation  for  her 
sister  as  stenographer,  and  said  she  next 
called  at  his  rooms  over  the  bank  on  Sun- 
day and  asked  about  the  situaticoi.  She 
stayed  about  an  hour  and  at  that  time  he 
became  criminally  intimate  wiih  her. 

She  frequently  visited  him  afuer  that 
time.  He  paid  her  from  $1000  10  ;$2ooo 
during  six  months'  time.  Sue  charged 
him  with  being  the  father  of  her  unborn 
child,  made  threats  as  to  what  hw  broth- 
ers would  do,  ard  one  ni^ht  two  men 
juaiped  out  of  an  alley  on  a  side  street 
and  told  him  that  they  would  kill  him 
unless  he  married  the  girl.  He  agreed 
to  do  so  and  afterwards  fulfJled  bis 
promise. 

They  made  an  agreement  of  settle- 
ment at  that  time,  but  he  lost  his  poiket- 
book  during  that  trip,  and  it  contained 
this  paper  among  other  things. 

Feeling  is  running  high  here  ;ind  the 
defendant  has  many  sympathizers,  while 
the  pliintiff  has  some  jtrong  supporters. 
The  case  is  exciting  the  rity  far  more 
than  .iny  ever  tried  here  before. 

CGNGRESSiNAN  HAUGEN  TALKS. 


Does  Not  Think  a  River  and  Harbor  Bill  tMill 
Pass  Next  Session. 

St.  Paul,  Nov.  23 —Congressman 
Nels  P.  Haugen,  of  River  Falls,  Wis., 
was  at  the  Merchants  yesterday  com- 
paring notes  with  Congressman  Tawney. 
Mr.  Haugen  was  not  a  candidate  for  re- 
nomination,  so  his  term  in  congress  will 
terminate  with  the  coming  session.  In 
relation  to  matters  of  importance  to  the 
Northwest  which  will  come  before  con- 
gress during  the  session,  Mr.  Haugen 
said: 

"The  onlv  thing  likely  to  be  of  special 
interest  to  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin  is 
the  river  and  harbor  bill,  which  would 
provide  for  the  improvements  in  the 
waterways  ot  the  great  lakes,  as  sug- 
gested at  the  deep  waterway  convention. 
The  time  of  the  short  session  is  so  limi- 
ted that  a  general  river  and  harbor  bill 
is  never  passed,  so  the  chances  of  get- 
ting one  through  -before  March  3,  are 
very  slight 

"I  presume  considerable  pressure  will 
be  brought  to  bear  on  congress  uo  have 
the  government  guarantee  the  bonds  of 
the  Nicaragua  Canal  company.  I  doubt 
whether  it  will  pass  in  that  shape,  as  it 
is  a  question  whether  or  not  the  majority 
of  the  .senators  and  representatves  will 
favor  any  measure  which  might  result  in 
placing  the  government  in  the  same  po- 
sition it  occupies  in  relation  to  the  Pa- 
cific railroads.  Personally  I  would  be 
willing  to  vote  for  a  bill  jgiving  the  gov- 
ernment ownership  and  control  of  the 
canal,  even  though  it  might  be  com- 
pelled to  pay  the  present  company  a 
large  price  for  its  property  and  rights, 
but  I  am  not  in  favor  of  the  government 
becoming  security  for  any  private  corpo- 
ration. 

"There  may  be  an  effort  this  session  to 
revise  the  federal  banking  laws,  but 
there  is  such  a  vast  difference  of  opinion 
that  it  is  scarcely  possible  tor  them  to 
agree  upon  any  definite  plan.  I  am  a 
member  of  the  committee  on  banking 
and  currency  and  thus  far  th«  Damo- 
cratic  members  of  that  committee  have 
not  been  able  to  agree.  My  im  pressioo 
is  that  the  Republicans  on  the  committee 
would  indorse  some  legislation  in  the 
line  of  the  so-called  Baltimore  plan. 

"In  Wisconsin  the  Populists  did  not 
develop  much  strength,  polling  only 
about  25,000  votes,  mostly  in  the  cities. 
There  are  few  Populiits  amcmg  the 
farmers,  and  those  in  the  cities  ire  the 
result  of  the  labor  troubles  last  <iummer. 
In  the  state  legislature  the  Democrats 
have  had  a  majority  the  last  two  sessions 
and  have  each  time  elected  a  Democrat 
to  the  United  States  senate.  Senator 
Vilas'  term  expires  in  1897  and  we  ex- 
pect then  to  elect  a  Republican  to  suc- 
ceed him.  We  now  have  a  majority  in 
each  branch  and  will  undoubteclly  have 
a  majority  on  joint  ballot  two  years 
hence."  

Suidide  of  a  Farmer. 
LaCrosse,   Wis.,     Nov.    23.— Henry 


.mf. 


Weideking,  an  elderly  and  well-to-do 
farmer,  committed  suicide  Wednesday 
night  because  he  could  not  agree  with 
his  wife.  He  left  her  a  month  ago,  but 
later  thev  tried  to  harmonize  the  differ- 
ences. When  this  failed  he  became  very 
downcast.  The  suicide  was  by  banging 
with  a  small  rope,  which  would  not  have 
supported  his  weight  but  served,  by 
bearing  his  neck  heavily  upon  it,  to 
strangle  him.        

RICE  COUNTY  COURT. 

Simon  Tetroult  Given  a  Five  Years'  Sentence 
for  Grand  Larceny. 

Faribault,  Minn.,  Nov.  23.— The  No- 
vember term  of  the  district  court  for 
Rice  county  has  finished  its  work.  Simon 
Tetroult,  alias  Simon  Legraw,  was  found 
guilty  of  grand  larceny  in  the  first  degree 
and  was  sentenced  to  the  state  prison  for 
five  years.  He  broke  into  a  clothing 
store  in  this  city  a  month  ago  and  took  a 
large  amount  of  clothing.  He  has  been 
sentenced  a  number  of  times  for  bur- 
glary, and  it  is  generally  supposed  that 
he  IS  one  of  a  gang  of  thieves  that  has 
been  operating  in  certain  parts  of  this 
citv  and  county. 

R.  E.  Kingman,  Thomas  Jefferson  and 
Adam  Pbillips  were  acquitted  on  the 
charge  of  throwing  stone^  an  1  shooting 
at  a  passing  train  in  Northficld  last  June. 
The  jury  disagreed  in  the  case  ot  the 
city  of  Northfield  versus  John  Fryhling, 
charged  with  assault.  The  jury  acquitted 
J.  C.  Bullock  and  Ada  Sanford,  both  of 
Morristown,  who  were  charged  with 
adultery. 

ARREST  OF  A  FIREMAN. 

Charged    With    SeHing    Fire  to  a   Northern 
Pacific  Bridge. 

Kalispell,  Mont.,  Nov.  23.— Deputy 
United  States  Marshal  Waite,  of  Helena, 
arrived  here  Wednesday  evening  and 
placed  Thomas  D.  Wheeler  under  arrest 
on  the  charge  of  having  set  fire  to  a 
bridge  three  miles  east  of  East  Grand 
Forks,  Minn,,  about  July  15  last.  The 
complaint  charges  that  Wheeler  is  in 
contempt  for  interfering  with  the  opera- 
tion of  the  road. 

Wheeler  has  been  working  on  this  di- 
vision of  the  Great  Northern  as  fireman. 
He  was  taken  before  United  States  Com- 
missioner Gray  today.  Ex-Governor 
Toole,  of  Helena,  appeared  on  behalf  of 
the  Northern  faciftc.  Wheeler  waived 
examination  and  was  bound  over  to 
await  the  action  01  the  United  States 
grand  jury  and  ordered  committed  in  the 
Lewis  and  Clark  county  jail,  for  which 
place  the  marshal  left  with  his  prisoner 
last  evening.

Black,  ahas 
Christie,  the  St.  Paul  boy,  until  Dec.  21, 
as  the  supreme  court  has  set  Dec.  3  as 
the  date  tor  bearing  the  motion  fur  a 
new  trial  on  appeal  from  the  district 
court. 

Black  was  to  be  hanged  today,  having 
been  convicted  of  the  murder  of  Mrs. 
Cunningham  and  sentenced  last  August. 
This  is  the  third  time  be  hiS  been  re- 
spited, the  date  of  execution  having  first 
been  set  for  Sept.  2.  His  mother  and 
stepfather  are  both  here  making  des- 
perate efforts  to  save  his  neck.  Bl.ick 
takes  the  proceedings  with  apparent  in- 
difference. 

New  Minneapolis  Reservoir. 
Minneapolis.  Nov.  23  — The  spe-ial

ing duty  here,  where    they  have  become 
citizens,  I  have  changed  my  mind,  and   I 
found    them    more    ditticult  to  manage 
than  I  expected.    Agency  controls    and 
rules  conflict  with  state  laws  and  citizen- 
ship.   We  are  under    county  organiza- 
tion and  the  Indian  is  told  he  is  a  citizen 
and  has  all  the  rights  of  a  citizen.     He 
pays  taxes  on  his  personal  property,  still 
the  county  objects  to  paying  thi  costs  on 
Indian    misdemeanor    cases.    And    the 
agent  has  no  power  to  punish  except   to 
discriminate  against  him  in  iisues. 

"But  the  most  trouble  arises  from  in- 
toxication. They  have  but  little  trouble 
to  get  what  they  want.  The  Indian  loves 
liquor  and  will  sell  anything  to  get  it.  In 
some  of  the  neighboring"  towns 
rather  encourage  than 
traffic.  The  complaint  then  comes  that 
the  agent  is  not  doing  his  duty  by  allow- 
ing thrse  Indians  to  get  drunk,  but  they 
do  not  try  to  stop  the  man  who  sells  it  to 
them.  In  this  state  the  laws  of  Nebraska 
contlict  with  the  federal,  so  the  agent  is 
powerless. 

"From  what  I  see  and  learn  from  re- 
sponsible parties  there  has  not  been 
much  advancement  made  in  general  in 
the  past  few  years  morally,  financially  or 
otherwise." 

He  also  makes  a  suggestion  as  to  In- 
dian paxments:  "AUhough  lam  but  a 
short  time  in  charge  here,  yet  I  believe 
I  can  safely  say  that  it  would  be  to  the 
interest  of  these  people  to  pay  them  in 
cash  in  lieu  of  annuity  and  aj^ricultural 
goods.  They  make  but  little  "use  of  the 
clothing;  they  trade  it  oS  for  what  they 
can  get.  Vou  will  see  but  few  men 
wearing  the  issued  clothing.  And  I  think 
it  would  be  also  better  to  give  them  cash 
in  place  of  cattle,  as  they  have  but  a 
limited  outlet  and  trouble  arises  from 
trespass  on  their  white  neighbors'  prop- 
erty. They  will  dispose  of  them  at  less 
than  halt  their  cost  in  order  to  get  rid  of 
their  trouble.  Giving  them  what  is  due 
them  in  cash  would,  I  believe,  help  to 
advance  them  in  civilization.  I  believe 
the  issuing  of  goods  and  rations  is  only 
making  so  many  trained  beggars  and 
has  a  demoralizintf  effect." 

Capt.  William  H.  Deck,  Tenth  cavalry, 
acting  agent  at  the  Omaha  and  Winne- 
,bago  agency  in  the  state,  gives  the  fol- 
lowing rather  discouraging  view  of  Indi- 
ans who  were  supposed  to  be  |in  quite  a 
state  of  advancement: 

"The  Omahas  and  Winnebagos  both 
continue  to  c^rry  out  many  old  customs, 
which  are  in  antagoniMii  to  their  civiliza- 
tion. Tne  older  members  of  both  tribes 
keep  up  their  dancing— war  dances.med- 
icine  dmces  and  others  at  which  they 
appear  costumed  as  they  were  years  ago. 
They  antagonize  the  form  of  marriage 
under  the  state  law;  they  induce  the 
younger  people  to  return  to  the  Indian 
mode  of  dress,  even  afier  they  have  been 
away  from  the  reservation  to  school. 
They  object,  in  the  majority,  to  any  but 
•medicine  men'  of  the  tribe  attending  the 
sick  or  injured" 

An  erroneous  impression  has  gone  out 
that  the  clerk  ot  the  house  of  representa- 
tives has  prepared  an  official  list  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Fifty-fourth  congress.  This 
he  has  not  done  and  would  not  be  able  to 
do  if  so  disposed,  for  the  reason  that  the 


official  returns  have  so  far  been  received 
from  only  two  districts  of  the  356,  those 
being  the  two  Oregon  districts.  It  is  not 
expected  that  certificates  of  election  will, 
in  any  large  number,  be  placed  with  the 
clerk  before  the  convening  of  the  short 
session,  and  the  probabilities  are  that  all 
the  certificates  will  not  be  on  file  for 
some  time  after  that  dale.  But  even  if 
certificates  should  be  filed  representing 
all  the  districts  of  the  entire  country,  the 
clerk  would  not  in  this  instance  proba- 
bly be  disposed  to  issue  an  official  roll 
call  of  the  next  congress  before  the  ex- 
piration of  the  present. 

An  official  in  the  clerk's  office  today 
expressed  the  opinion  that  the  comple- 
tion of  this  list  would  be  delayed  until 
March  4  as  a  matter  of  precaution,  and 
he  gave  as  a  reason  for  this  caution  the 
possibility  of  error  or  of  comp.ications 
similar  to  those  presented  in  the  pending 
contest  of  Belknap  versus  Richardson 
for  the  seat  from  the  Fifth  .Michigan  dis- 
trict. In  this  instance  Mr.  Richardson 
who  was  voted  for  as  a  Democratic  can- 
didate for  the  Fifty-third  congress,  pre- 
sented his  cred^sntials  to  the  clerk  on 
Dec.  23,  1893.  and  his  name  was  enrolled 
as  a  member  of  the  house.  On  Feb.  20 
following  Mr.  Belknap  presented  cre- 
dentials signed  as  had  b.;cu  Mr.  Rich 
ardson's  by  the  state  offi.  ers,  certifying 
that  Belknap  and  not  Richardson  had 
been  elected. 

Having  recognized  the  Richardson 
certificates  the  clerk  was  powerless  to 
undo  the  act,  if  he  had  been  so  inclined, 
and  as  the  house  has  so  f;.r  declined  to 
reverse  his  action,  Mr.  Richardson  still 
remains  the  sitting  member.    Indeed  the

Belknap  was  unable  without  the  adop 
t'.on  of  a  special  resolution  to  inaugurate 
contest  ptocecdiogs.  .Such  a  resolution 
was  adopted  and  the  merits  of  the  two 
sets  ol  credentials  will  constitute  one  of 
the  interesting  questinns  which  the  house 
will  be  called  upon  to  dispose  of  at  the 
forthcoming  session. 

It  should  be  explained  that  there  was 
a  change  of  administration  in  MichitMn 
between  the  time  the  Richardson  certifi- 
cate was  issued  and  when  Belknap's  cer- 
t  ficate  was  issued,  Republican  state 
officials  succeeded  Democratic  state 
officials,  Richardson  receiving  his  certifi- 
cate from  the  Democrats  and  Belknap 
from  the  Republicans.  A  new  canvass 
had  been  made  under  the  order  of  the 
supreme  court  of  the  state  and  it  was 
upon  the  results  ascertained  the  Belknan 
certificate  was  isbued. 

The  simple  action  of  the  clerk  has 
been  more  potent,  however,  than  the 
whole  machinery  political  and  executive 
ot  the  state  of  Michigan  in  deciding  the 
merits  of  the  contest.  The  case  is  so 
^fn  sh  in  the  minds  of  house  officials  that 
they  are  now  disposed  to  act  wtth  cau- 
tion, and  not  to  prepare  the  official 
until  it  becomes  necessary  to  enter 
names  of  the  new  members  for  the 
pose  of  paying  their  salaries,  which 
begin  on  March  4.  The  list  which 
now  been  prepared  is  therefore  entirely 
unofficial,  the  names  being  gathered 
from  all  authentic  sources,  and  is  only 
for  the  convenience  of  members. 


THE  DAVIS  ESTATE  AGAIN. 

Administrators  in  Boston  Hold  $1,000,000 
Belonging  to  the  Firm. 
Boston,  Nov.  23.-The  sensational 
case,  in  which  is  involved  the  estate  of 
Millionaire  Andrew  J.  Davis,  of  Mon- 
tana, will  come  up  m  Suffolk  county  pro- 
bate court  next  month.  Mr.  Davis  died 
about  four  years  ago  in  Montana,  leaving 
an  estate  valued  at  over  S;,ooo,ooo,  more 
than  $1,000,000  of  which  is  in  this  com- 
monwealth. 

Soon  after  his  death  search  was  made 
for  a  will  but  none  was  found  and  Hon. 
R.  M.  Morse,  of  Boston,  and  Judge 
Gideon  Wells,  of  Springfirld,  were  ap- 
pointed special  administrators  of  the 
estate  in  this  commonwealth. 

Later  on  what  was  alleged  to  be  the 
last  will  of  Mr.  Davis  was  said  to  have 
been  discovered  in  Montana  but  was  de- 
clared to  be  a  forgery,  and  in  a  subse 
quent  trial,  which  lasted  more  than  three 
weeks,  the  jury  disagreed  and  since  then 
matters  have  stood  still,  the  will  being 
neither  set  up  nor  set  aside. 

There  is  in  the  Boston  Safe  Deposit 
company's  vaults  today  more  than 
$i,coo,ooo  belonging  to  the  estate  and 
held  by  Mr.  Morse  and  Judge  Wells, 
who  have  been  anxious  to  hive  some 
thing  done  in  the  matter  of  settling  the 
estate.  Recently  Mr.  Morse  applied  to 
the  Suffolk  county  probate  court  to  take 
up  the  case  and  settle  the  estate  so  far  as 
it  had  jurisdiction,  and  the  court  has  set 
the  matter  down  for  Dec.  ij. 

It  is  probable  ihat  an  effort  will  be 
made  to  induce  the  court  to  defer  hear- 
ing the  case  until  the  matter  is  decided 
in  Montana.

Argument  in  the  Supreme   Court  on  a  Case 
rhat  Was  Celebrated. 

W.vsuiNGTON,  Nov.  23  —Interest  in  a 
case  which  has  been  somewhat  famous 
in  its  day  and  which  has  had  an  excep- 
tionally lo.ig  career  in  the  courts,  was 
revived  in  the  supreme  court  of  the 
United  States  by  its  argument.  It  is  the 
case  of  George  A.  Cunningham  and  John 
P.  Branch  versus  the  Macon  &  Bruns- 
wick Railroad  company.  Ex-Governor 
Chamberlain,  of  South  Carolina,  and 
Messrs.  Charles  E.  West  and  John  How- 
ard appeared  for  the  appellants  and  ex- 
Governor  Hoadley,  of  Obio,  for  the  Ea^t 
Tennessee,  Virginia  &  Georgia  Railroad 
company  which  is  the  virtual  defendant 
and  appellee. 

Cunningham  &;  Branch,  who  were  the 
owners  of  bonds  in  the  Macon  &  Bruns- 
wick railroad,  began  their  suit  as  far 
back  as  1877.  These  bonds  were  en- 
dorsed by  the  state  of  Georgia  by  an  act 
of  ihe  legislature  ot  the  state,  and 
accordingly,  being  unable  to  sue  the  state, 
state  officers  became  parties  to  the  suit. 
The  United  States  circuit  court  for  the 
southern  district  of  Georgia  sustained  a 
demurrer  that  the  suit  against  the  late 
officers  was  virtually  a  suit  against  the 
state  itself. 

Upon  appeal  to  the  supreme  court  this 
decision  wa»  sustained  and  the  ca  e  was 
dismissed  as  to  the  state  and  its  ofificers. 
1  he  case  against  the  railroad  company 
having  gone  the  rounds  of  the  lower 
courts  comes  back  to  the  supreme  court 
nn  an  appeal  from  a  second  decision  of  the 
Southern  Georgia  circuit  court  dismissiLg 
the  bill  of  Cunningham  »Jt  branch.  In 
the  meantime  the  Macon  and  Brunswick 
company  has  gone  out  of  existence, 
through  foreclosure,  and  the  East  Ten- 
nessee, Virginia  &  Georgia  company  is 
now  the  defendant. 


THREATENED  BY  STUDENTS. 

An  Attempt  to  Extort  Money  From  a  Widow 
Failed. 

Utica,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  23.— Mrs.  Mary 
Dwight,  wife  of  the  late  Judge  Theodore 
Dwijjhi,  of  Clinton,  went  to  New  York 
city  about  two  weeks  ago  intending  to 
spend  the  winter  there.  A  few  days 
later  she  received  an  unsigned  letter  de- 
manding that  she  leave  Siooo  in  a  cer- 
tain spot  near  her  house  in  Clinton  on 
the  night  of  Nov.  30  or  her  property 
would  be  burned.  The  writer  warned 
her  that  if  she  attempted  to  ascertain 
who  It  was  that  made  the  demand  she 
would  be  killed. 

Mrs.  Dwight  handed  the  letter  to  her 
Drother  Dwight  H.  Oimstead,  of  New 
_i  ork,  and  a  detective  was  employed. 
The  detective  went  to  Clinton  and  as  the 
result  of  his  investigations,  Peter  Kelley, 
a  student  of  the  Clinton  Union  school, 
Clarence  Kellogg,  Lawrence  Fitzpatrick, 
Daniel  G.  Mclniyre,  Bert  Jones  and  Cal- 
vin Barber  were  arrested.  Kelley  made 
a  confession  implicating  the  others.  All 
except  Mclutyre  pleaded  not  guilty  and 
were  discharged  by  the  local  justice. 

Mclntyre,  who  is  a  membL-r  of  the 
class  of  'g6,  Hamilton  college,  and  a  son 
of  Assistant  District  Aitorney  Mclntyre. 
refused  to  plead  until  the  arrival  of  his 
father,  who  has  been  telegraphed  for. 
Kelley  says  he  wrote  the  letter  to  .Mrs 
Dwight  at  the  snggestion  of  his  asso- 
ciates. Mclntyre  denies  participation  in 
the  scheme. 


THE  BOBBERS  WERE  BAFFLED 


Unsuccessful  Attempt  to  Rob  a  Bank  in  Wasti- 
Ington  State. 

Spokane,  Wash.,  Nov.  23.— A  tele- 
phone message  from  Rosalie,  a  small 
town  in  the  eastern  part  of  the 
says  that  a  daring  but  unsucces 
tempt  was  made  to  rob  the  bank  at  that 
place.  The  robbers,  two  in  number, 
rode  up  on  horseback,  and  while  one  of 
ihem  stood  guard  on  the  outside  the 
other  entered  the  bank  and  placed  a  re- 
volver at  President  Wells'  head,  com- 
manding him  to  hand  over  the  coin. 

Mr.  Wells  with  great  presence  of 
mind,  informed  the  robber  that  he  would 
get  the  money  out  of  the  safe,  but  in- 
stead of  doing  so  he  turned  the  combina- 
tion, locking  the  safe.  The  robber,  see- 
ing he  was  buliUd.  grabbed  up  some 
loose  coin  on  ihe  counter,  along  with 
some  private  papers,  joined  his  compan- 
ion and  mounting  their  horses  rode 
away.  Mr.  Wells  gave  the  alarm,  and 
soon  a  posse  started  in  pursuit  and 
hot  on  the  trail  of  the  robbers. 


So,ooo,ooo  yen  of  the  100.000,000  yen  au- 
ihorized  by  parliament  to  be  raised  for 
war  purposes.  The  third  army  ha;j  left 
Ujinaon  aboard  the  transports.  The 
destination  of  this  army  is  not  known, 
but  it  is  rumored  that  it  is  intended  to 
operate  in  the  Yung-tse-Kiang  districts 
of  China.  Tne  Yang-tse-Kiang  river  has 
a  total  course  of  2500  to  3000  miles  and 
'Irains  with  its  numerous  large  afilaents 
ill  the  central  provinces  of  China. 

The  tide  ascends  it  to  Lake  Po  Vang, 
450  miles  from  the  seajbevond  which  it  is 
navigable  for  250  miles.  It  may  be  nav- 
igated for  300  miles  from  us  mouth  by 
ships  of  the  largest  class.  Coal  is  plenti- 
ful in  many  places  along  its  banki  and 
about  ninety  miles  from  the  mouth  is  sit- 
uated the  southem  capital  of  China, 
Nankin,  one  of  the  mrst  important  cities 
of  the  empire.  Nankin  is  tbe  center  of 
a  very  extensive  trade  and  by  the  great 
canal  which  flosses  the  Vang-tse  Kiang 
river  about  lifty  miles  eastward  cf  the 
city  communicates  directly  with  Pekin. 
Nankin  is  also  the  residence  of  a  grand 
viceroy  who  has  authority  over  the  Kiang 
province. 

It  is  a  great  military  depot  and  the 
chief  seat  of  literature  in  the  China,  em- 
pire. The  Yang-tse-Kiang  river,  oppo- 
site Nankin,  is  one  and  a  half  miles 
broad  and  tw.  ntytive  fathoms  cleeo. 
The  part  of  the  city  occupied  by  the 
Manchoos  is  separated  by  a  cross-wall 
from  the  Chinese  town  and  the  great 
extent  of  this  wall  renders  the  defence  of 
the  city  difficult.  Besides,  it  is  over- 
looked from  the  hills  on  the  east  A  deep 
canal  or  ditch  runs  up  from  the  rivor  di- 
tectlv  under  the  walls  of  Nankin  on*  the 
west,  serving  to  strengthen  the  ap- 
proaches on  that  side.  On  the  east  side 
there  are  three  gates  and  the  land 
towards  the  river  is  marshy.  Conse- 
quently the  gates  are  approached  on 
stone  causewavs. 

The  most  remarkable  structure  in 
Nankin  was  the  porcelain  tower  termed 
bv  the  Chinese  the  recompensing  favor 
■  <:Ouasterv,  built  in  1411-32,  which  was 
pre-eminent  above  all  other  similar 
buildings  in  China  for  its  completeness 
and  elegance.  The  tower  was  ot  aa  oc- 
tagonal form  and  261  feet  high.  In  the 
interior  were  apartments  richlv  gilt  and 
otherwise  elaborately  adorned'.  It  was 
constructed  from  a  kind  of  white  brick 
made  of  fire  clay.  The  entire  cost  of  the 
edifice  was  estimated  at  from  $35,000,000 
to  $40,000,000. 

This  great  tower  was  destroyed  by 
Tae  Pings,  during  whose  occupation  of 
Nankin.  1853-64,  the  city  suffered  much. 
Nankin  has  important  manufa^:tures  of 
crepe,  saiinol  the  fin-est  qualitv.  paper, 
artificial  Mowers,  China  or  India  ink,  and 
^^ives  its  n^me  to  the  well  known  "Nan- 
keen" cotton  cloth,  which  is  also  made 
throughout  the  whole  province. 

In  1843    the  British    forces    remained 
before  Nankin  from  Aug     10  to  Aug.  29, 
on  which    last  day    the    final    treaty  be- 
tween China    and  Kni^larid   was    sij'ned 
!  and  nitified  in  1853.  'Tbe  Tae  Ping*  first 
took  Nankin  by  assault  and  made  it  their 
capital.      It    was     bombarded     by    the. 
British  and  stormed  and  captured  by  the 
,  imperialists  in  1864.    By    treaty  it  is    an 
county,  I  open  port

Shanghai,  Nov.  23.— Count  Oyama's 
army  is  marching  northward  through  the 
Liao  Tung  promontory  in  the  direction 
of  Niu  Chwang,  He  has  left  lo.coo 
troops  behind  for  the  investment  of  Port 
Arthur,  After  reaching  Niu  Chwang  it 
is  said  that  Field  Marshal  Oyama's  desti- 
nation will  be  Shang  Hai  Kwan,  the 
termination  of  the  railroad  to  Tien  Tsin. 

Chinese  telegraph  authorities  are 
openly  altering  or  expunging  messages 
relating  to  the  war.  The  Mongolian  and 
Chinese  soldiers  at  Jeh  Ho  have  raised 
the  standard  of  rebellion. 

HiROsni.MA.  Nov.  33.— A  steamer 
which  has  arrived  here  from  Moji  re- 
ports that  no  assault  had  been  made 
upon  Port  Arthur  up  to  Nov,  9.  Two 
interpreters  and  one  correspondent,  who 
were  following  the  second  Japanese 
army,  have  been  captured  and  killed  by 
the  Chinese.

For  over  twt  hours  Clement  struggled 
to  save  himself  swimming  and  throwing 
h  mself  again  and  again  upon  the  ice, 
which  was  too  we.' k  to  support  his  weight' 
Finally  by  cutting  some  branches  off 
with  their  jack-kt  iv'es,  just  as  he  had 
become  unconscious  .ind  given  up  the 
struggle,  his  comrades  fished  him  out 
and  brought  himio  shore.' 

After  attempting  to  resuscitate  him 
they  half  carried  and  half  dragged  him 
to  a  shanty  near  the  bay  and  sent  lor  Dr. 
Burnside.  It  was  about  3  o'clock  when 
the  dort(  r  arrived  .ind  commenced  the 
almost  1  opeless  task  of  bringing  the  man 
back  to  life.

Another  Manchester  Canal. 
St.  Paul  and   Minneapolis  will  not  be 
pleased  with  the  opinions   expressed  by 
the    Chicago     Times    concerning     the 
scheme  of  a  canal    from  Lake  Superior 
to  the  Mississippi  river.  Says  the  Times: 
"So  far  as  is  known  to  the  world  at  large 
there    is  but  one    thing    on  which  those 
disputatious  twins,  Minneapolis  and  St. 
Paul,  agree.    They  have    fought  for  the 
last  score  of    years    on    every  question 
ranging  from   fraudulent  census  returns 
to  the  relative  positions  their  respective 
citizens  will  hold  in  the  bright  beyond,  at 
at  one  time  going   so   far  as  to  maintain 
in  each  town   rival  prize  fighters  that  in 
the  war  of  words  there  might  not  be  even 
a  momentary    armistice.      Bat  they  are 
in  dove-like  harmony  on  that  one  point — 
they  are  solidly  for    anything    that   will 
overthrow  their  hated    common   rival  at 
the  head  of  the  lakes,  Duluth.     That  city 
is  to  Minnesota    and  the   Uakotas   what 
Chicago  is  to  the  great  middle  West.    It 
is  the  head    of  lake    navigation,    and   is 
slowly  but  surely  gathering  to  itself  the 
commerce  and  industry  of  the  disconso- 
late twin  towns." 

The  Chicago  paper  adds  that  so  long 
as  St,  Paul  and  Minneapolis  carried  on 
this  tight  at  their  own  expense  the  gen- 
eral public  could  look  on  and  enjoy  the 
scrimmaj^e  with  much  amusement  but 
no  particular  degree  ot  interest,  but  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  twins  are  about 
to  demand  that  Uncle  Sam  take  the  dis- 
cussion off  iheir  hands  and  tight  it  out  to 
a  finish  the  Times  concludes  it  is  time 
the  general  public,  who  lay  the  freight. 
look  into  the  matter.  Congress  made  an 
appropriation  of  Jio.ooo  for  a  survey  of 
a  canal  connecting  with  Lake  Superior, 
and  one  s  irveying  party  has  reported 
that  a  canal  can  be  constructed  at  a  cost 
of  about  $90,000,000.  This  causes  the 
Times  to  remark: 

"It  is  encouraging  to  know  that  'it  is 
thought'  the  cost  will  not  exceed  a  mere 
bagatelle  like  $90,000,000!  But  even 
that  little  amount  would  be  considerable 
to  put  into  a  toy,  a  useless  plaything  for 
the  twins  to  amuse  themselves  with. 
There  is  no  more  need  lor  a  ship  canal 
to  connect  the  headwaters  of  the  Missis- 
sippi with  Lake  Superior  than  there  is 
for  a  trolley  system  to  the  moon— no 
one  would  use  either.  Manchester,  Eog- 
land.  bethought  herself  a  few  years  ago 
of  a  water  route  to  wealth  and  greatness. 
All  that  was  needed  to  make  Liverpool  a 
way  station  and  Manchester  the  greatest 
port  ot  entry  on  earth  was  a  ship  canal 
to  the  latter  town.  The  more  they 
thought  of  It  the  more  the  simple  Man- 
chester folk  believed  in  if,  and  at  last 
the  necessary  millions  were  subscribed 
by  the  unsophisticated  citizenry,  for  the 
general  government  washed  its  hands  of 
the  whole  affair,  and  the  canal  was  built. 
And  there  it  lies  today,  with  scarce  a 
ripple  upon  its  bosom  made  by  passing 
ships— a  complete  failure  and  a  dead 
loss  to  its  builders. 

"If  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis,  emulat- 
ing the  example  of  Manchester,  want  to 
build  a  ship  canal  in  face  of  such  natural 
obstacles  as  present  themselves  here— 
lifts  of  nearly  500  feet  on  either  side  the 
divide,  requiring  thirty  locks  with  lifts 
of  thirty  feet  each— well  and  good;  that 
is  no  business  of  the  federal  government 
save  to  grant  the  twins  the  privilege. 
But  the  expenditure  of  $ic,ooo  already 
made  is  an  inexcusable  piece  of  folly 
which  may  not  be  too  strongly  character- 
ized, and  any  attempt  to  rob  the  federal 
treasury  in  further  interest  of  this  fla- 
grant and  scandalous  scheme  should 
meet  with  prompt  and  emphatic  refusal 
even  to  consider  it." 

The  Chicago  paper  will  certainly  make 
itself  disliked  in  the  decaying   towns  on 


the  Mississippi,    All  that  it  says  is    true 
—every  word  of  it— but  the    Duluth    pa- 
pers have  refrained  from   criticizing  the 
scheme,  because  the  Twin  City  papers, 
would  have  immediately  declared   that 
such  criticisms  were  prompted  by  a  fear 
that  the  proposed    canal  would    benefit 
St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  at  the  expense 
of  Duluth.      They   were  confident   that 
the   wild,    visionary    and  impracticable 
scheme  would    attract  the  attention  of 
other  cities  and  that  a    vigorous  protest 
would  be  made  against  congress  wasting 
any  more  of  the  public's  money    in    this 
manner.    The  Chicai;o  paper  has  a  very 
correct  idea  of  the  cause    of    the  move- 
ment to  commit  the  country  to  this  need 
less  and   enormous   expense— the    com- 
mon desire  of  St.  Paul  and   Minneapolis 
to    overturn    Duluth's    commercial    su- 
premacy. 

Duluth,  as  the  Times    well  puts   it,   is 
to    Minnesota    and  the  Dakotas    what 
Chicago  is  to   the  great    middle    West. 
The    Twin   Cities   must    yield    to    the 
inevitable.     Duluth's  geographical  loca- 
tion has  unalterably  decided  its  destiny. 
It  will  be  the  great   commercial    center 
of  the  Northwest.    Already  it  has    made 
amazing  progress.    Its  advance   in    the 
future  will  be  still  more  rapid.    Almost 
daily  the  Twin  Cities  see  their  commerce 
and  industry  slipping  away  to    Duluth. 
They  cannot  prevent   it.     It    is    the    in- 
exorable   law  of  trade    and    commerce 
that  causes  this  diversion  of  business  to 
Duluth.    They  would  stop  it  by  building 
a    canal    to    connect    them   with    Lake 
Superior,  but  the  scheme    is    impracti- 
cable and    must    fail.    Duluth    is  filled 
with     people    who,    appreciating    these 
facts,  have  removed  here  from  St.  Paul 
and  Minneapolis.    Thousands  more  are 
preparing  to  follow  suit.     Not    even  this 
briUiant  canal  scheme    can    keep    them 
awav.

The  Imperial  Holds  the  Record. 

The  Minneapolis  Journal  claims  that 
Pillsbury  A  flour  mill  made  "a  test  run" 
ofg55i  barrels  last  Wednesday,  thus 
beating  the  record  of  the  Imperial  at 
Duluth.  Then  it  is  said  that  "the  Pills- 
bury  run  was  made  under  the  direction 
of  the  head  miller,  without  the  knowl- 
^edge  of  the  Pillsbury  company,  and  with- 
out the  knowledge  of  the  Duluth  run. 
This  was  brought  out  when  the  head 
miller  turned  in  his  report,  without  sup- 
posing that  he  had  made  a  record  for  the 
mill  that  was  of  special  interest."  A 
very  pretty  story  this,  but  it  hardly 
agrees  with  the  opening  statement 
that  it  was  "a  test  run."  How- 
ever, there  is  no  evidence  whatever 
that  the  run  of  9551  barrels,  which  is 
claimed,  was  ever  made.  No  announce- 
ment of  the  "test  run"  was  given  and  no 
precautions  were  taken  for  verifying 
either  the  time  occupied  in  the  run  or 
the  size  of  the  output.  The  only  author- 
ity for  the  story  is  "the  head  miller." 

No  record  in  any  sport  is  accepted 
that  is  not  made  under  conditions  that 
preclude  the  chance  of  any  deception. 
The  same  rule  must  be  applied  in  this 
case.  The  record  of  the  Imperial  mill 
was  made  under  strict  inspection  by  dis- 
interested outsiders  and  it  will  stand. 
The  Pillsbury  figures  cannot  go  on  re- 
cord, because  they  are  unconfirmed.  The 
record  is  with  the  Imperial,  which  is  the 
greatest  flour  mill  in  the  world.

B  STILL  ONSETILED 


Alderiren  Spent  All    Yesterday  Afternoon  in 

Discussing  the  Contract  for  the  Water 

Plant   Purchase. 


Are  Divided  on  the  Question   of  Compelling 

the  Company  to  Refund    Some  of 

the  Bonds. 


Judge  Hale  Says  Nothing  Can  be  Expected 
of  the  Company  After  the  Agree- 
ment is  Closed. 


The  members  of  the  city  council  met 
yesterday  afternoon  and  continued  their 
wrestle  with  the  question  whether  or  not 
to  accept  President  Belknap's  proposi- 
tion to  sell  the  city  the  water-works 
plant.  The  resolution  was  taken  up  and 
all  the  clauses  accepted,  with  slight  mod- 
ifications in  one  or  two  cases. 

Before  a  moti6n  to  accept  it  as  a  whole, 
lay  on  the  table,  postpone  indefinitely  or 
adjourn  could  be  made,  Alderman  How- 
ard arose  and  movrd  a  reconsideration 
of  the  vote  whereoy  what  was  for  con- 
venience known  as  section  4  was  adopt- 
ed. Howard's  motion  prevailed  and  he 
then  followed  with  another  to  the  efifect 
that  the  section  be  cut  out.  That  started 
the  music,  as  it  were,  and  for  the  next 
half  hour  amendments,  substitutes,  mo- 
tions to  adjourn  and  even  some  sharp- 
ness of  expression  and  feeling  came 
thick  and  fast. 

Alderman  Hale  moved  a  substitute  to 
the  effect  that  the  water  company  either 
guarantee  to  refund  $750,000  worth  of 
bonds  or  else  accept  Sgo.ooo  less  in  the 
cash  amount  expected  for  the  plant 
The  substitute,  by  some  peculiar  rule  of 
parliamentary  usage,  not  heretofore 
known  to  the  aldermen,  was  declared 
out  of  orde».  On  the  other  hand  Alder- 
man Howard  did  not  have  support 
enough  to  carry  his  motion  to  strike  out. 
A  motion  by  Alderman  Olafson  to  in- 
definitely postpone  further  consideration 
of  the  resolution  and  Mr.  Belknap's  pro- 
position failed  to  carry.  A  motion  to 
adjourn  also  fell  short. 

Alderman  Hale's  motion  to  amend  the 
so-called  "section  4"  so  that  the  rom- 
pany  be  required  to  either  refund  bonds 
in  the  sum  of  §750,000  or  accept  a  sum 
$90,000  less  was  lost  by  a  vote  of  7  to  7, 
Aldermen  Evens,  Getty,  Goldsmith, 
Hale,  Mitchell,  Olafson  and  Patterson 
voting  aye,  and  Aldermen  Christensen, 
Cox,  Harwood,  Oie,  Trevillion,  Howard 
and  Nelson  voting  no. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  at  length  pre- 
vailed and  the  aldermen  went  home  ap- 
parently not  much  nearer  city  ownership 
of  water-works  than  several  days  ago. 
T.  W.  Hugo's  Idea. 
Said  ex-Alderman  T.  W.  Hugo:  "This 
council  is  just  where  the  council  was  four 
years  ago,  when  I  was  a  member  and 
when  this  same  matter  came  up.  Things 
today  were  in  a  similar  shape  to  what 
they  were  then.  There  is  a  feeling 
among  these  aldermen  that  there  is  a 
nigger  in  the  woodpile  and  that  they 
must  go  slow  or  see  the  city  get  the 
worst  of  it.  The  city  council  now  ought 
to  say  to  the  representatives  of  the  com- 
pany, 'Gentlemen,  now  talk  business  to 
us.'  *• 

Another  gentleman  expressed  himself 
as  follows:  "I  am  glad  to  see  this  cau- 
tiousness on  the  part  of  the  alder- 
men. It  shows  that  they  have 
the    welfare    of   the    people    and    tax- 

E avers  at  heart.  I  think  Alderman 
[ale's  idea  a  fine  one.  There  is  no 
doubt  but  that  many  who  voted  for  this 
purchasK  thought  that  Mr.  Belknap  or 
his  company  would  and  could  furnish 
bonds  in  the  sum  of  $750,000,  to  be  re- 
funded. It  seems  to  be  true  that  he  did 
not,  over  his  signature  agree  to  do  so, 
but  simply,  from  the  goodness  of  his 
heart,  offered  a  free  little  advice  as  to 
bow  a  saving  could  be  made  by  just 
such  a  step. 

"This  idea  of  Alderman  Hale  makes 
it  an  object  to  the  water  company  to 
bring  in  that  quantity  of  bonds.  It 
makes  a  good  thing  either  way.  It 
either  saves  $qo,ooo,  or  it  brings  up  to 
par  bonds  that  today  are  worth,  as  all, 
seem  to  know,  much  less  than  par.  I 
have  no  doubt  but  that  a  few  men  have 
an  option  on  all  these  bonds,  or  nearly 
all,  and  a  huge  fortune  will  be  made  if 
this  resolution  passes  in  its  present  form. 
Mi'nv  of  the  aldermen  seem  to  fear  that 
the  city  will  get  the  worst  ot  this  deal,  I 
endorse  their  caution."

Judge  Hale  ulked  with  a  Herald  man 
today  on  the  water  purchase  question 
now  pending  before  the  council.

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teen  years.  The  difference  of  i  per  cent 
would  be  a  total  saving  of  $105,000  for 
the  city. 

"Now  Mr.  Belknap,  at  the  meeting 
with  the  committee  ot  citizen?,  said  that 
he  believed  he  could  secure  $750,000  of 
the  company's  bonds  which  could  be  re- 
funded and  gave  the  committee  to  un- 
derstand that  he  would  use  his  influence 
to  do  so.  While  he  did  not  guarantae  to 
do  this  he  nevertheless  gave  the  com- 
mittee the  idea  that  he  thought  he  could 
and  used  it  in  giving  figures  arguing  in 
favor  of  purchase. 

"I  believe  the  time  to  settle  this  mat- 
ter is  before  we  close  with  the  company.

The  company  will  not  then 
be  compelled  to  do  anything  for  us  and 
may  perhaps  not  be  disposed  to  do  so. 
It  may  be  that  Mr.  Belknap  was  taken 
more  seriously  than  he  intended  but  I 
am  quite  positive  that  much  weight  was 
attached  to  his  suggestion  that  he  prob- 
ably could  assist  the  city  in  that  way, 

"It  means  $105,000  to  the  city  whether 
we  can  make  this  matter  a  part  of  the 
contract  or  not  and  I  m  lintain  that  as 
aldermen  of  the  city  it  is  our  duty  to  se- 
cure it  if  possible  That  I  think  is  a 
good  common  sense  policy.  Once  this 
contract  is  closed  it  is  settled  for  all 
time  and  the  company  cannot  be  com- 
pelled to  do  anything  it  does  not  feel  like 
doing."

TALES  OF  THE  TOWN. 


Thrilling  Talc  of  Western  Railraad  Life  Re- 
lated by  «n  Old  Timer. 

The  other  evening  a  little  group  of 
men  were  sitting  in  a  comfortable  cor- 
ner of  the  lobby  of  one  of  the  hotels 
when  the  talk  turned  on  railroading  and 
one  of  the  men  told  a  thrilling  story  of 
railroading  in  Dakota. 

"It  was  m  the  winter  of  1802,'  he  said, 
"that  the  incident  I  am  about  to  relate 
occurred.  Old  Joe  Blank,  an  engineer 
well  known  throughout  the  state  had  the 
run  between  a  small  town  in  North  Da- 
kota and  Grand  Forks;  I  have  forgotten 
the  name  of  the  town. 

"Joe  was  a  big,  fat,  healthy  looking 
fellow,  with  a  luxuriant  growth  of  whis- 
kers reaching  almost  to  his  waist,  and 
those  whiskers  were  a  source  of  great 
pride  to  him.  Well,  he  started  out  one 
afternoon  and  took  his  little  boy  with 
him  to  visit  an  aunt  residing  in  Grand 
Forks.  When  he  started  there  was  a 
few  tlakes  of  snow  tailing,  and  before 
the  train  had  gone  a  dozen  miles  a  ter- 
rible blizzard  came  on.  The  cab  win- 
dows were  closed  and  the  engineer  and 
fireman  prepared  for  a  nasty  night. 

"When  the  storm  was  at  its  height  the 
fireman  had  to  climb  back  over  the  ten- 
der for  something.  He  had  no  sooner 
reached  his  destination  than  he  heard  a 
scream.  Turning,  he  saw  the  engineer 
reeling.  In  a  moment  his  heavy  weight 
fell  across  the  cab  door.  As  he  fell  he 
an  unman ied  man  clutched  at  something  to  hold  himsell, 
and  catching  hold  of  the  thioitle,  in  his 
fall  he  pulled  it  wide  open.  The  engiue 
gave  a  mighty  bound  and  crashed  ahead 
at  a  terrific  speed.  The  fireman  saw 
that  something  must  be  doi^e,  as  his  chief 
did  rot  rise  again.  The  boy  was  stricken 
with  fright  and  was  running  wildly  about 
the  cab. 

"The  firemen  hastily  clambered  back 
over  the  tender.  As  he  went  the  train 
was  crashing  on  through  the  gathering 
blackness  ot  night.  The  engine  was 
swaying  from  one  side  to  the  other  and 
it  seemed  that  each  minute  it  must  leave 
the  track.  Hastily  gather.ng  in  ihe  situ- 
ation an  idea  struck  him  and  he  imme- 
diately put  it  in  practice.  He  thrust 
open  the  cab  window.  Tenderly  pick- 
ing up  the  form  of  the  engineer,  who  was 
still  unconscious,  he  placed  him  on  the 
seat.  Then  he  put  poor  Jot's  head  out 
ot  the  window  into  the  howling  blizzard 
and  the  wind  blew  through  his  whiskers." 
The  story  teller's  auditors,  who  had 
been  listening  with  open  mouths  to  the 
story,  looked  at  each  other  and,  with  one 
one  accord,  the  crowd  proceeded  sol- 
emnly to  the  bar.

A  Just  Criticism  of  Men  Who  Are  Lying 
the  City. 

"To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

I  read  with  interest  a  communication 
in  The  Herald  of  Nov.  17,  signed  "A 
Citizen."  He  complained,  evidently 
with  much  reason,  of  the  lack  of 
local  loyalty  and  patriotism.  We  take  it 
that  the  article  was  written  by  a  mer- 
chant. 1  will  ioin  with  Mr.  Merchant  or 
Mr.  Board  of  Irade  Man.  or  Mr.  Banker, 
or  any  other  class  of  Duluth  business 
men,  m  demanding  a  higher  standard  of 
loyalty  to  our  splendid  city.  It  seems  in- 
credible that  anyone  should  be  against 
their  own  city  and  its  interests.  Lack  of 
loyalty  to  one's  own  city  is  almost  as  re[)- 
rehensible  as  lack  of  loyalty  to  one's  own 
family.  And  such  a  city  as  Duluth! 
Why,  any  man  who  don't  speak  well  of 
Duluth  does  not  deserve  to  be 
well  spoken  of  himself,  and  ought  to 
be  obliged  to  live  in  some  out-of-the-way, 
God-torsaken  place  all  his  life.  And 
yet,  strange  as  it  may  seem,  there  are 
men  in  Duluth  who  haven't  sense  and 
decency  enough  to  stand  up  for  this  city 
and  its  interests. 

To  illustrate:  A  few  weeks  ago  a 
man  came  from  the  East  to  Duy  Duluth 
real  estate.  He  knew  something  of  ihe 
city,  of  its  splendid  past  and  great  future 
and  like  a  man  of  sagacity  and  good 
judgment,  believed  this  the  best  place 
and  now  the  best  time  to  invest  in  real 
estate.  He  had  large  means  and  was 
able  and  williug.to  buy  and  thereby 
leave  many  thousands  of  dollars  here  to 
'go  into  our  banks  and  help  increase  all 
the  channels  of  our  retail  busi- 
ness—for that  is  what  such 
deals  mean.  He  consulted  Mr. 
Merchant  (not  Stephen  L.,  for  if  he 
had  he  might  have  invested  his  last 
dollar  in  Duluth),  and  to  be  "conserva- 
tive," you  know,  Mr.  Merchant  said: 
"Don't!  don't  buy  Duluth  real  estate,  for 
it  isn't  worth  anything  and  it  will  soon 
be  worth  less.  Why,  people  can't  sell 
lots  for  $12  apiece,  cash."  Of  course 
Mr.  Merchant  lied,  and  he  knew  he  lied, 
and  the  man  he  told  it  to  knew  he  lied. 
But  he  was  willing  to  lie  against  his  own 
city  and  its  greatest  interest,  if  he  could 
thereby  create  the  impression  that  he 
was  "conservative."  What  does  "A 
Citizen"  think  of  that?  What  do  Duluth 
people  think  of  such  loyalty  and  patriot- 
ism (?)  If  Mr.  Merchant  or  anyone  else 
should  slander  and  lie  about  an  individ- 
ual he  would  have  to  answer  in  heavy 
damages. 

But  this  is  not  the  only  case.  Men 
are  coming  to  Duluth  from  all 
over  the  country  to  buy  our  real 
estate,  but  few  of  them  buy.  Why? 
Simply  because  we  have  so  many  men  in 
Duluth  who  art  like  Mr.  Merchant— 
rather  slander  the  city  and  its  interests 
than  tell  the  honest  truth  about  the  situ- 
ation. A  prominent  judge  of  Chicago 
wa5i  here  a  few  months'  ago  and  after 
looking  the  city  over  for  several  days 
said:  "Duluth  is  the  only  city  in  the 
country  to  invest  money  in."  Why  don't 
the  bankers  and  board  of  trade  men 
and  merchants  talk  that  way?  It  is  the 
truth  and  nothing  but  the  truth,  and  after 
a  while  when  outside  capitalists  come  in 
aiul  buy  heavily  these  people,  who  are 
always  looking  behind  them,  will  sail  in 
and  buy  at  greatly  advanced  prices. 

People  who  talk  down  any  branch  of 
business  in  Duluth  talk  against  their  own 
interests.  If  the  facts  justified  such 
talk  no  one  could  object.  But  there  is 
no  city  in  the  country  that  deserves  to 
stand  as  well,  and  floes  stand  as  well,  as 
Duluth.  That  it  is  one  of  the  coming 
great  cities  of  the  world  there  cm  be  no 
question.  Eastern  iinancial  louinals 
published  columnsupon  columns ol  facts 
and  statistics  to  shew  the  wonderful 
growth  of  our  commerce,  manufaclur- 
irig  anrl  population.

LoNiK>N-,  Nov.  23.— The  rumors  which 
have  reached  here  from  Washington  to 
the  cfifect  that  Great  Britain  is  support- 
ing or  co-operating  with  the  United 
States  in  the  attempt  being  made  to 
mediate  between  Japan  and  China,  are 
declared  m  official  circles  here  to  be  al- 
together incorrect. 

The  United  States  government  is 
understood  to  have  acted  entirely  upon 
its  own  initiative  and  with  complete  in- 
dependence of  the  powers.  On  the  con- 
trary England  has  noted  the  rebuff  sus- 
tained by  the  United  States  with  positive 
delight.  The  foreign  office  is  nut  dis- 
pleased to  see  the  United  States  fail 
after  Great  Britain's  snubbing  in  a  simi- 
lar attempt. 

The  present  attitude  of  England  in  re- 
gard to  the  war  between  China  and  Japan 
is  one  of  complete  inaction.  She  is 
awaiting  developments,  especially  as  ad- 
vices have  been  received  from  Japan 
which  show  that  she  is  not  likely  to  listen 
to  any  peace  overtures  at  the  present 
time,  as  she  is  prepared  to  carry  on  a 
winter  campaign. 

AMNESTY  TO  THE  REBELS. 

The  Brazilian  President  Has  Pardoned  All  the 
Revolutionists. 

Washington,  Nov.  23.— Senor  Men- 
donra,  the  Brazilian  minister,  has  not 
been  officially  notified  of  the  decree 
granting  amnesty  to  political  offenders  in 
Brazil,  issued  by  President  Moraes.  The 
decree  is  intended,  of  course,  to  apply  to 
the  cases  of  the  participants  in  the  re- 
cent revolution,  be  says. 

"An  amnesty  is  in  effect  a  pardon," 
said  the  rainistet.  "It  is  the  most  leni- 
ent action  taken  by  civilized  nations 
whose  citizens  have  rebelled.  It  is  all 
that  the  otfi:ers  would  ask,  and  more 
than  they  had  a  right  to  expect.  No 
doubt  the  officers  who  have  exiled  them- 
selves from  Brazil  since  the  revolution 
would  be  glad  to  accept  the  pardon  and 
return." 

Most  of  the  naval  officers  who  took 
part  in  the  revolution  fied  from  the  coun- 
try when  their  movement  collapsed. 
Charges  were  preferred  against  the 
ethers  and  they  were  tried  by  naval 
court  martial.  A  few  were  acquitted, 
others  were  sentenced  to  confinement  in 
fortresses.  These  last  will  doubtless  be 
released  under  the  amnesty. 

Minister  Mendonca  says  that  the  de- 
cree gives  evidence  of  the  stability  of 
the  government  and  shows  that  it  has  no 
fears  the  rebellious  movement  is  still 
alive  or  a  menacing  force. 


FOUR  PASSENGERS  INJURED. 


A  New  York  Ferry  Boat  Crashed  Into  a  Dock 
and  Was  Damaged. 
New  York,  Nov.  ^j.— The  terry  boat 
Netherlands,  from  Hoboken,  in  making 
her  slip  at  the  foot  ot  Barclay  street  to- 
day struck  the  bulkhead,  tearing  out  the 

latter  part  of  the  men's  cabin  and  injur- 
ing four  passengers.  The  boat  had  come 
safely  through  the  fog  which  overhung 
the  North  river  until  close  to  the  en- 
trance to  the  company's  slip,  when  a  tug 
boat  loomed  up  ahead,  and  in  order  to 
avoid  a  collision  the  wheelman  changed 
his  course. 

Police  Officer  Quirk,  who  was  on  duty 
at  the  entrance  to  the  ferry,  heard  the 
crash  and  the  cries  of  the  panic-stricken 
passengers.  He  jumped  into  a  boat  and 
rowed  alongside,  when  he  saw  a  number  ot 
persons  clinging  to  the  broken  wooden 
work  and  rails.  The  after  cabin  was 
badly  wrecked,  but  fortunately  only  four 
of  the  passengers  needed  medical  aid. 
Their  names  are: 

L.  H.  Kobelats,  manager  of  the 
Equitable  Insurance  company,  scalp 
wound;  Frank  Oltbaus,  laborer,  Hobo- 
ken, cut  on  right  hand;  J.  C.  Saxton, 
East  Orange,  cut  on  tight  hand,  and 
Fred  Reinhold,  New  York,  right  knee 
injured.  The  damaged  boat  steamed 
back  to  HoboKen,  where  she  laid  up  at 
the  company's  slip. 

THE  WAY  NOT  CLEAR. 


McCormick  Seminary  Does  Not  Favor  the  As- 
sembly's Plan. 
Chicago,  Nov.  23.— Professor  D.  C. 
Marquis,  of  McCormick  theological 
seminary  said  last  evening  a  m  meting  of 
the  board  of  directors   ol    the    seminary 

was  called  to  take  action  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  declaring  a  trust  in  favor  ot  the 
general  assembly  cf  the  Presbyterian 
church.  There  was  a  full  conference 
and  the  meeting  was  a  large  one.  The 
following  action  was  taken: 

Resolved,  that  in  the  opinion  of  the 
board  the  way  is  not  clear  for  the  adop- 
tion of  the  recommendation  of  the  gen- 
eral assembly  touching  changes  in  the 
charter  of  the  McCormick  seminary. 

Resolved,  the  board  will  gladly  meet 
the  assembly's  special  committee  of  con- 
ference with  the  theological  seminaries 
for  fuller  conference  on  the  questions 
involved  in  the  proposed  cbange  for 
charter.

GRAVE  ROBBERS  ARRESTED. 


Fiva  Students  of  a  Kansas  City  Medical  Col- 
lege Arrested. 
Kansas  City,  Nov.  23.— Five  students 
of  the  University  Medical  college  of  this 
city  were  arrested  at  an  early  hour  this 
morning  in  Oak  Grove  cemetery,  Kansas 

City,  Kan.,  in  the  act  of  robbing  graves. 
Their  names  were  Zimmerman.  Durant, 
Hinton,  Klopper  and  Ryburn. 

At  12  o'clock  word  was  received  at  po- 
lice headquarters  that  grave  robbers 
were  at  work  in  the  cemetery  and  a  po- 
lice wagon  with  several  officers  drove  to 
the  scene.  A  search  of  the  grounds  was 
made,  but  no  signs  of  the  robbers  could 
be  found.  The  party  started  back,  but 
were  stopped  a  few  blocks  from  the 
cemetery  by  a  man  who  said  he  could 
guide  them  to  the  right  place. 

He  led  the  party  to  the  eastern  out- 
skirts of  the  cemetery.  They  found  a 
man  sitting  in  a  buggy  on  the  east  side, 
but  upon  going  to  the  place  where  the 
men  had  been  digging,  they  found  the 
robbers  had  fled,  bat  had  left  traces  of 
their  work.  Tne  man  in  the  buggy  gave 
the  names  of  the  students  whom  he  had 
driven  to  the  cemetery,  and  they  were 
all  arrested  and  lodged  in  jail,  but  subse- 
()uently  released  on  bond. 


WANT  DIVVER  REMOVED. 


New  York  Citizens  Seek  Removal  ol  the  Well 

Known  Police  Justice.. 

New  York,  Nov.  23.— Patrick  Divver, 

police  justice  of  the  city    ot    New  York, 

may  be  compelled  to  show  cause  why  he 

should  not  be    deprived  of    his    judicial 

function.  A  petition  with  that  end  in 
view  has  been  lodged  with  Joseph  F. 
Daly,  chief  judge  of  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas. 

The  petition  alleges  on  information 
and  belief  that  Divver  is  habitually  care- 
less, negligent  and  inefficient  in  the  dis- 
charge ot  the  duties  of  his  office;  that  he 
has  been  guilty  of  malfeasance  in  office; 
that  he  has  scandalously  and  disgrace- 
fully offered  bribes  to  secure  the  falsifi- 
cation of  election  returns;  that  he  has 
been  in  conspiracy  and  collusion  with 
green  goods  swindlers  and  that  he  has 
engaged  in  public  brawls,  to  the  degra- 
dation of  his  office  and  his  own  personal 
disfigurement. 

The  petition  is  signed  by  five  tax  pay- 
ers of  this  city,  of  whom  one  is  Isaac  K. 
Funk,  the  publisher,  and  another  Charles 
E.  Sprague,  president  of  the  Union  Dime 
Savings  bank.  The  petitioners  do  noc 
represent  any  organization  but  are  act- 
ing in  their  individual  capacity.  The 
law  provides  that  charges  against  a  po- 
lice justice  may  be  tried  publicly  before 
the  judges  of  the  court  ot  common  pleas, 

Divver  was  appointed  a  police  justice 
by  Mayor  Hugh  J.  Grant.  It  is  not  of 
record  that  he  had  practiced  or  read  law, 
being  at  the  time  ot  his  appointment  the 
keeper  of  a  saloon  on  Park  Ro*'.  The 
pay  of  a  police  justice  is  S8000  a  year. 

An  Inventor  Dead. 

New  York,  Nov.  23.— John  H. Sickles, 
patentee  of  the  Sickles  hand  fire  engine, 
died  at  his  home  in  Port  Chester  from 
paralysis.  He  was  76  years  old.  His 
engines  were  useo  in  nearly  every  city  in 
the  United  States. 


Cut  in  Passenger  Rates. 

Kansas  City,  Nov.  23.— The  Wabash 
has  announced  a  rate  of  S5  from  the  St. 
Louis  and  return  to  protect  its  St.  Louis 
business  because  of  the  cut  by  the  Rock 
Island  and  Burlington,Chicago  (^  Kansas 
City.  The  Missouri  Pacific  people  say 
they  will  meet  the  cut.  The  prospects 
are  that  a  general  reduction  in  passen- 
ger fares  will  ensue. 


To  Receive  Statues. 
Washington,  Nov.  23.— The  New 
Hampshire  senators  will  ask  the  senate 
to  set  apart  Dec.  20  for  speeches  on  the 
reception  of  the  statues  ot  Daniel  Web- 
ster and  Gen.  Stark,  which  are  to  be 
p  aced  in  Statuary  ha'l  by  the  state.

Something  About  the  Opera    Engagements 
of  Abbey  &l  Grau  at  the  Metropoli- 
tan in  New  York. 


A  Notable  Galaxy  of  High-Price  Vocalists  is 

Presented,  But  Caive's  Absence  is 

Regretted. 


Lillian    Russell's   Opera,  "The   Queen    of 
Brilliants,"  a  Failure  Both  in  Lib- 
retto and  Music. 


The  season  of  grand  opera  about  to  be- 
gin at  the  Metropolitan  Opera  House  will 
without  doubt  Ixi  the  rao.st  brilliant  to 
wliicli  Ainei'ican  lovers  of  music  liave  ever 
been  treated.  In  the  lirst  place,  there  is 
TauiagiKj,  the  highest  priced  tenor  in  tho 
world,  to  say  nothing  of  tho  golden  throat- 
ed Jean  do  Keszke,  who  will  draw  a 
siyalhr  salary  but  larger  audiences  tlinn 
tho  great  Spanish  robusto  singer.  Of  tho 
basses  there  are  Edward  do  Reszke  and  Pol 
Plancon,  as  to  whose  relative  merits  there 
is  some  difference  of  opinion,  but  whoso 
equals  every  one  admit.s  do  not  exist.  Of 
the  baritones  last  year  Jean  Lassallo  was 
the  star,  but  his  voice  seemed  to  have   be-

coino  unreliable,  and  frequently  lie  failed 
to  strike  the  desired  note.  Mr.  Abbey  con- 
cluded to  go  right  to  tho  top  and  take  no 
chances,  so  lie  has  sectired  Victor  Maiirel, 
who  is  paid  more  than  any  baritone  liv- 
ing. Another  excellent  baritone  who  has 
about  him  none  of  the  glamour  of  an 
enorninus  .salary  has  been  engaged  by  tlio 
opera  managenieiit.  He  is  Cainpanari,  a 
man  who  has  bwn  heard  herca^K)Uts  with 
minor  organizations.  Ho  w.is  a  violoncel- 
lo player  and  came  to  this  country  as 
such,  Init  ho  had  long  been  ambitious  to 
shine  behind  instead  of.lieloro  tho  foot- 
lights, and  after  ye.nrs  of  patient  waiting 
the  opportnnivy  was  presented.  I  should 
not  bo  surprised  if  Canipaiiari  should 
make  a  great  hit  dnriii[^  the  coming  sea 
con.  Other  well  known  jiialc  iiiemljcrs  of 
Abh^y  &  Grau's  company  are  Mario  An- 
cona,  Maurice  Bent-aude,  riignor  Mariani, 
Ottavio  Xouvelli,  Signer  Carbone  niul 
Signor  Kussitiino. 

Of  the  women  there  will !»  .six  celebrat- 
ed sopranos.  Melba  and  Kmnia  Eanies 
will  of  course  be  011  hand  again,  but  the 
peerless  Calve  and  the  accurate  though 
colorless  Arnoldson  will  not.  Tho  ab- 
sence of  these  two  will  be  partially  atoned 
for  by  the  presence  of  Mnie.  Lillian  Nor- 
dlca,  Mile.  Zclio  de  Lussan,  Miss  Sybil 
Sanderson  and  ^Nliss  Lucille  Hill. 

Xordica,  as  is  well  known,  was  selected 
by  Cosima  Wagner  as  the  prima  donna  of 
the  Baireuth  festival.  She  will  probably 
only  be  swm  in  works  of  tho  Shakespeare 
of  imisic,  in  some  of  whose  characters  she 
is  declared  to  be  unapproachable.  Zelie  de 
Lussan  is  still  quite  a  young  woman.  She 
has  been  heard  all  over  tho  eoiintry  as  a 
menilxT  of  tho  Bostonians  or  Boston 
Ideals,  I  forget  which.  .Slie  was  considered 
a  very  sweet  singer  eVerjwhere,  but  when 
she  sang  in  New  York  t)io  papers  scarcely 
noticed  her.  .She  is  said  to  havo  been  ter- 
ribly 'cut  np"  over  this.  At  any  rate,  she 
sailed  for  England  a  short  time  afterward, 
where  slu;  was  at  once  engaged  as  the 
jiriiua  donna  of  the  Carl  liosa  Openi  com- 
pany. She  is  a  special  favorite  of  t^uccn 
Victoria  and  luis  sung  before  her  majesty 
several  times,  a  distinction  accordwl  to 
very  ft;w  performers  of  any  kind  of  tho 
present.  With  her  vocal  ability  Mile,  de 
Lussan  can  also  act,  so  that  she  ought  to 
t)ecomo  popular  with  New  York  music 
lovers. 

Sybil  Sauder.son,  another  of  the  soprano 
singers,  is  a  California  girl  who  was  not 
thoroughly  appreciated  in  this  country, 
and,  like  Mlle.de  Lussan,  also  went  abroad. 
Sho  has  a  plienomeuoually  high  note  and 
is  a  good  deal  of  an  actress.  Jicr  voice  is 
a  clear  soprano,  though  its  vulimie  is 
somewhat  limited.  Her  best  work  lias 
been  done  in  ••Ksclarmondc, "  in  whicli  she 
created  a  furore  among  the  volatile  Pari- 
cians.  She  is  to  be  ono  of  tho  secondary 
battery,  so  tp  speak,  of  Abbey's  company 
and  is  expected  to  be  quite  a  potent  at- 
traction. 

Miss  Lucillo  Hill  is  a  native  of  Trenton, 
where  her  mother  still  lives.  A  good  many 
years  ago  she  went  abroad  to  complete  her 
musical  education,  and  the  present  is  her 
first  professional  engagement  in  this  coun- 
try. While  on  the  other  side  of  tho  water 
Miss  Hill  sang  with  Sir  Augustus  Harris' 
Coveiit  (iarden  company  in  London  and 
was  also  a  member  of  other  high  grade 
musical  organizations. 

Other  female  song  birds  wlio  have  lioen 
engaged  are  Libia  Drog,  Mira  Heller,  Ku- 
genia  Mantclli  and  .lane  de  Vigne,  not  for- 
f^tting  of  course  the  queen  of  cfintraltn 
vocalists,  tho  always  reliahle,  never  whim- 
sical and  perennially  popular  Sofia  Seal 
ohl.  

The  ono  really  depressing  feature  of  the 
present  operatic  season  is  the  absence  of 
Emma  Calve.  Tliat  brilliant  Fronchwoni 
an  occupies  a  most  unique  position  in  tho 
world  of  song.  Although  not  possessing 
the  marvelous  voice  of  Melba,  the  great 
beauty  of  Eames  or  the  accurate  technique 
of  either,  she  was  alile  to  draw  more  peo- 
ple to  the  Alotropolitan  Opera  House  last 
year  than  either  of  them.  Slie  is  tho  only 
singer  living  who  will  bo  able  to  satisfy 
us  in '"Carmen"' or ''Cavalleria  liustica- 
na."  In  the  depicting  of  vocal  passion 
she  stands  unrivaled  and  will  certainly  bo 
missed  more  than  any  other  one  of  the 
long  list  of  stars  on  Mr.  Abbey's  list.  Tho 
troublo  between  Eames  and  Calve,  which 
led  to  the  tatter's  snubbing  of  tho  former 
in  tho  presence  of  a  largo  audience,  was 
particularly  unfortunate,  ospeciSlly  as  it 
hag  caused  tis  the  loss  of  tho  impetuous 
Frenchwoman's  magnificent  acting  and 
heartfelt  singioB.  Calve  was  in  the  wrong, 
too,  and  tho  management  adopted  the  only 
course  honorably  loft  open,  but  tho  cir- 
ouoistancu  is  none  the  less  regicttable.

m  very  small  type,  ''^y  arrarfgemeot  with 
Canary  &  Lederer,"  has  returne<l  from 
her  more  or  less  triumphal  engagement 
in  London.  SJie  nroduced  "The  Queen 
ot  Brrniann^  bc  a  ooey-B  tncator.  rno 
libretto  was  originally  tho  work  of  two 
Germans.  It  was  then  done  Into  Knglish 
by  Brandon  Thomas,  and  Edward  Jako- 
bowski,  the  composer  of  "Erminie,"  set 
it  to  music.  The  book  was  so  unuttera- 
bly dull  that  H.  J.  W.  Dam  was  commis- 
sioned to  rcwrito  it  for  thi."!  country.  Ho 
Is  supposed  to  havo  improved  it,  although 
that  is  difficult  to  belicvo,  for  ii  Is  incon- 
ceivable that  the  work  could  ov«r  havo 
been  worse  than  it  is  in  its  present  form. 
Tho  nebulous  plot  deals  or  essays  to  deal 
with  tho  machinations  of  the  proprietress 
of  a  matrimonial  agency,  though  vfhy  she 
»hould  "machinate"  is  not  at  all  dear. 
There  in  not  a  single  comic  line  4n  this 
supposedly  comic  opera.  To  be  Lrutally 
frank,  the  libretto  is  rubbish,  pure  and 
simple,  and  its  authorship  would  reflect 
no  especial  credit  upon  a  boy  of  15.  Of 
continuity  there  is  very  little,  while  of  in- 
terest there  is  absolutely  nothing.  How 
astute  managers  could  have  selected  such 
a  work  for  the  inauguration  of  an  impor- 
tant venture  passes  comprehensioi;.  Sto- 
ries have  been  told  here  of  tho  gnjat  suc- 
cess of  ''Tho  Queen  of  Brilliants"  in  Lon- 
don, but  no  one  with  a  spark  of  intelli- 
gence will  now  believe  them. 

Of  Mr.  Jakobowski'.s  music  tie  best 
th.at  can  be  said  is  that  it  is  less  bad  than 
tho  libretto.  Tho  most  charitable  eiplana- 
tion  of  his  work  is  that  he  was  weighted 
down  with  a  .sense  of  tho  hopelessness  ot 
attempting  to  accomplish  anything  with 
such  a  villainous  book.  It  is  dilllcult  to 
realize  that  tho  tra.shy  jingle  in  'The 
Queen  of  Brilliants  "  is  from  the  iicn  of 
tho  same  man  who  penned  the  simple 
though  none  tho  les.s  delightful  nielodics 
of 'Erminie. "  There  is  scarcely  a  num- 
ber in  this  latest  opera  by  Jakc'bowski 
that  is  deserving  of  genuine  commenda- 
tion, except  it  be  the  llnale  of  the  second 
act,  which  is  very  pretty.  The  orohcstra- 
tion  will  not  please  tho  veriest  tyro.  It  is 
nonsatisfylng  and  very  brassy  in  spots. 

As  for  the  protluetion  itself,  nothing 
better  has  ever  been  scon  in  Now  York 
when  regarded  strictly  from  the  stand- 
point of  tho  costumer  and  .scene  painter. 
It  is  said  that  Mr.  Abbey  expended  f  40, 000 
on  '-The  Queen  of  Brilliants"  before  tho 
curtain  rose  on  the  Urst  performance,  and 
I  can  readily  believe  it. 

Miss  Ilussell  appears  less  stout  than 
when  sho  was  last  seen  hero  in  "Princess 
Nicotine,"  and  her  voice  is  very  much 
more  reliable.  In  fact,  she  has  never  sung 
better  and  seldom  looked  handsomer.  Her 
voice  of  course  lacks  culture  and  pjobably 
always  will,  for  sho  has  passed  the  time 
when  she  would  be  willing  to  admit  that 
she  needs  training,  but  her  notes  still 
havo  that  clear  silvery  swcetncHS  that 
made  tlie  prima  donna  famous.  Miss 
Rus.sell  should,  however,  eschew  runs 
and  trills.  She  has  not  sufficient  control 
over  her  vocal  chords  to  execute  theai  accu- 
rately, and  it  is  foolish  for  her  to  direct 
attention  to  her  own  shortcomings. 

Miss  Annie  Myers  made  the  real  hit  of 
the  opera  in  a  very  small  part.  Hulicrt 
Wilke  was  as  stilted  and  sijasmodic  as 
ever,  and  Digljy  Bell  ditl  not  know  most 
of  his  lines,  and  those  which  ho  did  re- 
member were  excruciatingly  unfunny,  .v 
that,  on  tho  whole,  I  think  io  may  be  said 
without  exaggeration  that  '"The  Queen  of 
Brilliants"  is  an  almost  unqnalilicd  fail- 
ure. 

It  will  bo  remembered  that  some  months 
ago  the  cables  announced  that  Mario  Tern 
pest  had  signed  with  Georgo  Edwardes  of 
London  for  several  yeai-s  and  would  not 
return  to  this  country  to  keep  her  con 
tract  with  Manager  Fred  C.  Whitnoy.

She 
was  lowered  safely  in  the  cage  into  the 
bowels  of  the  earth,  but  almost  imme- 
diately Mrs.  Schmidt  gave  birth  to  a 
bouncing  boy  baby. 

Mother  and  child  were  tenderly  cared 
for  by  the  grim-faced  miners  with 
candles  in  their  caps,  and  they  wen;  soon 
on  terra  firma  again.  A  messenger  was 
sent  for  a  doctor  and  another  for  a  car- 
riage to  take  the  young  miner  and  his 
mother  heme,  but  before  he  arrived 
Mrs.  Schmidt  gave  birth  to  another  boy 
baby,  by  the  side  of  the  coal  shaft. 

The  mother  and  twins,  after  some  de- 
lay, reached  home  safely  and  the  doctor 
says  they  are  all  doing  well. 


EATEN  BY  A  WILD  HOG. 


An  infant  Killed  in  Oklahoma  and   Its  Mother 
Severely  Bitten. 

Guthrie,  Oka.,  Nov.  24.— At  Sacred 
Heart,  a  hamlet  a  few  miles  from  here, 
Mrs.  Galobie's  i8-months-old  baby  was 
almost  eaten  up  by  a  wild  hog.  The 
woman  had  laid  the  child  on  a  blanket 
near  where  she  was  washing.  While 
her  back  was  turned  she  was  called  to 
the  child  by  its  piteous  cries. 

An  immense  wild  hog  was  ravenously 
eatieg  the  flesh  off  the  babe,  having  al- 
ready terribly  lacerated  its  face.  Made 
ferocious  by  the  taste  of  food,  the  hog 
refused  to  give  up  its  victim  and  gave 
battle  when  the  woman  attempted  to 
rescue  her  baby. 

The  hog  finally  becoming  master  of 
the  situation  grabbed  the  bleeding,  cry- 
ing baby  in  its  mouth  and  started  fcir  the 
woods.  It  gained  several  yards  before  it 
resented  the  attacks  of  the  distracted 
mother.  In  her  wild  endeavors  to  secure 
her  babe  Mrs.  Galobie  was  herself  ter- 
ribly injured,  her  flesh  being  torn  from 
her  body  in  several  places.  Fiaally, 
however,  she  succeeded  in  grabbing  the 
child  and  escaping.  The  baby  is  dead 
and  Mrs.  Galobie  severely  injured. 

HIS  CrriZENSHIP  RESTORED. 

Governor  Flower  Has  Made  Ferdinand  Ward  a 
Citizen  Again. 

Geneseo.  N.  Y.,  Nov.  24.— Ferdinand 
Ward  has  received  from  Governor  Flow- 
er the  letters  restoring  to  him  full  rights 
as  a  citizen.

Washington,  Nov.  24.— [Special  to 
The  Herald.]— It  is  learned  here  that 
there  may  be  some  foundation  for  the 
rumor  that  J.  Adam  Bede  will  be  ap- 
pointed chairman  of  the  Chippewa  In- 
dian commission,  although  his  nam:  has 
not  yet  been  presented  to  Secretary 
Smith  for  the  place.

Baldwin  will  endorse  him 
for  it.  Maj.  Baldwin  has  not  yet  beard 
from  Bede  on  this  question  and  will  not 
make  a  recommendation  to  the  secr<:tary 
until  he  does. 


A  REAVr  DEFALCATION. 


Bookkeeper  of  the  Shoe  and   Leather  Bank  of 
New  York  Is  Short. 

New  York,  Nov.  24.— A  bookkeeper 
in  the  National  Shoe  and  Leather  bank 
disappeared  a  few  days  ago.  A  national

Harvard  Kicked  a  Goal  From  the  Field  But 

the  Whistle  Sounded  and 

Yale  Won. 


Springfield,  Mass.,  Nov.  24.— The 
rays  of  a  glorious  autumn  sun,  gleaming 
through  November  mists,  lighted  the 
hearts  of  the  football  men  this  mornir^ 
when  they  first  opened  their  eyes,  and 
surprised  even  the  skeptics  who  saw  in 
last  night's  leaden  sky  and  drizzling  rain 
a  most  dismal  outlook  for  football.  By 
8  o'clock  the  heavy  mist  had  risen  far 
enough  to  allow  the  blue  sky  to  peep 
forth,  so  that  half  an  hour  later  Yale's 
color  filled  the  heavens  from  horizon  to 
horizon. 

But  if  the  Yale  blue  was  flaunted 
above  the  house  tops,  the  rays  of  the  sun 
touched  up  the  crimson-tinged  trees  in 
the  city  and  at  Hampden  park  and  sent 
a  reflection  back  to  the  exultant  blue. 
The  atmosphere,  as  the  streets  and 
fields  dried  up,  was  delicious.  The  chill 
of  early  morning  was  succeeded  by  a 
warmth  like  that  of  an  early  September 
day. 

Naturally  such  exceptional  football 
weather  made  everybody  extremely 
happy  and  the  result  was  that  the 
throngs  on  the  streets  gave  vent  to  their 
hilariousness  in  shouts,  songs  and  col- 
lege cries.  The  streets,  hotel  corridors 
and  public  resorts  were  thronged.  The 
pushing,  struggling  crowd  was  thorough- 
ly good  natured.  The  great  crowds  in 
the  streets  were  bedecked  with  colors  of 
the  rival  colleges.  Everybody  wore  a 
badge,  some  but  a  miniature,  others  cov- 
ering yards  of  ribbons. 

The  crimson  chrysanthemums  on  the 
breasts  of  the  Harv#rd  admirers  were 
rivalled  by  the  delicate  violet  on  the 
breasts  of  the  Yale  men  and  in  the  cor- 
sages of  Yale  women.  There  were  par- 
asols of  red  and  parasoU  of  blue.  Once 
and  a  while,  to  relieve  the  monotony  of 
colors,  there  would  be  a  flaunt  of  orange 
and  black,  as  a  crowd  of  Princeton  adhe- 
rents came  along,  and  the  red  and  blue 
of  Pennsylvania  was  prominent  after 
that  college  special  had  arrived. 

The  morning  game  between  Dart- 
mouth and  Brown  took  some  of  the 
crowd  to  outing  park.  As  early  as  11 
o'clock  the  crowd  began  to  flock  towards 
Hampden  park,  particularly  those  who 
were  not  fortunate  enough  to  be  in  the 
reserved  section.  Brown  won;  score, 
20  to  4. 

Harvard  and  Yale  students,  since  1875, 
with  three  exceptions,  have  annually 
struggled  at  football.  The  excepted 
years  were  1877  and  i88s,  when  there 
were  no  games,  and  1889.  when  Harvard 
forfeited  to  Yale,  Harvard  has  won 
only  twice  in  nineteen  years  and  her 
total  of  scores  is  fifty.  Yale  has  won 
seventeen  with  an  aggregate  •  f  score  of 
206.  The  play  since  1883  has  been  upon 
Hampden  field  in  this  city. 

The  betting  remains  unchanged  at  the 
odds  of  2>^  to  I  in  favor  of  Yale.  There 
is  plenty  of  Harvard  money  in  sight,  but 
they  will  not  put  it  out.  At  the  Massas- 
soit,  which  is  now  a  surging  mass  of  hu- 
manity, 100  to  40  IS  being  laid,  and  even 
money  that  Harvard  does  not  score  a 
touch-down.  The  Yale  coachers  have 
been  advising  the  Yale  men  that  it  is  not 
safe  to  give  such  fearful  odds,  but  the 
Yale  backers  are  putting  it  out  at  2  and 
2'^  to  I  as  fast  as  they  can  get.  Most  of 
the  wagers  are  5  to  3  on  Yale,  and  the 
same  man  who  put  $50  even  yesterday 
that  Yale  would  not  triple  Harvard's 
score  today  placed  $4400  against  $1000 
of  Yale  money  on  the  result.  Harvard 
men  were  looking  for  5  to  2  odds  with 
few  Yale  men  to  offer  it. 


YALE'S  GREAT  TEAM. 


For  Months  They  Have  Drilled  Under  an  Ex- 
cellent Coacher. 

Springfield,  Mass.,  Nov.  24.— Up 
from  Connecticut  have  come  Yale's 
chosen  football  knights.  From  their 
ranks  has  been  selected  the  little  band 
that  battles  this  afternoon  on  Hampden 
field  with  the  flower  of  John  Harvard's 
sons.  The  rush  line  proposed  is  almost 
exactly  the  same  as  that  opposed  to 
Harvard  and  Princeton  in  the  champion- 
ship games  of  last  year,  while  behind 
the  line  every  man  should  have  over- 
come the  excited  nervousness  of  the 
novice  and  gained  the  coolness  and  con- 
fidence which  participation  in  a  "big" 
game  brings. 

For  months  the  men  who  today  wore 
the  blue  have  drilled  together  under  the 
severely  criticising  eyes  of  some  of  the 
best  football  coachers  in  the  country. 
Hard  and  faithfully  they  have  trained 
and  Capt.  Hinkey,  on  the  gridiron  this 
afternoon,  has  reason  to  be  confident 
that  bis  team  was  the  equal  of  any  that 
had  represented  Yale  in  years. 

From  the  opening  of  the  season  the 
health  of  the  players  has  been  most  care- 
fully watched,  every  convenience  was 
provided  for  their  comfort,  every  pre- 
caution taken  to  prevent  illness  and  the 
sons  of  Eli,who  fought  today  for  the  glory 
of  Yale,  may  be  fairly  said  to  represent 
the  very  best  athletic  material  in  the 
big  Connecticut  university. 

Almost  a  month  ago  the  football  men 
at  Yale  were  satisfied  as  to  the  make-up 
of  the  team  that  would  meet  Harvard, 
and  it  was  confidently  expected  that  lit- 
tle Dewitt  would  be  the  man  behind  the 
line  with  Adee,  Thome  and  Butterworth, 
but  malarial  fever  confined  him  to  his 
room  about  three  weeks  ago  and    it  was 
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impossible  for  him  to  play.  His  non-ap- 
pearance was  a  great  disappointment  to 
Yale.  

THE  MEN  FROM  CAMBRIDGE. 


A   Succession   of   Accidents  That   Eclipsed 
Every  Previous  Record. 

Springeield,  Nov.  24.— The  football 
team  who  came  from  Cambridge  to  meet 
the  blue  band  of  "^'^ale  today  have  had  an 
experience  unequilled  in  the  annals  of 
Harvard  football.  There  was  a  surplus 
of  experiment  halfbacks  at  the  beginning 
of  the  season.  Tae  christening  of  the 
new  athletic  house  and  gridiron  at  Sol- 
diers' field  was  soon  followed  by  a  daily 
succession  of  accidents  that  eclipsed 
every  previous  rei:ord  of  a  Harvard  field. 

The  halfback  list  was  reduced  till 
Capt.  Emmons  was  obliged  to  muster 
practice  men  from  the  class  elevens,  and 
the  climax  was  reached  when  the  vet- 
eran George  Gray  was  carried  from  the 
field  with  a  broken  leg.  The  coachers 
have  not  been  so  numerous  as  last 
year,  but  under  Trainer  Lathrop's  care 
the  men  have  shown  unusual  spirits  in 
the  daily  practice. 

Capt.  Emmons  deserves  nruch  credit 
for  the  way  which  he  developed  his 
team  with  many  cdds  against  him.  Only 
six  of  last  year's  eleven  were  in  today's 
line-up,  and  of  the  five  new  men  onp  is 
playing  his  second  season  and  anoth  s 
just  finishing  his  first  year  on  the  g 
iron.  The  eleven  is  composed  of  thi^e 
seniors,  three  juniors,  two  sophomores 
and  one  fresh  mac.  The  law  and  medical 
schools  each  contribute  a  member.  The 
eleven  averages  21^^  years  of  age,  and 
174  pounds  in  weight.

It  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  person  to  tie  any  horse, 
cow  or  other  animal  to  any 
tree,  plant  or  shrub,  or  to 
fasten  any  such  animal  in  such 
manner  as  to  cause  injury  to, 
or  destruction  of,  any  tree, 
shrub  or  plant,  planted  or 
growing  in  any  of  the  parks 
or  parkways,  or  in  or  upon 
that  portion  of  the  streets  and 
avenues  under  the  jurisdiction 
and  control  of  the  Board  of 
Park  Commissioners,  or  to  al- 
low any  such  animal  to  run  at 
large  thereon. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  who 
shall  be  convicted  of  a  viola- 
tion of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  $10  nor 
more  than  $100.

London.  Nov.  24.— A  Yokohama  dis- 
patch savs:  Port  Arthur  was  captured 
on  Wednesday  last,  Nov.  21.  There  is 
great  rejoicing  here  over  the  Japanese 
victory.  The  capture  of  Port  Arthur 
was  announced  by  the  Asiociated  Press 
last  night  in  a  dispatch  from  Che  Foo, 
and  a  full  description  of  that  important 
place  was  furnished  the  Associated  Press 

newspapers.    Port  Arthur  fell  after  eigh- 
teen hours'  lighting. 

A  dispatch  to  the  Times  from  Che  Foo 
last  tiight  said  the  lighting  was  continu- 
ous from  noon  of  the  2uth  until  Wednes- 
day evening.  The  Japanese  ileet  did 
not  take  part  in  the  engagement,  the 
rimes  dispatch  adds,  though  the  torpedo 
boats  attached  to  the  tleet  were  in  action 
and  distracted  the  attention  of  the  forts 
while  the  Japanese  troops  entered  the 
town. 

A  dispatch  received  here  from  Shang- 
hai asserts  that  twenty-three  Japanese 
torpedo  boats  made  a  concerted  rush 
upon  the  entrance  of  the  harbor  of  Port 
Arthur  and  that  at  the  same  time  the 
Japanese  land  forces  attacked  the  place 
irom  the  rear,  while  a  heavy  artillery  fire 
was  poured  into  the  Cninese  forts.  Japan- 
ese infantrv  then  stormed  defense  after 
defense.  The  Chinese  resisted  fetbly. 
There  were  a  few  hand  to  hand  fights; 
but  finally  the  Chinese  became  panic 
stricken  and  the  Japanese  carried  everv- 
thing  before  them. 

A  dispatch  to  the  Times  from  Shang- 
hai confirms  the  Times'  dispatch  from 
Che  Foo,  cabled  exclusively  by  the  As- 
sociated Press  last  night,  saving  that  the 
Japanese  troops  are  re-embarking  at 
Port  Arthur.

coin  at  the  pleasure  of  the  government 
after  ten  years  from  the  date  of  issue. 

The  main  bid  fur  bonds  was  by  a  syn- 
dicate of  bankers  of  New  "Sork,  London, 
Philadelphia  and  Boston  and  was  for 
$50,000,000  at  116  S89S.  The  bidders  in- 
cluded the  Drexel-Morgan  company. 
United  States  Trust  company,  of  New 
Vork.  and  the  large  New  York  banks. 

The  aggregate,  including  both  bids  of 
Drexel,  Morgan  &  Co.,  amounted  to 
about  $155,000,000,  counting  only  one  of 
them  to  $105,003,000.  The  $50,000,000 
bid  provides  that  $40,000,000  of 
bonds  are  to  be  delivered  in  New  York, 
$3  000.0CX3  at  Boston,  $3,000,000  at  Phila- 
delphia, $2,000,000  at  Chicago, 
$2,000,000  at  San  Francisco.  The  bid  is 
made  by  the  United  States  Trust  com- 
pany of  New  York,  Urexel,  Morgan  & 
Co.,  First  National  bank  of  New  York 
and  Harvey  Fisk  &  Sons.  They  add  the 
information  that  a  large  number  of  other 
parties  are  interested  with  them  in  the 
joint  bid. 

A  second  syndicate  bid  by  the  same 
parties  was  submitted  for  the  full  $50,. 
000.000,  all  or  none,  at  1 17.077  being  a 
shade  below  3  per  cent.

The  Bold  Desperadoes  Secured  Over  $25, 

000,  the  People  Being  Kept  Back 

by  Six-Shooters. 


Hai.letsvillk,  Tex..  Nov.  24 —De- 
tails of  the  attempted  burning  and  sack- 
ing of  the  town  of  .Shiner  arc  at  hand. 
Just  before  daylight  Thursday  morning 
the  citizens  v/cre  awakened  by  a  terrific 
explosion.  Hundreds  were  on  their  feet 
instantly,  but  whtn  they  reached  a  point 
one  block  from  the  business  center  they 
found  themselves  looking  into  the  muz- 
zles of  six-shooters  and  Winchesters. 
Just  two  hours  later  the  busiest  portion 
of  the  town  was  in  ashes.  Nine  build- 
ings were  burned;  loss  $100,000. 

The  work  was  done  by  a  daring  gang. 
The  large  mercantile  house  ot  A.  G. 
Wangemann  was  known  to  contain  a 
iirge  sum  of  money.  The  robbers 
placed  a  charge  of  dynamite  under  the 
big  steel  vault  and  ignited  it.  The  vault 
was  torn  to  atoms,  and  while  the  rice  be- 
gan to  devour  the  buildings,  the  gang 
detailed  a  guard  to  keep  back  the  peo- 
ple, while  two  men  sacked  the  boodle. 
The  exact  loss  cannot  be  ascertained, 
although  not  less  than  $25,000.  About 
$15,000  in  books  and  accounts  also 
burned. 

A  freight  train  passed  immediately 
after  the  fire  and  a  lot  of  men  boarded 
It  and  rode  away.  Sheriff  Houchin  leii 
here  as  soon  as  possible  with  his  blood 
hounds.  He  returned  with  four  tough 
looking  tramps,  who  refuse  to  give  their 
names.  Two  of  them  have  been  id;:nti 
fied  bv  Shiner  people  as  the  men  who 
kept  them  back  with  six-shooters.  The 
Shiner  people  are  greatly  excited,  and 
hundreds  of  persons  surrounded  the 
sheriff  when  he  marched  the  four  pris- 
oners through  the  Halletsville  streets  to 
the  jail.

WHILE  THE   SENTINEL  SLKPT.      ' 

Sow   •   Band   of  Immisraiits  Wa»  Swept 
lJtt«»rly  Away. 

At  5  o'clock  of  a  summer's  afternoon 
the  he«d  wagon  of  tho  immigrajt  train 
skirting  the  foothills  of  Bald  mountain 
comes  to  a  halt  beside  a  little  rivuhjt  break- 
ins  out  of  .-.  deep,  diirk  gorge  and  losing 
itself  after  a  (luarter  of  a  mile  in  tho  hills 
to  tho  west.  Here  is  a  valley,  or  "dip,"  a 
mile  Ions  '^y  li'df  a  mile  broad  with  a 
narrow  entrance  011  the  north  md  the 
couth.  There  are  ton  wagons  in  the  train 
— ten  wagons  and  50  people.  Tho  Indian 
problem  has  been  solved,  and  they  an 
teeking  new  iioniis  nearer  sun.mt.  The 
nun  aro  hardy  and  the  women  brave,  and 
ell  day  long  J4S  the  train  toiled  rver  the 
rough  country  the  childrtm  liuveriKcd  aft- 
er flowers  or  called  to  each  other  from  un- 
der the  v.-hite  topiH>d  wagons.  There  arc 
no  hostile  Indians,  no  wild  beasts  to  fear, 
no  herds  to  stampede  aud  leave  death  und 
destruction  lielund. 

Tho  site  of  thecmip  is  decided  by  water 
and  grass.  Kivukt  as  it  is,  heixj  is  an 
abundatice  of  water,  and,  though  it  ha^ 
not  rained  lor  many  long  days,  tho  hungry 
r.uimals  will  find  plenty  of  fora}|e.  \m 
old  hunter  or  a  veteran  plainsman  would 
not  have  selected  such  a  site.  Had  one 
come  riding  up  « yen  after  the  wagon> 
were  parked  and  llio  tired  nniiiuds  were 
hobbled  out  ho  would  have  insisted  on  im- 
n-.ediate  removal  from  that  valley.  The 
ctreain  coming  down  out  of  tho  g<-X'ffe  was 
scarcely  a  foot  wide,  hut  tho  channel  way 
was  ten.  On  tho  rocky  eido.s,  higher  than 
the  tallest  man  among  them,  wero  sticks 
and  branches  and  bunches  of  wtt-ds  and 
grass,  left  there  when  the  last  cloudburst 
occurred.  I  lukr  tlieir  feet  anil  tho  wheels 
ff  the  wapons  were  signs  nottolwj  neglect- 
ed, but  which  no  oxw  observed.

The  sentinel  who  •\?ent  on 
from  12  to  "J  was  a  young  man.  During 
the  last  15  minutes  of  his  watch  the  older 
man  was  silently  watching  the  sky  to  the 
soutliwest.  He  made  out  a  Uash  or  two  of 
lightning  and  a  dark  cloud  stealing  up. 
He  could  feel  that  there  was  rain  down 
there.  .Some  of  the  horses  whioh  were 
down  got  up  and  snuffed  the  air  and  point- 
ed their  ears  and  no.ses  at  tho  cloud. 

'Watch  that  cloud!"  was  thooM  man's 
caution  as  tho  sentinels  wore  changed.

For  ten  minutes  the  young  m.in  kept 
his  face  to  the  southwest.  He  caught  faint 
fiashes  of  lightning,  but  thero  was  no 
thunder.  The  cloud  certainly  grew  larger, 
but  ,i1so  riMnained  stationary.

At  1  o'clock  he  wiis  wide 
fiw.'ike.  Fifteen  minutes  later  ho  slept. 
There    had    bnen    no    thunder,    no   sharp 


ua,^^ues  or  iigntnmg.      inecioaawas  lor- 
gotten. 

At  midnight  ono  who  could  liavo  had  a 
fair  view  of  the  cloud  would  havo  wit- 
nessed tho  formation  of  a  thunderstorm. 
At  half  past  12  it  had  an  ugly,  manacing 
look  and  was  inclined  to  float  to  the 
north.  At  1  o'clock  it  had  a  decided  move 
in  that  direction  and  was  following  a  nar- 
row valley  which  ended  five  or  six  miles 
away  at  tlie  ba.se  of  the  mountain.  Once 
the  cloud  was  in  motion  it  traveled  rapid- 
ly. At  a  quarter  past  1  it  reached  the  far 
end  of  tho  valley.  There  were  flashes  of 
lightning  and  elapsof  thunder,  but  no  ono 
iu  camp  wa«  awake  to  sec  or  hear.

Loyalty  to  Duluth. 
The  Herald  published    in    yesterday's 
issue  a  communication  on  the  subject  of 
loyalty    to  Duluth.      The    article    was 
drawn  in    rather    strong    terms,  and  yet 
there  is  reason  to   believe    that  there    is 
much  ground  for  it.    It  is  somewhat  re- 
markable that    any   one    should    be    so 
thoughtless  as  to  disparage  any  Duluth 
interest.    There  is  no  city  that  stands  so 
high  in  this  country,  or  any  other,    and 
the  best  financial  authorities  concede  it. 
The  facts  speak  for  themselves,  and  any 
one  who  cannot  see  and  appreciate  not 
only  the  great  distant  future,but  the  imme- 
diate tuture  of    Duluth,  is  stupid  indeed. 
It  is  the  opinion  of    some  of  the  ablest 
financiers  in  the   country  that  real  estate 
is  now  the  best  and    safest  property    to 
buy.    Prices  are  low  and  yet  they    have 
been  maintained  much  better  than  prices 
of  other  kinds  of  property.     In  times    of 
panic  and  depression,  such  as  we  have 
had  for  the    last    eightien   months,    all 
kinds  of  property  but    money  shrink    in 
value.    The  shrinkage    in  the  values    of 
railroad   and     other   stocks   has    been 
enormous.    The  atrocious  management 
of  some  cf  the  large  corporations  of    the 
country  has  caused  widespread  distrust, 
and  investors   are    going   to    look  else- 
where for    investments.    Without  doubt 
more  money  will    go    into   real  estate  in 
the  next  three  years  than  ever  before. 

Where  is  there  a  city  that  offers  such 
opportunities  for  safe  and  profitable  in- 
vestment as  Duluth?  Where  is  there  a 
city  that  has  made  such  substantial  and 
rapid  growth  during  the  awful  times  of 
the  last  year  or  more?  No  other  city, 
large  or  small,  has  any  such  record. 
Why  is  that  Duluth  should  stand  the 
panic  better  than  older  cities?  The  rea- 
son is  that  owing  to  its  rapid  growth  in 
all  branches  of  business,  and  its  increase 
in  population  and  wealth,  it  has  been 
able  to  keep  on  its  course  under  the 
most  trying  times  that  the  country  has 
seen  for  more  than  half  a  century.  But 
why  does  its  business  and  population  in- 
crease while  other  cities  sUnd  still  or  go 
back?'  Because  the  forces  at  work  to 
make  a  great  city  at  this  point  are  so 
strong  and  resistless  that  while  panics 
and  hard  times  may  retard,  they  cannot 
prevent  Duluth's  onward  march  to 
greatness. 

If  Duluth  can  show  such  growth  dur- 
ing very  hard  times,  what  will  be  its 
growth  when  prosperity  comes  back 
again?  And  it  is  coming  back  and  is  al- 
ready in  sight.  In  view  of  all  these  facts 
and  conditions  there  never  will  be  an- 
other time  equal  to  the  present  to  make 
profitable  investments  in  Duluth  prop- 
erty. The  Herald  agrees  with  its  cor- 
respondent that  this  is  a  time  when  every 
one  should  tell  the  truth  about  Duluth 
and  not  hesitate  to  speak  up  at  all  times 
and  on  all  occasions  for  a  city  whose 
great  de§tiny  even  we,  who  know  so 
much  of  its  illimitable  resources,  cannot 
fully  comprehend. 


A  Steady  Improvement. 
The  reports  of  the  commercial  agencies 
this  week  are  very  encouraging,  and  will 
serve  to  increase  the  confidence  which  is 
already  prevailing  to  a  much  greater  ex- 
tent than  at  any  time  during    the    past 
eighteen    months.      The    country    has 
slowly  but    surely  emerged  out  of  the 
slough    of    depression,   and    there    is  a 
visible  improvement  in  business  circles 
everywhere.      There    is    a    feeling  that 
times  have  improved,  and  such  a  feeling 
was  necessary  to  re-establish  confidence. 
There  are  signs  that  capital  is  seeking 
investment   again,  cautiously  it   may  be 
at  present,  but  with  an  absence  of  that 
timidity  which  has  kept  it  locked  up  in 
the  bank  and  safety  deposit  vaults. 

Dun  &    Co.'s  commercial    agency,    in 
reviewing  the  past   week  in   commercial 
circles   throughout  the   United   States, 
says  there  is  some  change  for  the  better. 
The  gain  is  slow  and  in  some  cases    not 
very  distinct,  but  the  signs  of  it    are    a 
little  more  definite  than  last  week.    The 
most  important  of    them  are  larger    em- 
ployment  of  labor  and  a  better  demand 
/on  the  whole  for  manufactured  products. 
Most  of  this  is  due  to  the   unnatural  de- 
lay of    orders  for  the    winter  which    re- 
sulted from  prolonged    uncertainty,  but 
it  means  actual  increase  in  earnings  and 
purchasing  power  of  the  millions,  and  so 
gives  promise  of  a  larger  demand  in  the 
future.     Prices  of  farm   products    in  the 
aggregate  do  not    improve,  but  the  pre- 
vailing hopefulness   is  felt  in  somewhat 
larger  transactions. 

Bradstreet's  says  the  features  of  gen- 
eral trade  for  the  week  include  an  in- 
crease in  distribution  of  holiday  goods, 
of  heavy  clothing,  hats,  seasonable  dry 
goods,  and  at  various  points,  hardware 
and  shoes.  This  was  stimulated  by  sea- 
sonably colder  weather  and  a  continu- 
ance of  the  feeling  of  confidence  in  a 
nearby  improvement  in  demand.  At  the 
South  a  favorable  influence  is  a  moder- 
ate advance  in  the  price  of  cotton.  There 
has  also  been  a  good  demand  for  spot 
cotton.  Lake  navigation  has  practically 
closed  and  the  results  of  the  season's 
work  are  generally  sff "factory.  The 
price  of  wool  is  practi-ally  unchanged, 
as  are  prices  for  leather,  lumber  and 
hardware,  although  they  are  firmer.  The 
demand  for  iron  and  steel  has  fully  kept 
pace  with  the  production. 

There  is  a  cheerful  tone  about  these 
reports  of  the  commercial  agencies  that 
will  also  have  a  beneficial  effect.  Once 
make  the  people  everywhere  understand 
and  feel  that  a  general  betterment  ot 
conditions  has  begun— as  it  actually  h?.s 
begun— and  the  improvement  will  be- 
come more  rapid.  The  people  ot  Duluth 
have  no  reason  to  complain  with  the  con- 
ditions that  prevail  here,  as*  compared 
with  the  state  of  affairs  in  other  sections 
of  the  country,  Duluth  never  felt  the 
depression  as  it  was  felt  elsewhere. 
Hence  its  recovery  was  more  readily 
effected.  It  has  grown  steadily  in  popu- 
lation and  business  throughout  the  past 
eighteen  months,  when  the  country  suf- 
fered most  severely,  and  now  that  the 
tide  has  turned  everywhere,  it  will  ad- 
vance with  a  still  greater  degree  of 
rapidi'y. 


The  Superior  Telegram  mourns  be- 
cause "President  Hill  of  the  Great  North- 
ern Railway  company  has  declined  em- 
phatically to  consider  the  purchase  of 
additional  property  on  Superior  bay  for 
dock  and  terminal  purposes."  This  re- 
moves the  last,  lingering  hope  of  the  Su- 
periorites  that  the  steamers  North  West 
and  North  Land  would  touch  there  next 
summer.  The  Western  headquarters  of 
the  Great  Northern  Steamship  company 
are  in  Duluth  and  will  remain  here.

J.  C.  Foley  Has  Acquired  What  is  Supposed 

to  be  One  of  the  Richest  Gold 

Properties. 


H.  V.  Winched,  the  Geoiagist,  Has  Mado 
Fine  Report  After  an  Examination 
of  llie  Land. 


It  is 


Known  as  the  Wiegan  Property— Ca- 
nadian Government  Has  Lccated 
a  Postoffice  There. 


The  deal  in  Rainy  Lake  goltl  lands 
between  Joseph  C.  Foley  and  Col.  Kay, 
of  Tort  Arthur,  was  concluded  yesterday, 
and  Col.  Ray  will  leave  this  evening  for 
Port  Arthur.  The  price  fdrwhicb#Mr. 
Foley  obtained  the  property  is  §12,000, 
on  a  cash  bails.  The  property  is  on  Shoal 
lake,  an  expansion  of  the  Seine  river, 
about  twenty-three  miles  from  Rainy 
Lake  City.  There  are  about  forty-five 
acres,  known  as  "A.  L.  70."  and  the  land 
Is  part  ot  the  VViegan-Ray  properties, 
contaiumg  some  of  the  mOit  valuable 
mineral  deposits  in  the  region. 

There  are  already  three  main  shafts 
down.  One  shaft,  nineteen  feet  in 
depth,  has  a  vein  two  feet  in  width  at 
the  top  and  three  feet  four  inches  at  the 
bottom.  A  i2-ioot  shaft  has  a  vein  a 
foot  and  a  half  at  the  top  and  two  feet  at 
the  bottom.  The  third  shaft  is  seven 
feet  deep  and  the  vein  is  to  a  hair  the 
same  size  at  the  bottom  as  at  the  top,  two 
feet.  Each  of  the  veins  is  well  mineral- 
ized from  top  to  bottom,  and  the  speci- 
mens of  quartz  exbitited  by  Mr.  Foley 
make  an   excellent  showing.

These  last  samples  were  taken 
across  the  vein  near  the  surface.  In 
concluding  his  report  Mr.  Winchell 
says:  "The  only  conclusion  that  can  be 
drawn  from  llie  foregoing  statement  of 
facts  concerning  the  geology  of  this 
vicinity  and  the  veins  of  this  lo- 
cality, together  with  the  result  of 
the  samples  taken,  is  that  it  is  a 
most  promising  prospect.  The  veins 
widen  as  the  depth  is  attained,  and  the 
ore  is  rich  enough  su  far  as  the  pits  have 
been  sunk,  to  pay  a  handsome  profit  over 
the  expense  of  mining  and  treating  it."

From  the  samples  shown  and  the  re- 
port of  Mr.  VVinchell,  which  is  a  conl- 
plete  and  exhaustive  one,  the  property 
appears  to  be  more  than  ordinarily  rich 
in  mineral,  and  Mr.  Foley  has  probably 
secured  one  of  the  best  pa>ing  proper- 
ties in  the  gold  region.

<.»ntari()  ^;:  Rainy  River  railroad. 
Near  the  Hillycr  Property. 

The  property  is  near  the  Hillycr  j-rop- 
crtv.  which  is  probably  the  best  vein  yet 
devel0|-cd.  There  arc  (issurc  veins  all 
througb  the  country,  and  in  the  opinion 
(if  Mr.  Foley  and  those  who  have  ex- 
amined the  land,  the  deposits  arc  rich 
and  permanent.  The  Scott  island  prop- 
erty, in  which  ii.  C.  Dent  is  interested,  is 
in  the  same  region.  A  do/en  other  men 
and  companies  are  now  prospecting 
there.

GEN.  GORDON'S  LECTURE. 

Fine  Discussion  ol  the  War.  lis  Generals  and 
the  Closing  Days. 

The  lecture  course  instituted  by  the 
First  M.  E.  church  was  opened  last  eve- 
ning with  a  lecture  on  "The  Last  Days 
of  the  Confederacy,"  by  Gen.  j.  1$, 
Gordon,  of  Georgia.  Gen.  Gordon,  dur- 
ing the  war  was  chief  of  Gen.  Lee's  staff 
and  now  is  United  States  senator  from 
his  state. 

Rev.  J.  M.  Thoburn,  Jr.,  in  a  few  words 
formally  declared  the  lecture  course 
open  and  then  introduced  Senator  C.  K. 
Davis,  of  St.  Paul,  as  chairman  of  the 
evening.  Mr.  Davis  said  that  it  was 
with  pride  and  pleasure  that  he  per- 
formed the  duty  imposed  upon  him  by 
the  management  ot  the  lecture  course 
and  then  in  a  few  brief  words  paid  a 
high  tribute  to  the  loyalty  and  fpatriot- 
ism  of  his  senatorial  brother  and  oppon- 
ent in  the  late  war. 

Gen.  Gordon  bowed  his  acknowledge- 
ments to  Senator  Davis  and,  addressing 
his  audience  with  the  opening  words 
"Ladies  and  'fellow  countrymen,"  said 
that  he  would  rather  deserve  the  compli- 
ments paid  him  by  the  chairman  and  the 
greetings  of  so  glorious  a  people  than  to 
hold  the  office  of  president  for  life.  He 
said  that  he  would  be  more  than  satisfied 
if  he  could,  in  any  way  lift  to  a  higher 
plane  of  patriotism  either  the  victors 
or  the  vanquished.  The  speaker  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  every  soldier, 
on  either  side,  who  fought  or  fell  stands 
today  as  a  martyr  or  a  monument  to  the 
cause  he  thought  was  right.  The  narra- 
tive of  the  lecture  was  then  commenced 
with  the  entrance  of  the  Confederate 
army  into  Pennsylvania,  which  ended 
with  the  battle  of  Gettysburg.  Military 
strategy  and  hunger  were  two  g<iod 
causes  which  seemed  to  dictate  to  Lee 
that  he  cross  over  into  the  country  and 
possess  it.  "Then,  too,"  said  the  gen- 
eral, "social  reciprocity  demanded  it. 
We  owed  our  ^■ankee  cousins  any  num- 
ber of  visits  and  our  Southern  chivalry 
demanded  that  we  should  pay  them. 
The  greeting  given  us  was  too  warm. 
Our  leave-taking  was  rather  hasty,  but 
we  meant  no  discourtesy.  I  will  admit, 
hov/ever,  that  we  did  come  away  sooner 
than  we  expected.  We  had  planned,  in 
fact,  to  stay  all  summer,  but  circum- 
stances over  which  we  had  no  control 
hastened  our  departure." 

Senator  Gordon  does  not  look  just  like 
the  pictures  of  him  in  the  lithographs 
and  advertisements.  Those  are  evident- 
ly from  a  likeness  taken  ye.irsago.  The 
top  of  his  head  is  bald  and  his  short  chin 
beard  and  mustache  almost  white.  He 
is  a  pleasant  speaker,  however,  and 
bears  all  the  marks  of  a  polished,  courte- 
ous, widely  experienced  Southern  gen- 
tleman. There  is  a  c|uaint,  dry  humor 
running  through  his  remarks  that  is  in- 
fectious but  not  boisterous,  that  keeps 
his  listeners  in  excellent  good  nature  and 
at  the  same  time  holds  their  closest  at- 
tention. Then,  at  times,  the  speaker 
grows  sober,  serious,  pathetic,  and  sus- 
picions of  more  than  one  tear  are  seen 
all  through  the  audience. 

Some  of  his  periods  wete  highly  elo- 
quent and  his  tributes  to  leaders  on  each 
side  and  the  armies  as  a  whole,  were  nu- 
merous, generous  and  given  with  deep 
feeling.  As  a  story  teller  Senator  Gor- 
don IS  a  success  and  his  lecture  was 
chuck  full  of  anecdotes.  He  entered 
less  into  the  philosophy  of  events  with 
which  he  was  so  closely  connected  and, 
perhaps,  the  criticism  may  be  made  that 
parts  of  the  lecture  at  times  were  a  lit- 
tle disconnected,  but  at  the  beginning 
the  speaker  said  that  he  would  take  up 
minor  matters,  those  not  touched  upon 
by  many  speakers  and  the  heavy  histo- 
rians but  which  were  rone  the  less  dio- 
appoiiited.  Frc<iuent  applause  heartily 
greeted  the  speaker  and  the  audience 
seemed  well  pleased  indeed.  ( ieu.  (ioi  - 
don  will  be  warmly  greeted  at  4ny  time 
he  may  return  to  Duluth,  cither  at,  a 
speaker  or  a  visitor.

Henry  Truelsen,  as  a  voter  and  tax 
payer  of  the  city  of  Dulutb,  yesterday 
served  notice  on  the  mayor  and  city  offi- 
cials that  he  was  about  to  contest  the 
validity  of  the  water  bond  election  of 
Oct.  26.  Accompanying  the  notice  of 
contest  which  was  filed  in  the  district 
court  was  Mr.  Truelsen's  bond  of  $250, 
with  Nicholas  Young  and  Nils  Nilson  as 
sureties,  and  a  petition  to  the  court  for 
an  order  for  the  appointment  of  three  in- 
spectors to  whom  should  be  submitted 
the  examination  of  the  ballots,  one  to  be 
appointed  by  petitioner,  one  by  the  city 
and  a  third  by  these  two.  Failing  in  this, 
the  judges  were  asked  to  appoint  all  ot 
them. 

Judge  Moer  signed  an  order  tor  the 
city  to  appear  in  special  term  today  to 
appoint  Its  member  of  the  inspecting 
board.  The  city  and  Mr.  Truelsen  were 
both  represented,  but  the  matter  was 
continued  until  Monday,  when  it  will 
come  before  Judge  Lewis.  The  notice 
of  contest  sets  forth  fourteen  reasons 
why  the  election  should  be  declared  in- 
valid, as  follows; 

The  first  objection  is  the  general  one 
that  there  was  no  authority  in  the  stat- 
utes or  the  city  charter  for  the  council 
to  submit  the  purchase  proposition  to  the 
voters  in  the  manner  in  which  it  was 
submitted. 

The  second  objection  is  that  proposi- 
tion one  on  the  ballot  was  improper  and 
invalid  because  it  submitted  to  the  vot- 
ers ijndir  one  oroposition  whether  the 
bonds  should  be  issued  for  erecting  or 
purchasing  a  water  and  light  plant, 
whereas  section  y.  chapter  g  of  the  chart- 
er provides  that  the  propositions  shall  be 
presented  separately.  The  third  and 
iourth  objections  make  similar  asser- 
tions about  propositions  two  and  three. 
Claims  a  Majoriiy  Necessary. 
The  filth  objection  contests  proposi- 
tion three  because  it  did  not  receive  a 
majority  ot  the  votes  cast.  The  si-'th 
objection  is  that  the  council  bad  no  au- 
thority under  the  charier  or  statutes  to 
submit  proposition  ten  at  all. 

The  seventh  objection  is  that  the  bal- 
lot contained  "so  many  contradictory 
and  misleading  propositions,  as  well  as 
unauthorized  ones,  and  said  propositions 
were  generally  so  obscure  and  repugnant 
with  and  to  each  other,  as  to  mislead 
voters,  and  said  contradictory  and  mis- 
leading condition  of  the  ballot  did  actu- 
ally mislead  and  confuse  the  voters  to 
such  an  extent  as  to  affect  the  result  of 
the  entire  election  upon  propositions 
one,  three  and  ten." 

Il  is  further  alleged  that  many  of  the 
ballots  cast  in  favor  of  prop  sition  three 
were  illegal,  because  ihey  did  not  have 
endorsed  on  the  back  the  initials  of  the 
judges  of  election,  as  provided  by  law. 
The  next  objection  alleges  that  the  prop- 
ositions were  submitted  in  a  way  un- 
authorized by  law. 

The  tenth  objection  is  that  many 
votes  cast  in  favor  of  proposition  one 
contained  votes  in  favor  of  other  contra- 
dictory propositions,  and  that  there 
were  enough  of  these  to  a£fect  the  vote 
on  that  proposition.  The  same  ob- 
jection is  raised  as  to  propositions  three 
and  ten. 

It  is  alleged  that  under  the  law  propo- 
sition ten,  for  the  issuance  of  bonds  for 
extension  and  improvements,  could  not 
be  submitted  on  the  same  ballot  as  the 
foregoing  nine  propositions.  The  last 
ejection  is  that  there  were  enough  ballots 
counted  in  favor  of  proposition  pne, 
three  and  ten  that  did  not  have  the 
necessary  indorsements  of  the  judges 
initials  on  the  back  to  defeat  those 
propositions  if  the  votes  were  thrown 
out.

GREENWOOD  HAS  ARkIVEO. 


He  is  Looking  for  His  Too  Frequently  Married 
Wife. 

On  Nov.  I  The  Herald  told  the  story 
of  an  application  for  a  marriage  license 
by  Charles  Drapeau  and  Mrs.  Minnie 
Greenwood.  The  license  was  issued  but 
afterward  cancelled  because  it  could  not 
be  proved  that  Mrs.  Greenwood  ever  se- 
cured a  divorce.  The  next  dav  there 
appeared  on  the  scene  a  man  tiamed 
Wishart  from  Cloquet  who  ciaimed  also 
to  have  married  her  as  a  widow  in  Ne- 
braska and  to  have  lived  with  her  up  to  a 
few  weeks  prior  to  that  time.

Robert  Haire  was  again  chosen  presi- 
dent to  fill  the  vacancy  and  FredSchoen- 
ing  was  given  the  place  of  vice  president. 

Alfred  McCallum  was  elected  a«i 
delegate  to  represent  the  assembly  at  the 
annual  convention  of  the  .^.m^rican  Feu 
eratioa  of  Laoof  to  be  held  at  Denver 
Ue  :  lo.  On  account  of  the  expanse  and 
hard  times,  some  in  the  assembly  wer. 
opp jscd  to  sindmg  a  delegate  this  year 
but  after  a  long  discussion  a  voie  wa> 
tiken  and  they  weri  found  to  be  in  the 
minority. 

.Mr  McCallum  was  instructed  by  he 
assembly  to  inviie  Jihn  B  rns,  the  greit 
English  labor  leader  and  member  of  the 
house  of  commons,  to  stop  in  Uuluth  on 
his  way  back  from  the  Denver  meeting. 
It  is  strongly  hoped  by  the  assemblv 
that  he  may  he  induced  to  accept. 

The    committee    appointed  to  secur 
badges    for    the    horseshoers'  union   re- 
ported that  the  badges  cost  $15.     The  re- 
port was  accepted  and   that  amount  al- 
lowed. 

Reports  from  the  unions  showed  that 
trade  is  pretty  dull  in  most  lines. 

Beginning  with  this  evening  the  sta- 
tionary engineers  will  have  a  monthly 
course  of  lectures  t^as  winter.  They 
will  be  given  in  Hunter's  hall.  T.  W 
Hugo  will  give  the  hrst  of  the  series  this 
eveimg  and  his  subject  will  be  "He  it." 
The  pi  tsterersatid  iathers  have  p  ir- 
tially  rflfecicd  the  organization  of  a  unio: 
and  will  soon  have  the  machinery  in  tui. 
motion.  Thev  exoect  to  affiliate  wi.h 
the  Federated  Trades  assembly. 


All  labor  is  to  lie  perfbrnieil  under  an 
orp.nnized  system,  every  mem  ber  being 
required  to  work  an  equal  number  of 
days  per  annum.  Those  who  chop  wood, 
plow,  harrow,  grub  root.s  brand  cattle 
and  other  hard  work  will  have  fewer 
hours  a  day  to  toil  than  those  who  have 
tho  easy  jobs.  If  a  member  works  more 
lionrs  than  required  by  the  colony,  ho 
gets  nothing  for  it  but  gratitude  and 
becomes  a  benefactor. 

One  curious  correspondent  asks  what 
the  status  of  wives  will  be  in  the  colony. 
The  editor  replies  that  wives  will  bt» 
counted  a.s  separate  members,  and  the 
wife  will  have  her  separate  income  re- 
gardless of  her  husband.  It  is  not  stated 
just  what  she  will  do,  but  will  probably 
cook,  call  tho  mfcn  to  dinner,  wave  her 
apron  and  say  "Shoo!"  to  tho  chickens 
wIku  they  oneroach  on  tho  flower  gar- 
den and  the  vegetable  patch,  anil  enter- 
tain the  preacher  and  other  company. 
The  importance  of  iufiuitrtcruits  is  rec- 
ognized Ijy  the  Altruriaus,  for  they  state 
that  when  "a  wife  is  caring  for  a  family 
of  children  she  is  certainly  doing  work 
for  tho  commnuity. " 

Member.s  who  become  disabled  through 
sickness,  accident  or  old  age  while  in 
the  service  of  tho  association  will  re- 
ceive full  checks. 

The  a.ssociatiou,  The  Altrnrian  states, 
will  furnish  tho  nurse,  room,  medicine 
raid  everything  else  necessary,  but  the 
patient  must  do  the  snflfering.    The  only 
unproductive     members     will    be    the 
young,  the  sick  and  tho  aged.   Ati-ibuual 
is  to  be  established  in  the  Sonoma  colony  j 
for  the  trial  of  unruly  and  seltish  i)Oople.   I 
Any  person  working  fewer  hours  than  I 
are  required  will  be  accused  of  robbing 
the  association  and  must  stand  trial.   In- 
temperance iu  juiy  form  will  be  regard-  ' 
ed  as  infidelity  to  the  association.— Sau 
Francisco  Examiuei-.

new  terms  to  settlers  are  brit«y  as  fol- 
lows: 

Not  less  than  80  families  s^iall  form 
a  settlement,  and  each  family  must  pos- 
sess at  least  ^500  cash  on  arrival  here. 
The  government  leases  to  each  family 
160  acres  of  surveyed  land  frco  for  the 
term  of  five  years,  and  on  tho  expiration 
of  that  period,  if  improvements  have  been 
made  to  tho  value  of  $5  an  acr.?,  issues  a 
crown  grant.  Tho  government  also  en- 
gages to  construct  a  wagon  road  to  each 
settlement  and  provide  mail  and  mar- 
keting transport  facilities.

AN  ALTHUKUM  COLQl^Y. 

Co  operators  Who  Adi  iry  to  Reduce  ideals 
to  Keality. 
Tho  Altrurians,  from  their  colony  in 
Sonoma  comity,  will  publish  a  paper. 
"It  will  be,"  says  tho  initial  issue,  "a 
traveler  from  Altruria,  knocking  at 
many  doors,  informing  the  people  of 
the  purpose,  spirit  and  progress  of  our 
work.  It  will  tell  of  one  more  earnest 
effort  to  do  right  things  in  a  noble  and 
humane  w.ny.  " 

^  Tho  promoters  of  Altruria  say  that 
they  have  taken  the  best  idea.s"  from 
Plato's  "Republic,"  More's  "Utopia," 
Bellamy's  "Arcadia,"  Fourier's  "Pha- 
lanstery," St.  Simon's  "Industrial  Sys- 
tem," Baba^uf's  "Chiuter  of  Equality," 
Cabet's  "Icaria"  and  particularly  W. 
D.  Howells'  "Dream  of  Altruria,"  and 
will  attempt  to  make  real  the  ideals  of 
these  philosophers  and  dreamers. 

The  first  number  of  the  paper  reflects 
the  scholastic  influence  of  Berkeley  and 
is  inclined  to  quote  from  Elizabethan 
poets. 

"It  will  call  attention, "  says  the  sa- 
lutatory, "to  the  existing  chaos  of  in- 
dustry, trade,  civil  affairs  and  social  re- 
lations, and  commend  and  support  all 
wise  endeavors  to  bring  order  out  of 
confusion.  And  in  all  this  it  will  aim 
to  be  sober,  thoughtful,  just,  sincere, 
truthful,  considerate  and  wise." 

The  inevitable  reference  to  misleading 
contemporaries  is  conspicuous.    It  says: 
"While  we   appreciate  voluntary  ad- 
verti.senieuts  of   our   contemporaries  of 
the  press,  some  of   them  have  indulged 
va.  imaginary  details   as  to  our  methods 
as  amusing  as   they  are    inaccurate  and 
misleading.     One  friendly  journal  even 
went  so  far  as  to  accompany  a   two  col- 
umn article  with   a  wood  engraving  of  : 
what   purported   to   be   our  'Mountain  ■ 
Home'  in  the  foothills  of  California.    As  ' 
this  was  evidently  a  secondhand  wood-  \ 
cut,  reserved  for  duty  in  an  emergency,  I 
Jind  as  we  had  not  then  found  a  desira-  ' 
ble  site  for  our  colony  settlement,  it  was  ' 
certainly  rather  premature.  "  j 

According  to  the  paper's  description, 
the  tract  selected   for  a  beginning  is  at  ' 
the  edge  of  the  hills  about  seven  miles 
from    Santa   Rosa.     They  have  secured 
2,000  acres,  with  Mark  West  creek  flow- 
ing through.     The  tract  is  partly  wood- 
ed, but  some  of   the  laud  is  now  under 
cultivation.    Tho  hillsides  they  intend 
to  devote   to   fruit,  hay,  grain  and  pas- 
turage. There  is  an  old  gristmill  on  the 
place,  and  this  is  to  bo  repaired  and  put 
to  u.se.     A  dam  is   to  bo  built  near  the 
mill,  and  a  typical  New  England  mill- 
pond  is  hoped  for.  The  description  glow- 
ingly depicts   the    beauty  of  the  valley 
and  the  fertility  of   the  soil.     It  is  pro- 
posed to  found  a  town  either  on  the  Al- 
truria farm  or  within  easy  reach.    They 
have  also  a  timber  tract  across  the  val- 
ley, with  a  sawmill  now  in  operation 
They  expect  to  set   a  force  of  men  at 
work  on  both  tracts  at  once.   They  want 
as   members   of   the   colony  only  those- 
who  can  be  absolutely  unselfish. 

"Cash  is  what  we  want  to  eliminate 
from  the  minds  of  men,"  says  the  little 
paper.  Compensation  for  a  reward  must 
be  wiped  ont.  We  want  co-operation 
for  a  larger  life,  for  a  better  develop- 
ment, and  we  cannot  have  that  on  a 
cash  basis." 

There  is  a  $50  admi-ssion  fee  to  Al- 
truria, and  tills  is  explained  as  follows: 
"Wo  need  this  fee,  for  society  as  now 
constituted  demands  that  we  pay  for 
What  we  get.  and  if  we  get  land  and 
machinery  we  must  pay  for  them  in  the 
coin  of  tho  realm. " 

The  declared  intention  is  to  engage  in 
farming,  stock  raising,  horticulture, 
manjifactoxina.  and  genejal

Not  Elcoug^li  Food. 

Those  who  do  not  wish  to  sec  the  bot- 
tom facts  of  the  social  question  show  an 
inability  to  get  below  the  surface  of  the 
:  phenomena  of  want  and  social  discon- 
tent that  is  comuiou  and  yit  remark- 
able It  is  strikingly  illustrated  by  tho 
circulation  in  Eujope,  as  bearing  on  its 
anarchist  and  socialist  agitation,s.  of  the 
assertion  that  the  real  trouble  lies  in 
the  fact  that  there  is  not  food  enough  to 
go  around.  Tho  logic  of  this  assertion 
is  plainly  of  tho  inductive  order.  It 
Bt:u-ts  with  tlie  postulate  that  whatever 
is  is  right.  If  there  were  food  enough  to 
fro  aronnd,  there  should  bo  no  hunger. 
But  tho  hunger  is  a  fact  which  unfor- 
tunately asserts  itself  in  a  manner  that 
permits  of  no  dispute.  Therefore  tho 
trouble  must  be  in  a  deficiency  of  food. 

Yet  tho  persons  who  build  up  this 
theory  to  account  for  poverty  and  dis- 
content h.ive  to  shut  their  eyes  to  some 
very  prominent  facts.  If  'the  theory 
were  correct,  there  should  bo  no  want  in 
countries  where  there  is  a  surplus  of 
food.  Yet  one  of  tho  gig:mtic  factors  of 
the  problem  of  poverty  rests  on  tho  op- 
posite fact.  Ireland  has  suffered  from 
famine  and  disorder  in  the  very  years 
when  it  exported  food  product.s. '  Russia 
has  just  passed  through  a  period  of 
famine  and  exporte«l  food  products  right 
through  it.  One  of  the  prominent  in- 
fluences in  the  world's  commerce  is  the 
abject  and  destitute  poverty  of  the 
masses  of  India,  wlio  send  enough  whear 
to  Europe  to  depres.s  the  world's  price 
for  wheat  to  a  kvol  that  is  unremuuer- 
ativo  for  the  comparatively  high  living

Why  should  tho  entire  burden  of 
developing  the  goldfields  be  left  to  pri- 
vate enterprise,  which  is  very  capricious 
and  is  in  turn  subject  to  the  caprice  of 
monetary  institutions,  while  working 
miners  are  subjected  to  crude  and  peri- 
odical handicaps  attendant  on  tho  with- 
drawal of  private  capital?

London,  Nov.  24.— There  was  a  lack 
of  novelties  at  the  theaters  during  the 
past  week,  and  the  absence  of  all  mem- 
bers of  the  royal  family  from  the  play- 
houses on  account  of  the  mourning  lor 
the  czar,  had  some  effect  upon  the  gen- 
eral prosperity  of  the  season,  although 
the  Haymarket,  Lyric,  Criterion,  Drury 
Lane  and  a  few  other  theaters  were 
booked  far  ahead.  The  booking  at  the 
Lyric  theater  amounts  to  $93,000. 
Mrs.  Patrick  Campbell  is  not  going  to 
end-  f  the  United  States  with  lieerbohm  Tree. 
Lilly  Hanbury  is  to  rejoin  Mr.  Tree's 
company,  but  Mrs.  Tree  will  be  the 
female  star  of  the  company. 

The  famous  Title  theatre  in  Totten- 
ham street,  properly  styled  the  "Prince 
of  Wales,  *  but  commonly  known  as  the 
"Dust  Hole"  may  be  reopened.  Herr 
Charles  Maurice,  the  director  of  the 
German  company  now  doing  such  excel- 
lent work  at  the'  Opera  Comique,  will 
probably  secure  it  for  the  establishment 
of  a  permanent  German  theater  in  Lon- 
don. The  building  has  had  a  famous 
history.  It  was  there  that  the  "Cup  and 
Saucer"  comedies  of  Robertson    became 


been  organized  expressly  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  the  idea  was  suggested  by  the 
late  Rosina  \'okes  in  giving  two  or  three 
short  comedies  in  an  evening.

Therefore  the 
anticipation  cf  hearing  these  brilliant 
operas  rendered  by  vocalists  chosen  be- 
cause ot  their  ability  and  htness  to  intel- 
ligently and  artistically  interpret  the 
exacting  roles  they  portray  is  one  of  un- 
usual pleasure.  Another  reason  why 
such  operas  are  but  seldom  heard  in  the 
smaller  cities  is  because  it  requires  a 
company  that  has  been  peculiarly  or- 
ganized to  give  them,  as,  for  instance,  in 
Leoncavalo's  "Pagliacci,"  there  are  two 
tenor  roles,  and  in  Mascagni's  "Caval- 
leria Rusticana'  there  are  two  soprano 
roles. 

All  of  these  parts  require  voices  ot 
very  high  range  and  two  such  sopranos 
or  tenors  are  seldom  found  in  one  opera 
company.  Miss  Florence  Wolcott,  the 
prima  donna  soprano  of  "The  Metro- 
politans," is  a  student  of  the  famous 
Signor  Agramonte,  and  aside  from  being 
a  wonderlul  vocalist,  is  very  handsome, 
young  and  vivacious.  She  appears  in 
Suppe's  deligbiful  gem  of  "Pygmalion 
and  Galatea"  as  Galatea,  in  Offenbach's 
"Rose  ot  Auvergne"  as  Fleurette,  a 
French  peasant  maid,  in  Balfe's  "Sleep- 
ing Queen"  as  Maria  Dolores,  and  in 
Doizetti's     "I3on  Pasquile"  as    Norma.

Captain  Jack  Sylvester  Caially  learns 
that  his  wife  is  too  fond  of  Cajienove.  They 
havo  only  kept  up  a  semblaiico  of  living 
together,  and  now  it  is  decided  to  separate.

Had  the  play  ended  without  the 
roconciliation  of  the  Cazenove  and  Sylves- 
ter couples  it  would  havo  been  entitled  to 
some  conimendation  on  the  s(«ro  of  nat- 
uralness, but  Mr.  Grundy  is  essentially  a 
sugar  coater,  and  ho  was  impelled  to  cater 
to  the  tastes  of  those  female  theater  goers 
who  always  go  to  stH)  such  things  armed 
with  an  extra  handkerchief  or  two. 

Every  hero  ahd  thero  a  legitimately 
bright  line  crops  out  in  "The  New  Wom- 
an," but  most  of  the  language  is  common- 
place except  where  tho  stupid  attempts  at 
epigram  are  made.  There  is  an  effort 
at  "boldness"  which  is  nothing  moro  or 
less  than  coinmouplaco  vulgarity,  and  the 
intention  to  oxciio  discussion  by  this 
means  is  so  apparent  that  It  fails  of  its 
purpose. 

Tho  cast  selected  by  Manager  Palmer  is 
an  excellent  one.  Miss  Annie  Russell  ro- 
tppoarod  after  an  absence  of  about  five 
years,  playing  the  role  of  tho  ilrSt  volatile 
and  afterward  deeply  suflferin^f  Mrs.  Caze- 
nove. Despite  the  long  and  painful  ill- 
ness which  temporarily  deprived  the 
American  stage   of   i^s  best,  uiost   in  toll  i-

stead.  MISS  lurner  in  tnat  piay  ougnt  to 
succeed  admirahly,  for  tho  principal  role 
fits  her  stylo  of  work  to  a  T. 

Palmer  Cox's  Brownies  are  delighting 
largo  audloncea  at  tho  Fourteenth  Street 
theater.  Children  aro  flocking  there  by 
hundreds,  and  most  parents  aro  glad  of 
the  excuse  thus  offered  to  see  the  spectaciv 
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viata."  She  then  took  up  the  Warner 
operas,  in  which  her  successes  were 
even  more  brilliant.  She  triumphed 
everywhere.  It  was  at  Munich  that  the 
most  interesting  period  of  the  young 
artist's  life  occurred.  King  Ludwig,  of 
Bavaria,  heard  her  sing  and  was  enamored 
ot  her  voice.  He  appointed  her  a  per- 
manent prima  donna  of  the  royal  opera, 
and  she  remained  thus  attached  until 
Ludwig's  death,  after  which  she  became 
free  again  to  sing  in  the  theaters  of  all 
Europe.  Ludwig  prized  her  singing 
above  that  of  all  others,  and  it  is  a  sig- 
nificant circumstance  that  hers  was  the 
last  voice  that  ever  sang  to  the  despond- 
ent king  just  before  his  unhappy  death. 
She  wears  a  magnificent  diamond,  stud- 
ded by  other  rare  stones,  in  a  thumb  ring, 
that  was  given  her  by  this  unfortunate 
monarch  as  a  mark  of  his  esteem  and  in 
commemoration  of  her  brilliant  perform- 
ance in  the  "Niebelung."  While  yet  at 
Munich  she  received  three  offers  from 
StantQn  to  go  to  America,  but  in  defer- 
ence to  the  king's  wishes  she  declined. 
In  i8qi  she  accepted  an  offer  to  come  to 
the  United  States  and  appeared  in  grand 
opera  at  the  Metropolitan  opera  house. 
Her  success  was  instant,  genuine  and 
lasting. 

It  has  been  the  one  great  ambition  of 
Manager  Charles  H.  Pratt,  who  is 
directing  the  tour  of  Madame  Tavary,  to 
present  to  the  American  public  an  opera 
company  stronger  in  cast  ot  character 
and  greater  in  accessories  and  perfection 
ot  detail  than  has  ever  been  heard  in 
this  country.  The  artists  in  support  of 
Mme.  Tavary  are  notable  for  their 
briiliancy,.and  include  Emma  Mariana,  a 
well  known  and  brilliant  soprano; 
Henrietta  and  Sophie  Romani 
and  Mme.  Thea  Dorre,  a  bril- 
liant artist,  in  the  mezz  j  soprano.  The 
contraltos  are  Helen  von  Doenhoff  and 
Dora  Scott,  two  capable  singers  who 
have  been  received  with  great  favor  in 
the  past.  In  A.  L.  Guille,  Manager 
Pratt  has  unquestionably  secured  the 
greatest  of  living  tenors.  He  sang  for 
over  seven  seasons  with  Patti.  and  for 
three  years  in  the  court  theater  in  Portu- 


famous  arid  this  house  saw  the  rise  of 
the  Hare,  Bancroft  and  Kendall  for- 
tunes. The  building  at  various  times 
has  born  the  name  of  "Reggi  theater," 
"()ueen's  theater,''  Fitzroy  theater"  and 
"The  Prince  of  Wales." 

Joseph  Hoffman  made  his  appearance 
this  season  at  St.  James'  hall  on  Tuesday 
before  a  good  audience,  but  he  didn't 
create  any  special  excitement.  Hoffman 
is  now  a  full  grown  youth  and  resembles 
Oscar  Wilde.  His  performance  was  an 
artistic  success,  the  best  critics  agreeing 
that  the  precocious  child  has  developed 
into  a  finished  artist.  The  Globe  yester- 
day afternoon,  commenting  upon  young 
Hoffman's  ability,  said:  "At  present  he 
lacks  breadth  and  dignity,  but  in  other 
respects  he  may  challenge  comparison 
with  the  most  finished  artists  of  Europe. 

M'lle  Jeanne  Nuola,  who  appeared 
last  week  with  such  success  in  Carter's 
"Placida"  and  the  "Stabat  Mater,"  is  to 
sing  at  the  Scottish  concert  on  Nov.  30 
in  Albert  hall.  She  is  also,  unless  pres- 
ent arrangements  are  changed,  to  appear 
at  La  Scala,  Milan,  in  January  next  and 
at  Drury  Lane,  during  the  next  grand 
opera  season  of  Sir  Augustus  Harris  in 
1895.  M'lle  Nuola  is  a  very  beautiful 
daughter  of  New  Orleans  and  possesses 
a  dramatic  soprano  voice  of  wide  range 
and  cultivation.  She  has  already  secured 
a  triumph  in  the  English  provinces  as 
Marguerite,  her  treatment  of  the  hero- 
ine of  the  Faust  legend  being  new  to  the 
English  stage  and  one  which  won  her  the 
unqualified  endorsement  of  Gounod.  The 
brilliancy  of  her  method,  delicacv  of 
phrasing  and  that  more  than  admirable 
quality,  sympathy,  which  she  possesses 
in  generous  abundance  will  secure  M'lle 
Nuola  a  future  of  promise.  She  may  be 
heard  in  America  in  1895  6. 

Great  preparations  are  under  way  for 
the  loooth  performance  of  "Faust"  at 
the  Paris  Grande  opera,  which  may  be 
expected  some  time  this  month  or  early 
in  December.  For  this  performance  a 
statue  of  Gounod,  executed  bv  Mr.  Faul- 
gire,  will  be  placed  on  the  stage  in  the 
center  of  the  operatic  group,  dressed  in 
the  costumes  of  the  various  chiracters 
Gounod  has  contributed  to  the  stage  At 
the  termination  of  the  performance  of

Jacob  Litt's  Successful   flay  Produced  at  the 
Temple  Last  Evening. 

One  of  Jacob  Litt's  companies  gave 
"In  Old  Kentucky"  at  the  Temple  last 
night  to  a  good  house.  The  play  is  fairly 
original,  has  an  interesting  plot  and  may 
be  said  to  be  successful.  Much  of  the 
material  which  is  used  in  the  plot  is  not 
entirely  new,  but  the  story  contains  some 
very  exciting  incidents,  notably  the  Hy- 
ing leap  of  the  heroine  to  the  rescue  of 
the  hero,  and  the  rescue  of  yaeen  Bess 
from  a  burning  stable  by  the  sirae  phe- 
nomenal heroine.

About  "The  New  Woman"  and  "The  Coming 
Woman. 

"Tho  Now  Woman,"  a  play  of  which 
much  was  expected,  was  produced  by 
Palmer's  stock  company  and  failed  to  in- 
crease the  admiration  of  Now  York  thea- 
ter goers  for  the  author,  Mr.  Sydney  Grun- 
dy, who  also  gave  us  "Sowing  tho  Wind. " 
The  success  of  the  latter  play  so  dazzled 
Mr.  Grundy  perhaps  that  by  a  rapid  and 
pleasant  luenteil  process  he  may  nave  ar

rived  at  the  conclusion  that  It  is  only  nec- 
essary to  engraft  tho  problem  of  tho  sexes 
upon  the  most  shadowy  sort  of  a  plot  to 
make  a  drama.  At  any  rate,  that  is  the 
natural  infercnco  to  be  drawn  from  seeing 
theso  two  plays  by  Mr.  Grundy. 

"Tho  New  Woman"  is  practically  Tom 
Taylor's* -An Unequal  Match,"  thorough- 
ly upto-dated  and  "sexiflcd. ' '  Gerald  Caze- 
nove marries  Margery,  an  innocent,  con- 
fiding country  girl,  far  beneath  him  in  the 
social  scale,     All   goes  well.. for  awhile. 
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CARRIE  TCRNER. 
eenfc  and  only  thorou-.'hly  natural  ingonae, 
Mis.s  Russell  !ix)k(d  well  and  acted  better. 
There  was  an  evident  effort  at  L-e-straint  in 
the  stnmger  scenes,  catised  by  lier  present 
physical  weakness,  hut  everything  was  so 
heartfelt,  so  quiet  and  so  unforced  that 
tho  little  woman  received  an  ovation. 

Miss  Virginia  Harned  was  fairly  con- 
vincing in  the  unconvincing  part  of  iMrs. 
Sylvester,  Mrs.  D.  P.  Bowers  made  a 
stately  and  self  containwl  agod  aunt,  E. 
M.  Holland  was  at  his  best  as  che  gay  old 
colonel,  and  Wilton  Lackayo  was  decided- 
ly woodeny  as  the  easily  led  husband. 

Still  another  "woman"  play.  Thi.s 
time  it  is  "The  Coming  Woman,"  and. 
she  has  less  right  to  her  title,  if  possible, 
than  even  "Tho  Now  Womaa."  "The 
Coming  Woman"  is  the  stellar  vehicle  in 
which  Carrie  Turner  made  her  appear- 
ance at  the  Fifth  Avenue  theater.  Tho 
authorship  seems  to  bo  shrouded  in  doubt. 
One  rep-^irt  has  it  that  tho  piece  was  orig- 
inally French,  that  it  was  Englished  by 
Mcrvyn  Dallas  and  then  re-Englished  by 
Sedloy  Brown.  After  so  mufih  work  a 
good  play  would  not  unnaturally  be  expect- 
ed. But  it  did  not  materialize,  for  it  is 
truck  and  nonsense  from  befjinning  to 
end,  with  only  enough  oases  hero  and 
there  to  make  the  contemplation  of  tho 
hopeless  desert  of  language,  and  not  re- 
markahlo  language  at  that,  painfully 
dreary. 

The  story  deals  with  tho  adventures  of 
a  girl,  supposed  to  havo  been  born  out  of 
wedlock,  who  is  apprenticed  t.)  a  circus 
man  and  taught  to  ride,  etc.  Sie  is  taken 
away  later  and  liberally  provided  for  by 
a  money  lending  uncle,  who  sedulously 
conceals  his  identity.  Sho  earos  a  good 
deal  of  money  by  giving  riding;  lessons  to 
tho  families  of  the  neighborhood,  but  is  of 
course  not  received  as  their  social  equal. 
This  fact  tho  ingenuous  croataro  deeply 
laments.  She  is  beloved  by  tlireo  men, 
two  of  them  with  honorable  intentions. 
Tho  third,  who  Isn't  built  on  rjie  honor- 
able plan,  proves  to  be  her  father,  so  ho 
ia  soon  disposed  of.  Of  tho  remaining  two 
one  is  of  course  thoroughly  good  and 
greatly  beloved  by  the  heroine,  while  the 
other  is,  equally  of  course,  thoKiughly  bad 
nnd  intensely  despised  by  the  object  of  Jiis 
affections.  The  villain  threattms  to  pre- 
vent tho  wedding  of  her  sister  by  reveal- 
ing the  secret  of  her  birth,  and  tJius  forces 
the  female  riding  teacher,  who  has  also 
taken  up  the  study  of  medicine,  into  a 
promise  of  marriage. 

The  hero  has  left — stage  heroes  always 
run  away  %vhen  their  presence  is  most 
necessary — and  the  villain  startp  to  town 
to  procure  tlio  marriage  certificate,  using 
the  heroine's  vicious  horse.  Bullfinch,  who 
sensibly  spills  his  bad  rider.  The  female 
amateur  doctor  now  has  tho  o)>portunity 
to  save  tho  life  of  the  man  whom  she 
bates,  and  Trhose  wife  she  has  promised 
to  be.  For  a  moment  she  hesitates.  That 
is  the  prerogative  of  a  heroine.  Then  she 
decides  to  do  her  de-u-ty.  Aft^r  a  time 
tho  villain  learns  of  this  "noble"  act,  and 
the  sister  having  meanwhile  been  mar- 
ried, and  his  power  having  disappeared,  he 
turns  over  "certain  papers"  wldch  prove 
that  sho  is  entitled  to  the  proud  name  of 
Blackmore  and  a  lot  of  other  things.  This 
is  tho  story  of  "Tho  Coming  Woman"  as 
well  as  it  can  bo  traced  by  the  average 
auditor. 

In  what  is,  I  suppose,  intended  to  bo 
the  character  which  suggests  tho  title  of 
the  play  tho  horsey,  meant-to-be-up-to- 
date  C'x-circus  performer,  Miss  Carrie 
Turner,  is  not  seen  at  her  best.  In  fact,  she 
ia  merely  nearly  seen  at  her  wi)rst.  The 
part  is  not  a  con^^enial  one  and  gives  this 
really  excellent  actress  little  or  no  oppor- 
tunity to  show  New  Yorkers  of  what  sho 
is  capable.  It  is  said  that  "Th)  Coming 
Wt)maB"  will  be  shelved  at  once  and 
"lie  Qjusti  ct  Socle^"  jnit.  ofi.  ia  i^

themselves,  for  pure  spectacle  it  really  is, 
and  a  very  creditable  one  indeed.  Some 
pretty  and  catchy  though  featherweight 
melodies  havo  been  contributed  by  Mal- 
colm Douglas.  The  costuming,  drills  and 
stage  setting  were  all  that  could  be  de- 
sired. Mr.  Cox's  libretto  is  not  startling- 
ly  funny,  and  tho  Bn^wnies,  being  grown 
men,  scarcely  represent  the  child's  ideal 
of  theso  quaint  little  creatures  of  the 
night.  But  the  entertainment  is  so  skill- 
fully apportioned  between  dialogue,  mu- 
sic and  marches  that  it  never  drags  for  a 
moment.  Thero  is  a  little  story,  too. 
winding  feeiily  but  agreeably  through  the 
performance.  It  has  to  do  with  the  war 
between  tho  bad  Dragonfel  and  the  good 
Brownies.  Of  course  the  latter  triumph 
in  tho  end,  but  tho  means  is  rather  unique 
for  an  entertainment  of  this  sort,  Dragon- 
fel being  blown  into  smithereens  by  a  dy- 
namite bomb  thrown  by  the  Russian 
Brownie.  Altogether  Palmer  Cox's  Brown- 
ies make  an  acceptable  entertainment. 

Tho  cast  is  competent,  if  not  phenome- 
nal, the  best  work  being  done  by  charm- 
ing little  Ida  Mulle,  who,  besides  being  a 
piquant  actress,  is  an  excellent  singer. 

Havo  you  ever  thought  of  the  hopeless 
conceit  and  unmitigated  nervo  of  most 
actor  folk?  With  a  largo  section  of  them 
modesty  is  an  absolutely  unknown  quan- 
tity. Let  a  person  highly  compliment  a 
physician,  a  lawyer  or  a  minister  in  the 
presence  of  others,  and  the  recipient  of 
tho  encomiums  is  almost  certain  to  blush 
and  appear  cmbarrasst>d,  if  not  to  stam- 
mer out  a  protestation  about  exaggerating 
his  ability,  etc.  Though  he  really  thinks 
the  praise  no  moro  than  he  deserves,  he 
has  some  modesty,  and  this  prompts  him 
to  avoid  tho  appearance  of  egotism. 

But  how  different  with  an  actor! 

He  would  not  protest.  He  would  sim- 
ply assume  a  lordly  air  of  self  complacen- 
cy and  accept  it  all  with  apparent  conde- 
acensioB.  Then  if  the  pa>ans  showed  signs 
of  dying  away  he  would  not  hesitate  to 
once  more  direct  attention  to  his  tran- 
scendent histrionic  powers.  He  would 
even  go  a  little  further  than  his  admirers 
in  singing  his  own  praises. 

It  is  tlie  same  way  with  most  actresses. 
I  was  obliged  to  sit  some  time  ago  in  a 
foom  with  a  female  star  and  her  absurd 
manager  and  listen  to  tho  latter's  stato- 
ments  that  the  former  had  no  equal  in 
this  country;  that  Duse's  method  was  hers, 
and  that  her  tour  was  bound  to  be  a  suc- 
cess because  local  managers  were  literally 
supplicating  him  for  dates.  Not  a  single 
one  of  tho  statements  was  true,  and  both 
knew  that  they  were  not;  but,  unlike 
Shakespeare's  lady,  this  one  did  not  pro- 
test too  much.  In  fact,  she  did  not  protest 
at  all.  She  just  sat  in  a  pretty  pose  and 
nodded  her  head  in  acquiescence.

An  ordinance  to  restrain  the  running  at  large  of 
certain  animals. 

The  Common  C-ouncil  of  the  City  of  Duluth  do 
Ordain : 

Section  1.  Ko  person  shall  snffer  or  permit 
any  horse,  mule,  cattle,  swine,  sheep,  goat  or 
other  beast  :>t  any  ehicken,  turkey,  goose  or 
other  poultry  owned  or  controlled  by  him  to  be 
or  run  at  large  within  the  limita  of  the  city  of 
Duluth. 

Section  2.  The  pound  limits  of  the  city  of  Du- 
luth shall  be  the  same  as  the  city  limita. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  four  pound  dis- 
tricts within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Dolath,  as 
follows : 

The  First  aid  Second  wards  of  said  city  shall 
constitute  the  first  i>ound  district. 

The  Third,  f  burth  and  Filth  wards  of  said  city 
■hail  constitu*  e  the  second  pound  district. 

The  Sixth  and  Seventh  wards  of  said  city  shall 
oonstitute  the  third  poimd district. 

The  Eighth  srard  of  said  city  shall  constitute 
the  fourth  pound  district. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  four  public  pounds 
in  the  city  of  Duluth,  one  of  which  shall  be  sit- 
uated in  each  of  the  poond  districts  hereinbe- 
f 01  e  provided  for.

Nannie  Went  and  Later  Wrote  They  Were 

Going  to  Europe,  But  They  Were 

Murdered. 


New  Orleans.  Nov,  24.— Minnie  R. 
Willia.ns  and  Nannie  Williams,  con- 
nected with  the  career  of  Holmes,  the 
insurance  swindler,  were  nieces  ot  Rev. 
Dr.  C.  W.  Black,  of  this  city,  who  is  ed- 
itor for  the  Methodist  Christian  Advo- 
cate, Their  father  was  killed  in  a  rail- 
road wreck,  and  their  mother  died  soon 
afterwards.  That  was  in  1872,  and  the 
younger  sister  Nannie  was  but  i  year 
old.  Their  parents  died  poor  and  left 
them  nothing.  The  younger  girl  re- 
mained in  Mississippi  with  her  aunt,  and 
the  other  girl  wept  to  Dallas,  where  she 
lived  with  her  uncle,  Dr.  Williams,  who 
adopted  her  as  his  daughter  and  edu- 
cated her  in  the  schools  of  that  place. 

In  1886  Minnie  was  sent  to  the  con- 
servatory of  elocution  in  Boston,  where 
she  was  graduated  after  a  three  year's 
course.  In  the  meantime  her  uncle 
died,  leaving  her  his  property,  consist- 
ing of  real  estate  in  Fort  Worth.  Tex 
valued  at  $20,000.  Coming  back  from 
Boston  Minnie  met  her  sister  in  Missis- 
sippi, and  the  two  went  to  the  home  ol 
their  uncle.  Dr.  C.  W.  Black,  in  Jackson. 
Miss.,  where  they  were  together  for  the 
first  time  since  they  were  infants.  This 
was  in  1889.  They  visited  Dr.  Black  for 
some  time,  and  then  went  to  Texas  to- 
gether. 

Before  this  Minnie  had  returned  to 
lioston  to  take  a  post  graduate  course  in 
the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Allo- 
cution. She  finished  this  course  in  1 80a 
and  went  to  Denver,  where  she  remained 
for  some  time,  teaching  elocution.  When 
she  visited  her  uncle.  Dr.  Black,  in  Jack- 
son. Miss.,  in  1889  she  had  a  picture  of  , 
voung  man  that  she  had  met  in  Boston 
whose  name  was  Harrv  Gordon.  She 
spoke  of  him  as  "Harrv"  and  s<iid  that 
she  was  very  much  smitten  with  him  as 
he  was  handsome  and  wealthy 

In  March.  1893.  the  elder  girl  went  to 
Cnicago,  the  dispatches  have  relacd 
that  she  was  a  typewriter,  but  Dr  Black 
said  he  doubted  the  truth  ol  that  as  she 
was  a  fine  elocutionist  and  was  devoted 
to  her  work,  giving  attention  to  nothing 
else.  Soon  after  going  to  Chicago  she 
wrote  to  her  sister,  telling  her  about 
Harry  Gordon,  and  saying  she  was 
going  to  marry  him.  Soon  after  re- 
ceiving this  letter  one  came  stating  that 
they  were  married  and  inviting  Nannie 
to  come  to  Chicago,  where  they  would 
take  m  the  World's  fair.  The  sister  in 
1  exas  left  for  Chicaeo  the  last  of  June 
soon  after  the  school  closed  in  Mid- 
lothian Tex  On  July  4.  ,893.  Nannie 
wrote  the  following  letter  to  her  aunt 
Miss  Lucy  Marshal,  in  Terry,  Miss.  She 
had  not  then  been  long  in  Chicago,
